Prom the first, lie cliose tlie 
scicntifjc branch of his profession, mid was a most distiii- 
guislmd surveyor and Arctic navigator. When he retired 
from active sonnee, his former labours natiiniUy led liim co 
take an interest in our work, and he joined the Society 
in 18()4, lie was a ^Member of the Hakluyt Society's 
Council from 1871 to 1880, and in 1807 ho edited the three 
voyages of Sir Martin Frobisher for the Society. Sir Uiclmnl 
was also a liar<l-working Member of the (Council of the itoyal 
Geographical Society, and Vice-I*resident, and was Deputy- 
Master of the Trinity House. He died on the 18th of . Sep- 
tember 1883, aged seventy-two.

sail on the 7fch of February, A.De 1513, with a body 
of seventeen hundred Portuguese and eight hundred 
natives, in, twenty ships, intending, in accordanci} with 
instructions which he had received from the King of 
Portugal, to make the voyjige to Adem, with a view 
of capturing that site, of the importance of which; 
from a military and strategic point of view, he wa$ 
fully aware. « The passage to Socotra was made ^with- 
out difficulty ; and while lying off the island a native 
vessel from Chaul was captured and forced to accom- 
pany the fleet, to prevent it carrying news of the 
presence of a powerful Portuguese force in Arabian 
waters. On the way differences of opinion as to 
the best ruaiuier of proceeding in the contemplated 
attack arose among the leadci*s. One party thought 
that negotiations should be entered into with the ' 
rulers of Adem before the attack was made ; the other 
— and among these was Afonso Dalboquerque — con- 
sidered that an immediate endeavour^ to gain pos- 
session of the city should be made. This wa.s 

finally agreed upon. Sighting Abedalcuria, the fleet 
coasted along until near Meyet Island, and crossing 
the mouth of the Red Sea Straits, came up in sight 
of Adorn ^ at sunset, and avoiding a ruse artfully 
planned for the destruction of the ships, then pro- 
cceHed to work in to the harbour. Communications 
were opened with Mira Meijao, governor of the city^ 
but this man* was not slow \o discover the real inten- 
tions of Afons&o Dalboquerque, although they were at 
first veiled* under t the^ pretext of an expedition to 
Suez. The next day, Easter Eve, prepar^iohf wii^ l 
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-made to storm tbe^city, and some large boats of very 
small draught of water were seized, with a view of 
(Hscmbarking the men as expeditiously as possible. 

At this point the author gi^es a long and interesting 
account of the situation of the city of Adem ; and the 
view of Adem, as it appeared to Correa at the time 
when the attack was being made, will be found useful 
for comparison with a view of the same exploit, pub- 
lished from the original contemporary woodcut in the 
British Museum, by Col H. Yule, C.B., our President, 
in his 2nd edition of the Travels of Marco Polo} 

The first attack upon the city, which is graphi- 
cally described in chapter iii, appears to have failed, 
principally on account of the defective scaling-ladders 
then employed in the assault. It resulted in the Por* 
tuguese withdrawing their forces from off the city 
walls, upon which some of the more adventurous had

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Eiounted, to the ships again, after losing* among others^ 
Jorge da Silvcka, one of the captains, and Garcia d® . 
Sousa, another, the details of whose gallant fate are . 
related more particularly at length. As the Pottu- v 
guose retired, Mira Merjao endeavoured, from his posi- 
tion on the island of Cira, to harass them, and did so 
for a time ; hut Dom Garcia de Noronha assaulteii^the' 
tower on tin? island, ami drove out the native- forces. 
Shortly after this escalade, Afonso Dalboquerque 
received intelligence of a revolt at Cairo, the 
fears of tlie Sultan at the rumoured entry of the 
Portuguese into the Red Sea, and the doings of the 
Xcqiie Ismael. 

Sending forward the small sliip of Chaul, lately cap- 
tured by Jo5o Gomez, the Portuguese commander set 
sail for the Straits of the Red Sea, and quickly .siglited . 
the large, lofty, and apparently barren island of Jebel- 
Zukur, and put in to a port on the Abyssinian side of 
the Red Sea, where he found some Arisbs collecting 
slaves. These he rescued, and punished their captors 
in tlie customary barbarous manner then so frequently 
practised in that part of the world. 

Here follows a chapter devoted to a description of 
J the shores, winds, tides, and currents of the Red' Sea, 
probably useful in the highest degree at tKe time when 
it was written, to those whose navigation led them 
into those treacherous waters. In the middle of this 
digression the author rec^ds two unaccomplished 
resolves of Afonso Dalboquerque--^the di’^erting of the 
River Nile from Cajro, by piercing a range m hills, ^ 
to throw the virater into thc-Jand of Preater John ; ain4> 
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secondly, the landing ^ horsemen on 

the Arab coast, so as by making a dash to get posses- 
sion of the body of Mahomet* 

Proceeding up the' Red Sea, the Portuguese fleet 
/stood ofi* Luya, or Loheyyah Bay, where the flag^sbip 
g^Oiinded' but after great exertion was fortunately 
floated oflF uninjured. The next day the fleet made its 
way in safety to Camaruo, intending to proceed to 
juda, or Djiddah, l)ut the wind proved adven^e ; and 
during the. forced delay a miraculous cross — an illustra- 
tion of which is given from the Portuguese text — was 
seen in the heavens, nut only by Afonso Dalborpierque, 
but by all who accompanied him. After a stay of 

two months -June and July, 1513— at C-armuao, ho 

weighed anchor and proceeded to Kas-Zebid, a water- 
ing-place oil the Arabian coast, with the intentioa of 
inquiring after certain Portuguese captives wrecked in 
a brigantine commanded by Gregorio da Quadra. Joao 
Gomez, who had been sent to reconnoitre the pearl- 
fishery ou the islands of Dalaca, or Dahalak, rjiturneil 
with unfavourable news of the refusal of the natives to 
trade with the Portuguese, 

At this time Afonso Dalboquerque despatched a 
messenger overland, by way of Cairo, to the King of 
Pprttigal, carrying new's of the doings of the Portu- 
guese in ^ndia; and on the very day after the mes- 
aenger set out, a miraculous ray of light, probably a 
. shooting star or electric ball, fell down from the sky, 
|/vto th6 dismay of the fleet and the terror of the 

these here introduces 
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a relation of the wanderings of G^regorio da Quadia* 
whose vessel, a brigantine, in the fleet commanded by 
Duarte de Leraos, had broken away from her anchorage 
on a dark and stormy night off the coast of Melin^e, 
the whole crow being taken prisoner's next raorrang, 
opposite Adem, by the natives. The ruler of Adem 
appears to have been content to keep them in pap- 
tivity, without exercising the cruel tortures upon them 
so frequently inflicted upon Europeans whose misfor- 
tune placed them in the power of Oriental princes at 
that time; and Gregorio da Quadra, becoming in course 
of time proficient in Arabic, made a stealthy visit to 
Medina, inspected the sepulchre of Mahomet, and after 
nearly perishing in the inhospitable deserts of Persia, 
finally reached Busrah, or Ba-jora, where he embarked 
for Ormuz, and* there D, Garcia de Coutinho, the cap- , 
tain of the fortress, received him with great kindness. 
The watiderer at length returned to Lisbon, and 
became a Capuchin friar. 

Leaving Caraarfio on the 15th July, a.d. 1513, the 
Portuguese commander explored the Island of Perim, 
in the Red Sea Straits, to which he gave the name of 
Ifha, da Vera Cruz, and sending two vessels forward 
to Zeila — an expedition which bore no fruit, on account 
of the refusal of the natives to have any communica- 
tion vrith the Portuguese — bore up opposite Adem, 
and lost no time in skirmishing with the natives, 
burning the shipping on the shore, and exchanging 
shote with forces in the towers along the beach. On 
the 4th of August 1513, Afonso Dalboquelfque weighed 
anchorr-abandoning for the rime all further attempt 
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to effect an entry, into Adem— and ran in to DiOi v 
where the native authorities received him with an 
apparent friendliness, which did not, however, deceive 
the Portuguese commander. From that point the 
voyage was continued to Chaul, whither Tristfio 
Dega had just returned from his mission to Cambay. 
Setting forward again, ^ ho stopped for a .short time 
at Dr bill, where three ships Under Lopo Yaz de Sam- 
payo were left to blockade the port in order to 
compel the surrender of several native ships, which 
had left Calicut with produce against the commands 
of the Portuguese. By this and similar means 
every one of the native vessels that bad left Calicut 
for the 13 traits fell into the hands of Afonso Dalbo- 
querque, wlio at length reached Goa, where ho was 
- received with groat joy hy everyone. 

Francisco Nogueira, who had been commissioned to 
build the Portuguese fortress at Calicut, about this 
time gave the comnuuider an account of the abortive 
circumstances attending the building. I have been 
able to reproduce at p. 72 a contemporary view of the 
fortress from Correa’s Lendas da India bearing the 
following inscription : —

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; The PortngRese comm.Trider wtus however, determined 
to bring this importarii matter of establishing a power- 
ful fortress on the West Coast of India to a saccessfal 
issue, and sent forward his nephew, D. Garcia de 
Noronha, to Calicut, to interview the ^/amorim, while 
he himself proceeded to Cochini, and after a stormy 
interview with the king, which showed him how Ijttl^ . 
advantage h;e was likely to gain by negotiatioup, des- 
patched secret instructions to a brother of thcQaniorim 
of Calicut, advising liim to poison the ruler, his brother, 
with a view to succeeding to his power. This wfxs 
cfFccted, and the now Qamorim, owing his elevation to 
the Portuguese (whose influence in this proceeding 
admits of no palliation), slunved his gratitude by con- 
ceding a site for the Portuguese fortress, which was 
imiiiediatoly commenced, in a position which com- 
manded the entry into the port. This fortress, in- 
valuable as it was in all respects to a nation whoso 
policy was to hold the coast by mcan^ of suj)erior 
military orgoniaation, was not long destined to stand, 
for it \vas destroyed in 1525, by order of D. Anrique 
de Meuezes, the governor, to prevent it fiilling into 
tlie hands of the natives. 

Having thus carried out successfully an undertaking 
calculated to overawe the races on the coast of central 
linlia^ Afonso Dalboquerque sailed away to Cananor, 
where he received news of the unsettled sta^te of Cairo, 
Suez, the P-ed Sea, and the coast of Arabia and 
Northern India.. Hereupon, Pero Dalboquerque was 
despatched' to Cape Guardafum and Adem, to, acquire . 
more precise information of the pr,c«3eedings of tW; 
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Turks, who were reported to be orgauising an attack 
upon the Portuguese in India. 

in December 1513, Afonso Dalboquerque> sailed to 
Cocliim, and sent Miguel Ferreira to the Xcquc Ismael 
by way of Dabul ; and, after making provision for 
refitting the Portuguese fleet, proceeded to Goa, 
whither he arrived in the beginning of January 1514. 
Miguci’ Ferreira arrived at Tauriz, and c^^utually 
reached the Xeque, who received him well, and sent 
him back with costly presents for Afonso Dalbo- 
querque, and with a good impression of the Court of 
that potentate. The calamitous condition of the Por- 
tuguese at Malaca, reported to Afonso Dalboquerque 
at Goa by Manuel Fragoso, the Portuguese envoy to 
the Court of Siam, demanded immediate succour, 
^which was at ojicc sent, and arrived out just in time to 
reinforce tlie fort; Tlie little garrison was in hourly 
expectation of attack by a large licet of ninety junks, 
cunying 10, (H)0 men, tliat arrived olF the fortress a few 
days later; but, ovetavved by the three large Porttigucse 
vessels that lay off the shore, the enemy drew off, and 
suffered considerable loss at the hands of Fern ilo Perez 
Dandrade, who fell upon them as they Hod. To the 
Court of Cambay, Diogo Fernandez de ildja and jJarnes 
Teixeira were sent, with instructions to obtairf a, site 
for a fortress in Diu. This expedition, which, like the 
others, was uusuccessfuli is related at considerable 
' length' in the 

Pero Dalboquerque, in pursuance of the inatnictions 
he had received, cruized about- off Socotra for the 
summer, and at the end of May bore away for Ormuz, 

WOLIYV 
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where he was visited by the king, aud after in vain 
attempting to recover possession of the fortress^by 
negotiaticns, landed some merchandise under' cha^q 
of two fiictors, and sailed into the Persian Gulf in 
July, explored it as far as Barem Island, returned to 
Ormuz on the home voyage (to India) in August. 
His endeavours to obtain the payment of tribute by 
tlic king were iueifectual ; he Hierefore sailed away, 
after embarking his factors and merchimdise, and 
reached Goa on the ‘28th of September 1514. 

The account of the condition of Ormuz which Pero 
Dalboquerqiie was enabled to lay before his uncle 
Afonso Dalbo([uerque, incited the Portuguese com- 
mander to make ]\is way thither with a fleet without 
losing any time ; and after receiving visits of diplo- 
matic importance from the ambassadors of the King 
of Narsinga, who desired to enter into an alliance with 
the Portuguese to attack the Hidalcao (a matter put 
off for the time by Afonso Ualboquerquc), and from 
the Hidalcao on his own behalf, who was desirous of 
maintaining peaceful relations with the Portuguese, he 
summoned Jorge Dalboiiuerquo from Cochirn, and sent 
liini on to Malaca with four vessels and two hundred 
men, to relieve that distant colony. Thus, intending 
to ytinter at Ormuz, four galleys were to be built and 
sent on to him at that port, with a view to their 
taking part in the intended expedition, during the 
ensuing summer, to Adem*^nd the Red Sea. Straits. 

On the, 2i)th of February 1515, a cbuncil was held 
at Goa by the .caplins of the twenty-sik vessels com- 
posing the PorUiguesc fleet- having on board fifteen 
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hundred Portuguese ai^d seven hundred Malabarcse. , 
At this meeting Afonso Dalboij_uerque unfolded the 
Portuguese policy, and, after some opposition on the 
. part of the captains, it wjxs decided to sail to Ormuz 
and establish themselves in that city. On Ash 
Wednesday, the 2 1st of February, the fleet sailed out 
of Qoa harbour, and on the 25th of March drew up 
opposite Curiate, on the Arabian side of the Gulf, 
and proceeding along the coast, anchored off Mas- 
cate, where news was obtained of the condition of the 
city of Ormuz, the king of which had been virtually 
a prisoner for the last two months in the hands of 
Roys liamed, a Persian Moor. 

Sailing away in a direct course, the Portuguese fleet 
arrived safely opposite Ormuz, whore Miguel Ferreira, 

> on Ills return from the embat^sy to the Xeque Ismael, 
rejoinci the ships and gave Afonso Dalboquerque a 
detailed account of his jouniey. The intrigue of Keys 
Hained, which appeared likely to become successful, 
was more than counterbalanced by the astuteness of 
the Portuguese governor-general, who brought about 
the deliverance of the king and his chief councillor 
Rexnordim, or Keys Nordim, by the assassination of 
the rebellious Keys Hamed, to whom the success of 
the Portuguese in getting possession of the fortress 
of Ormuz, on the 31st March, or 1st April, 151.5, 
was especially galling, as interfering with his inten- 
tion of usurping the royals authority in that city. 

The reception of tlie ambassador from the Xeque 
Ismael in Ormuz was conducted^ by Afonso Dalbu- 
querque. with great pomp and magnificent ceremonies, 
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which delighted the Oriental mind, to which such 
things are deo.r ; and it was no doubt calculated to 
impress upon the king and the inhabitants of Ormuz 
the importance of the Portuguese influence in that 
j>iirt of the world. The author of the Connmenidries 
gives a long and detailed description of these proceed- 
ings, The disarming of the inhabitants of Ormuz, 
and the prompt seizure of an opportunity which arose 
for getting possession of the eneruys artilloiy, were 
master-strokes of policy, and tended effectually to-’ 
wards the preservation of that territory in Portuguese 
hands. The inhuman treatment of the runaway Por- 
tuguese, who \v\.rc burned in a boat in the principal 
square of Ormuz, cannot be defended. It is a typical 
instance of Oriental cruelty-— and other instances 
will be met with by the reader of these Commentaries 
— probably instigated in this case by the desire on the 
part of Afonso Dalboquerque to make a tevriUe ex- 
ample of those who proved traitors at a time when 
the utmost peril would have been brought upon 
the whole body if any serious defection had arisen. 
The settlement of affairs at Ormuz; the despatch- 
ing of Fernao Gomez de Lemos to tlic Court of 
the Xequ'j Ismael with terms of a treaty ; the de- 
parture of D, Garcia de Noronha for Portugal ; the 
reception of several native envoys; and the build- 
ing of the ‘Portuguese fortress, are among the most 
notable events successively^ chronicled in these Com- 
wcn/oHcs immediately previous to the ^jupervention 
of the illness to ^ which the great commander, suc- 
cuinbed. Appointing NicoMo Ferreira to keep guanl. , 
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over the King of Ormi ?5, and Pero Dalbotjuerque, his 
nephew, to bo governor of the newly erected fortress, 
Afonso Dalboquerque sailed avvay, <iaugenrasly ill, in 
the FIo 7' da lima, captained by Diogo Fernandez rlc 
Beja, on the 8th of November 1515. The disorder 
with which lie was afflicted was aggravated by the 
report which reached him of the appointment of Lopo 
Soai’ez de Albergaria in his stead by tlio King of Por- 
tugal. On SuTKk}'’, the IGth of Decern be p, he died on 
shipboard at anchor ofl‘ the bar of Goa, to the extreme 
grief of the inhabitants of Goa, who, indeed, owed 
tlieir all to bis bravery aiid forethought. The work 
ends appropriately with an account of the funeral 
obsequies ; the text of the king's letter to Lo])o 
Soarez, limiting that governor's powers in India, and 
continuing Afonso Dalboquerque in his office, with tlu3 
4!xecption of the fortresses of Oochiiu, Calicut, and 
Malaca, ^vhicli were placeil under Lopo vSoarez abso- 
lutely ; a w^dl- written panegyric upon the character 
and achievements of the dead hero, including a review 
of tlie condition of India at the time of his death ; an 
account of the circumstances attending the translation 
of the remains of Afonso Dalboquerque to the Chapel 
of Our Lady of Grace, at Lisbon, in April, afid their 
final sepulture in May 1566 ; and a summary of the 
pedigree of the family, derived from Dorn Dinis, King 
of Portugal, and Dom Sancho, King of Castile. 

The Appendix will be 'found to contain some im- 
portant information of little known Portuguese-Indian 
places and fortresses, as well as oth«r masters relating 
to the text of the Commentm'ies. 
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The Index which has been compiled for the four 
volumes will be found useful as containing a variety 
of referenu^ not usuaUy, perhaps, placed in an Index. 
The references to 4iames of persons are under the 
Christian name or first name — a plan laudably adopted 
by many authors, and notably so by Barbosa Machado 
in his Bihliotheea LusiUma.

CHAPTER 1. 

ilow, after making; hia fleet rciiidy, lie took counsel with bis captaina and 
pilota rogpeoiiijg the voyjigo : and how it was determined to enter 
the straita of the lied Sea, and wlmfc passed in the course until they 
reached Adtin. 

Afi'ER the greitb Afonso Dalboquerqno bad ajrroed with 
tlie Captains and Fidalj^ooa of India covicerniug. the affairs 
of Goa, and had wntttou to the King D. Manuel explaining 
bis opinions in that matter, he sent Jorge Dalboqucrque, 
as Captain, -*e. Opchim ; for Pero Mascavonhas, who at 
this time held that office, was to remain in Goa as Cap- > 
tain, as 1 liave related ; and when this had boon arraiged 
he proceeded to embark on the seventh of February, in 
the year [fifteen hundred and] thirteen, and ordered the 
captains and men to assemble in their ships, to the number 
of about one thousand seven hundred .Porthgneso and 
eight hundred Jt^labars and Canarese in all. . * i 

And after that all had embarked, ’the> whole fleot being! 
now outside the bar of Goa, before sails we/e set he causocC

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all tlio captains to be summoned to a meeting. These

And when they had all assembled together he declared to 
them that the King D. Manuel, his lord, in every letter 
which he had written, made it a very great point that he 
should endeavour to capture Adem and make his way into 
the straits of the Red Sea; and that now, in letters brpugh^ 
by D. GarciOil his nephew, there present among them, this 
matter was ^till further insisted upon; but for*some proper 
precautions) which he had taken, he had as yet given them 
no explana/Jon of his determination, os well also because 
^ow that the course of their proceeding had been ari^anged 
^^nd decided by His Highness, it was no part of theirv di^ii|^ 
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to put to the vote whether thej should act upon their orders 
or not, unless it should so happen that so much opposition 
shSuld be shown to the orders that ho would bo .compelled 
to adopt another plan. Therefore, he would beg them of 
their goodness if they had any objections to urge, to tlio end 
that it would not be to tho service of the King to under- 
take the proposed expedition, to state them to him. And 
after 'Eouoh debate had ensued, it was unanimously agreed 
that Afonso Dalboquerquo must make an entry into tho 
straits, seeing that now the afiairs of India afforded him 
an opportunity of effecting it. 

When the council meeting was over, every one rejoined 
his ship, and on tho morrow morning Afonso Dalboqnerque 
ordered a gun to be fired as a signal for setting sail, and 
all anchors woro weighed, and thus, with a favourable 
wind for a good voyage, they shaped their course direct 
to the Cape of Guardafum but, in tho Gulf, the 

. winds were so boisterous, that they lost more time than 
could have boen anticipated by any one for that voyage, 
and this caused tho store of water to run out ; and because 
there was no watering place at tho Capo of Guardafura for 
so many ships, and it seemed likely that, if delay of some 
days should arise on account of taking in water, tho Moors 
of Adem might obtain information of the arrival of the 
Portuguese fleet, Afonso Dalboqnerque ordered the whole 
fleet to stand in to ^acotora,^ and anchors w^ero cast in the 
port of (JJoco,® where our fortress used to stand. > In this 
place, there were already about fifty Fartaquins,* who had 
begun to repair it, but as they had not y(?t any means of 
defending it, asvsoon as they saw the fleet thsy all fled to 
the mountain range opposite Caluceh,^ which is a port

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situated on the other side of the island. Bat the native Chris- 
tians came down to parley with AfQnso Dalboquerque^ and 
ho orderecj a present to be given to them of some cloths 
and rice, and all the houses belonging to tbe Moors to be 
thrown down, and set on fire everything they possessed 
therein. ’ ^ 

As soon as this had been done, Afonso Dalboquerque 
ordered tho whole fleet to take in water, and se?it« Jofto 
Gomes tc cruise along the coast in his mravda, round the 
island as far as Calacefi, for he was in fear lost there might 
be there some barque belonging to the Fartaqnius, or 
some Moorish vessel, watering ; which, when it passed over 
from the other side for Fartaquo and Dofar,^ would carry 
intelligence of the coming of the Portuguese. Joflo Gomes 
searched all the island, and entered the port, without find- 
ing a single barque or vessel, and then sot out to return, 
but as the winds were easterly, and contrary for returning 
to the port of Qoco, where our fleet had remained, he was . 
compelled to tack, and, while ho was tacking out to sea, 
he fell in with a ship which was on its way to the straits, 
and took possession of her and brought , her along wiili 
him. But as she came from Obaul, with which we were at 
peace, and brought no apices, although there was no safe 
conduct among the ship's papers, Afonso Dalboqiierquo 
would not take anything out of her, but brought her in his 
/company, in order to avail himself of the pilot in that 
’ voyage, f::>r there was not one with him who knew the 
i coast. 

After that Jo^o Gomez had thus returned, the whole fleet 
having already laid in a supply of water, Afonso Dalbo- 
querque, before setting out, discussed with all his Captains, 
Fidalgoes, and Cavaliers of tho fleet, the manner in 
which th(]/y'^ should proceed to attack the city of Adem. 
In this debate varipus* different opinions were delivered.

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For the greater number of voices declared that on reach- 
ing the city they ought to parley with the Moors before 
m'akiDg any attack upon it^ demanding to know whether 
they were willing to stand in obedience and service of the 
King of Portugal ; on the other part, others declared that 
without holding any further communication^ they ought to 
attack the city. 

Afonso Dalboquerqno was of the latter opinion, for he 
said, that in important undertakirigs, which, like this ciiy 
of Adem, had help so close at hand, it was not fitting, when 
they were at the crisis, to be taking counsel as to what 
they must do, but rather to make up their minds thoroughly 
to attack it j for to wish to negociate with the inhabitants 
was the same as giving them time to got themselves into a 
bettor condition of defonoo than they now wore in, and op- 
portunity for help to come to them from some other quarter, 
if any necessity for succour should arise; and if only the 
inhabitants were suffered to equip thomaelves for defence, 
then the Portugiieso would have to run the risk of their 
lives, and put out their whole strength ; tlierefore his 
opinion was th.it as soon as they reached Avlem, without 
holding any further commuuicatiou with the IMoors (pro- 
vided nothing untoward should arise), to attack the city at 
once, for the best advice he could give them was to forestall 
events which might happen, and not in the midst of pen'l. 
be socking for a remedy ; for the Moors of that land would 
^not pay tribute in consequence of philosophical arguraeuts, 
but only after much blood had been spilt among them. 
And every one agreed with him in his opinion. 
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CHAPTER II. 

f. . 

How the great Afonso Dalhoquer^iufi set sail from (Jaootor^, and reached 
Adorn ; and the reason why he did not immeth'ately attack the city 
as he had intended, and the rest that took place. 

As soon as this dobate was over, tbe great Afonso Dalbo- 
querque gave orders that all the fleet should set saih direct 
to Adeni j and because the wind began to drop, all proceeded 
to warp in as much as possible, in order to get well in 
under the lee of the Cape of Guardafum, which lay to the 
windward of the fleet ; for from that point, no matter from 
w’hich direction the wind came, they would have it in their 
power to make the mouth of tho straits, and notwithstand- 
ing that they altered their course from one rhumb-line to 
another, yet they touched in shore at a place to the leeward 
of Abedalcuria,^ and from that point onward sounded the 
coast as they proceeded along it, with the intention of . 
crossing over from Mete^ to Adem. J3nt inasmuch as tho 
currents were contrary to the wiud, and the sea ran high, 
our fleet experienced gi eiit difficulty for the space of three 
days, so that all the catim, which hung at the prows of the 
ships for use when tho fleet had entered the straits, wore 
lost. And when tbe pilots made out their position to be 
ten leagues from Mete, they determined to cross over to 
Adem. But because if once they missed the port they 
could not^m.iike it again on account of the easterly winds, . 
they ordered the fleet to steer a north-westerly course, so 
as to be continually to tho leeward, and with this course 
they held oi^ all that day and night, under very little sail,.

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ind Ydioii dftwx) broko they wore between Ci'^nacani' and a 
mountain range called Arssina® and on that day they made 
.their way along the coast. But when night fell, Afonso 
Dalboquerque, hot wishing to pass the port of Adorn j ordered 
signal to be made for all the fleet to stop ; and all the vessels 
lay to under bare polos until morning, when they madi^ sail 
again, and at sun-down they came in sight of Adem. And 
as thpy were not acquainted with the land, and the fleet 
was vqry large, and the ships might dash one against' 
another if they anchored, every onp was of opinion that it 
would be well not to try and enter the port in the night, 
but to lay out cables with the intention of remaining in 
their present position for that night. And being thus 
minded, Pero Dalboquerque came in his boat to the ship 
of Afonso Dalboquerque and told him how ho had found a 
bottom in thirty-five fathoms. On receipt of this intelli- 
gence which Pero Dalboquerque had given him, he ordered 
a signal to be made to the ships to weigh anchor, and with 
sounding® and leads^ in their hands they made their way 
through that reef until the lead showed fourteen fathoms, 
very close in to the harbour of Adem. The Moors, who 
had already fo?^ some time had our fleet in view from a 
very high ridge of mountains which overlooks the whole of 
that sea, made fires to entice it upon a point of land which 
is just . opposite the straits after passing Adorn, thinking 
that our men would steer'.their course toward the fires, 
because if they had once made their way to that side they 
could not make the harbour again as long as the oast wind 
blew. 

But Afonso Dalboqnerqe, with his accustomed caution,

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fearing for soKno unexpec(:ed event, ordered the whole fleet 
to como to anchor, and remained there thus at anchor 
during the whole of that night. On the following day;' in 
the morning, which was Good Friday,' they set sail and 
starte(?i with intention of anchoring in the eastern harbour, 
but /as there were many* Moorish vessels already lying in 
tli/e harbour, so as to occupy the whole space, our vessels 
remained a little way off outside. 

Our men, however, being all under arms, and apparelled 
in all respects for disembarking, in accordance with the 
arrangements already concerted, desired to lose no time in 
getting to land, and falling upon the city. And although 
Afonso Dalboquerque was very desirous of gmtifying their 
wishes, because it was Good Friday, the day of tho Passion 
of our Jjord Jesus Christ, to whom he was very devoted, 
and in whom ho reposed all his hopes, yet seeing that the 
necessity of tho situation somewhat altered his plans, he 
desired rather to insure the safety of the fleet and place 
tho vessels where they would not bo one in aiiofchePs way, 
and strengthen their cables, with the end that if any very 
fierce wind should suddenly arise, no untoward event should 
take place ; and so indeed it fell out, foip after the ships 
had cast anchor, the east wind blew so fiercely that some 
of his ships had to lay out three, and others four cables. 

After tho burst of wind had passed over, Mira Moijilo, 
Governor of the city, sent a message to Afonso Dalboquer- 
quo, by a Moor of Cananor who was in Adem, asking what 
it was thift he wanted, and what it was that he had oomo 
to seek for with that fleet ? Afonso Dalboquerqup replied 
that ho was the Captain-General of the King D. Manuel, 
King of Portugal and Lord of tho Indies, that he had been 
on his way to judd^ in pursuit bf the Humes, ^ and n6t find- 
ing them there, had determined to go to Suez to discover

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if the reporb was trae that the Saltan of Cairo was dariug 
' to fit oat a fleet against the power of the king his lord. 

The Moor returned to land with this reply, and Mira 
Metjao sent him back immediately with a present of fowls, 
sheep, lemons, and oranges, and sent with him a message 
that the city of Adem was the King of Portugara, and 
everything that king wished or ordered concerning it 
should be carried out. Afonso Dalboquerqno replied to 
this, that it was not his practice to receive presents from 
lords with whom ho was not in a settled state of peace, let 
him therefore look to his own words, for he would accept 
the presents on that condition only ; and the Moor was told 
to declare to Mira Meijfto that inasmuch as ho was willing 
to bo in obedience to the kiug his lord, ho must give orders 
for opening the gates of the city, and must receive the 
Portuguese flag and soldiers in the same ; and as for the 
Moorish merchants whose ships were there, lio (Afonso) 
would grant them safe-conduct, and tlipy must apply to 
him for the permission. Afonso Dalboipierque did this 
with the object of drawing those merchant ^hips out of 
the city, so as to have fewer enepiics arrayecl against 
him. 

When Mira Merjao perceived by this last communication 
from Afonso Dalboquerquc, that ho liked deeds better than 
words, he sent him a message by two of the principal Moors 
of the city, that he (Mira) was the servant of the Xeqne,lord 
of all that laud, and had no permission to allow the Portu- 
guese to enter within the city; but if he desired anything 
further let him come and discuss the matter at the watePa 
edge with twenty men, and ho on his part would bring the 
same number of men to the inteiwicw. Afbuso Dalbo- 
querquo replied that lie beg^^ed to be excused from taking 
part in any meeting between them in any other place ex- 
‘ cept within the city. The two Moors ^thereui^on retunied, 
bearing this reply, and no further* intercourse transpired, 
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neither did the merchants take care to come; and get safe* 
conduct for their ships, and upon this matter there was no 
more correspondence nor counsel. And because on account 
of the \vant of the catun which wore lost on the voyage, 
Afonso Dalboquerque was not provided with tho means of 
disembarking the men so rapidly as was necessaiy, he or- 
dered the ships to collect together some largo barges- that 
drew very little water, which were used by the Moors,, there 
in the lading and unlading of their vessels, with tl\e inten- 
tion of attacking the city on the following morning before 
daybreak, which was Easter Eve." 

Op the Situation op the City op Adem. 

Adem® is a city seated on tho coast of Arabia in twelve 
and a half degrees of north latitude. Its circuit would be 
•greater than that of the city of Evora, but tho population 
is not so great. It contains very beautiful houses, very' 
lofty, all made of stone and mortar. The city is situated 
at the foot of a very lofty mountain range, and along tho 
road at the summit* there are many castles and towers, 
which seems to be » thing made more for tho sake of 
beautiful appearances than profitable for deToncje. 

The city lies in tho mouth and fairway of tho straits of 
the Rod Sea, and dose alongside of it there pass by the 
ships which set sail from India to the straits in the months 
‘ (jf November, December, Januar}', February; but those 
«■ which set out in tho month of March hug the coast of the 
'Capo of Guardafum and keep always in sight of the land 
I of Barbora* and Zeila,^ but do not catch siglit of Adem;

i on thst of the sea. There are two plooes where an entry 
inaf be effected. Prom this mountain range whi^'h over- 
looks the city comes a wall of veiy steep ascent/ reaching 
down to whore the sea touches the city wall, which would 
be about the same length as in Lisbon from the Golden 
Gate to the gates of the dockyard. And this wall lies op- 
posite -to the harbour which the Moors call Pocate/ which 
is the road whither all the ships proceed to lie at anchor, 
and there are two towers there with a bastion, wherein the 
Moors had artillery and a catapult.^ In this harbour lies a 
little island of sharp rock, with not a green blade of grass 
upon it, separated from the city, and this the Moors call 
Cira / the which has a mole or mass of wall crossing the 
harbour and sheltering the ships under it from the east 
wind, which, when it comes, is so furious that they suffer 
greatly from its effects. And at the head of this mole they 
■have a tower and a bastion, both very strong, 

When Afou.so Dalboquorque returned hither after his 
coming from the straits ho found this island surrounded 
with a wall with many towers made ip it, that Mira Merjao 
had caused to be made, fearing lost our men should take it, 
and fortify themselves in it, when they returned to these 
^ parts, but this availed him very little, as I shall show 
further on. Neither in the island nor in the city is there 
any water except that which is brought into them by car- 
riage, and two or three years often pass without any rain. 
On the back of the city, behind this mountain range, lies 
another harbour, which they call Ujufu,® sheltered front

(Ivor 
it passes a bridge made in ancient times by the inhabitants 
of tho city,. because it formed the shortest route from Zebir^ 
to Adorn, where the king spent tho greater part of tho 
time. And along this rOad runs a stream of water, in a 
conduit which passes at the side of tho bridge, and dis- 
charge.'*. itself into a large tank built of masonry, at a 
league's distaTice from the city, and it is to that spot that 
the cainols aro taken for water. 

The water which is.sues out from under the arches*^ is 
spread over the country below in pools or lagoons, and if 
the inhabitants of this city had not this bridge, they could 
not go round in a single day so many pools as there are 
spread forth over those lield.s. And beyond this water 
service of the bridge, there is a broad platoau, which 
reaches from tho interior country plain to a gate which w 
formed in the mountain range, having two strongly fortified 
towers, and by means of it they used to supply the camels 
with water at the very time when our fleet lay in the har- 
bour, fur from oiir ships and boats our people used to see 
them going and coming laden along the plateau and en- 
tering the gate of the mountain range. 

The breadth of this isthmus, from one sea to the other, is 
about a quarter of a league, whence it may clearly be seen 
that Adorn is not an island, although in ancient times it 
was always so held to be. But Afonso Dalboquerque, 
hoping lioreafter to return again aud attack it, desired to 
obtain better infotmatioa about this, and ordered Manuel

Velho, to take tlioir boats and explore all this and oxamine 
it ^evy carefully. For he often used to say that had he 
seen Adem he would not have attacked it on that part 
where he did attack it. 

In front of this mountain range, on the other side of the 
land, lies a place which is called lluhaca, in which there 
lived twenty fishermen, all poor people, in straw huts, and 
in this district there are many peels of good drinking 
water and a small palm grove. 

The King of Adeni has about fifteen hundred cavalry 
soldiers, and a large fcrce of infantry. His principal 
revenue, which, indeed, maintains him, is from the 
madder,^ which grows in his country, of which there is 
a yearly crop of about twenty-five thousand bales. No 
one may purchase this except only the king of the land. 
The growers give it to him at six icmifins^ the bale ; and 
ho sends it on to Cambaya, whore it is used in dyeing 
cloth, being sold there at twenty-two [i»6‘vvT/i}is] the bale. 
All his other sources of revenue are insignificant. 

This harbour of Adem was anciently a very small settle- 
ment, but after the discovery of India by the Portuguese 
and tlieir navigation to that place, it began to increase, 
and at length became a large mart of all the kinds (>f 
merchandize which enter the mouth of the straits [of tlm 
Red Sea] inwards. The reason of this is, because the 
fleets which the King of Portugal always maintain^ on the, 
Indian coast do not allow the ships of the Moors to make 
their way to those parts [which lie inside the straits] in 
their proper season, for these ships, to avoid 'mpture, sot 
out on their voyage, without waiting for the monsoon, and 
go and discharge their mercfiandize at Adem, selling them 
to the native nierchants, and then buying ether goods,

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which thej take back with them to India; and then/ when 
the monsoon is come, the merchants of Adem send thie 
merchandize to Jadd, to Meoa/ to StioZi and to other sites 
which lie within the straits. For this reason it Was that 
many merchants 'came to settle at Adem from Caird^ from 
Jud^ and from India, and from other such places, with 
large possessions. This made Adem the noble place it is 
to-d»ay, being reputed to be the richest district there 
is ou all that coast. 


CHAFfER nr. 

Ilow the great Afoi'so Diilboquerviue attacked the (jity of Adooi, tind 
what passed in this attuek. 

When Friday wa.s passed^ the whole day being occupied 
in .fastouing the ships together with cablos, as I have 
already said, ou the following riiglit the groat Afonso 
Dalboquerqne sent for all the captains and told them that, 
although it had been agreed by all that an attack should 
be made upon the city, the extent of the wall was so long 
that they had neither sufficient men nor ladders to invest 
the whole of it ; therefore, it seemed good to him that all 
must unite together to make an assault upon it at one 
spot, so as to got a double Hue of men up to the wall, who 
could thereby succour each other; and wheii once they 
hadjorced their entrance into the city, they must be care* 
fui to take up such a position in respect to the Moew's as 
to get possession of the gate of the mountain range which 
led towards the intorior country, for if they failed to ^ke 
that, they, would fail to obtain any real advantago, and 
the Moon, could plaqe as many roinforedmeuts Cfis tl^ey r ,

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liked iiitside the city/ 80 that the Portagneso would bo 
oompelled after all to retire to their ships^ and this would 
be^a great disaster and failure for them. Therefore, it was 
yety important for all of them to fight like cavalierSi and 
labour to the utmost to gain possession of the gate. 

The captains began to feel somewhat disconcerted, and 
replied that he need not be under any misapprehension, 
u 6 r bring himself to, abandon undertaking the assault, for 
they on their part wore quite ready to give him their assist- 
ance in the enterprise. This having been, therefore, thus 
arranged, Afonso Dalboqaerque decided that D. Qaroia, 
with the greater part of the soldiers, Fidalgoes and Cava- 
liers whom he could muster, were to proceed to assault 
the wall with their scaling ladders, on the loft hand side, 
where the Moors, had posted the larger number of their 
forces. For on that side there was a gate, concerning 
which they have a prophecy that through it the city of 
Adem must be captured. This gate J). Garcia endeavoured 
to break in, but he found it was walled up inside. Mean- 
while, Afonso Dalboquerque himself, with the rest of his 
people, were to attack on the right hand side, and 
JoiXo Fidalgo, the Captain in command of the train-bands, 
was to take up a position between the two, having with 
him a very broad scaling-ladder, by means of which six 
men could mount abreast. At the same time Anriquo 
Homem, with a party of a hundred ordnance soldiers, 
were to cross the summit of a rock which ran level with 
the wall, for by this means he could easily descend into 
the city. And as soon as our people bad reached the top 
of tho wall they w^re to leap down inside. 

When all ha^^ been instructed in the different duties 
which they were to carry out, they returned to their ships, 
and,, when there wanted two hours to daybreak, Afonso 
^IMhequerque ordered .a tp sonndkd; then all 

j^ ycame on board hik ship immediately, and from it they set 
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oat jast as the dawn was breaking, matang' theii^ l^y 'id. J 
reach the wall. But, as the bottom of the water was, ; 
shelving^ with yawZ rocks, the boats were compelletl^: 
come to a stop about the distance of a cross-bow shbt 
from shove, and this gave onr people great trouble, for 
they all were forced to wade through the water, and the 
musketeers wetted the powder which they were bringing 
with them. But not the less on this account did the cap- 
tains an^ all those sgrvants of the king, like valiant 
cavaliers, toko the scaling ladders on their backs, each 
one in the company in which he was placed, and set them 
up against the wall, with gre,at efforts. 

The captains wlio formed Afonso Dalboqnorqne’s coin- 
pany, placed their scaling ladders and mounted up to the 
walls by meaiiK of them without any further considera- 
tion, which caused Afonso Dalboquerque great Concern, 
for although this was a deed of daring worthy of cavaliers, 
it resulted in the ranks ot the men of their company be- 
coming at once disordered, with the exception of a few 
Fidalgocs and Cavaliers who went up the ladders at the 
same time with the captains, and so eager was the haste 
which every one made to mount, each exerting himself to 
be the first, that with the weight of numbers the ladders 
broke dowu. 

When Afonso Dalboquerque perceived that the ladders 
of his party were broken, and all the rest of the men 
hastening towards that one which was under command 
of ioS.0 Fidalgo, Captain of the train-bands, he was undOT ' 
*'he rpprohension that they would break it also in like 
manner as ^^y had done his, so he ordered the halbiudiers ' 
of hi? company to hasten to the spot to try if, by means 
of their halbards, they could prop up the scaling ladder : 
and protoot it from being broken. But, notwithstanding 
this, the lajider brokp down under the groat weight of the T?

Afonso palboquorque, envious at the sight of their com- 
panions who had got on the top of the wall, repaired to 
the scaling-ladder under charge of D. Gai'cia, with a 
view to ascending also, and so -great a nntnber of men 
thronged together there, one upon the other's heels, that 
all the scaling-ladders were broken ; and D. Gai^ha himself 
was wounded,' together with a large numbor of those under 
his ooinraand at that place. And when he saw that the 
scaliug^Iadders woro broken, and that he himself could do 
nothing, wounded and in evil plight as he .was ho ran along 
the top bf the wall, with the men whom he had with him, 
and made his way to Afonso Daibbquorque, to learn from 
him what was to be done.. When Afonso Dalboqnerquo 
saw him in this sorry condition, stroamitig with blood, lie 
said to hinv : ^ Sir n^pheWj db not ekoite yourself, for. thjs ^

No 
sooner had this newly made scaling-ladder been set up • 
against the wall — every one being desirous of mounting 
it, and failing to make way for those who were above to 
descend by means of it— so large a body of men got upon 
it that it was again broken into pieces, Anrique Homemi:

command, ashamed of being the cause of this disaster, ;> 
and of the careless way in which he had acted : iff ' thm ^ 
attcaipt to succour our men, made an endeavour to get ;

CHAPTER V. 


llow the great Afonso l)al))oquerque, after having collecteO all his 
forces together, and ne.ide ready to embark, commanded I). Garcia 
to capture the artillery placed in the Island of C'irn, with which 
iJie Moors were firing upon him. 


The great Afonso Halboqnerque having all his forces 
collected together for re-ein barking, Mira Meijao ordered 
an attack to bo made upon him with the artillery which ho 
had in a tower upon the Island of Cira, with the result of 
killing some of our men and wounding many. Seeing the 
damage which the large guns of the enemy inflicted upon 
him, and that he could not resist them because he had no 
scQh'ng-laddcra nor means of getting to close quarters with 
them, and his people much exhausted with their labour, and 


the excessive heat of the weather, Afonso JDalboquerquo . 
proceeded to embark^ the high tide being already close tip ; 
to the foot of th® wdl—much against every ono'S wishiijii' : 
- for they were d^irouarof ietumiiig, ag^n to the cqaibati > 
and wanted Afonso Balbo^deFqne^ the heavy 

i pn;tho wall, -im eflfee^ 
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who WftS well aware that this 
be earned out^ on acconht 6f tho difficulty which 
i hi^ve already spoken of, with respect to the tide, and also 
l^ecknso the east mon^ beginning to tail and a 

aitgle day more spent at Adorn would put the fleet to the 
haaard of being lost for want of water, and to turn back 
would be equivalent to the loss of two months and a half, 
and if*Uiey wished to enter the straits [of the lied Sea]i 
theveast wind was just on the point of ceasing to blow, 
Would not undertake this, but withdrew to tho ships with 
all his forces ; and, on the following day in tho morning, 
ordered D. Garcia do Nuronha, his nephew, with all his men, 
to go and take possession of the to^ver and bulwark of the 
Island of Cira. On his arrival at the foot of tho tower, with 
the force that accompanied him, D. Garcia bore himself so 
bweively in the attempt, that ho took it with very little 
damage on our side. As for the Moors, they could not 
. stand against the onset with which wo foil upon them ; 
many threw themselves down from the wall, others fled 
into the ' city, and those whq wero left were all put to the 
sword. There were taken in this towisr and bulwark tluriy- 
six cannon,* of the size of our came^oj?,® and others somewhat 
smaller. B. Garcia, with this victory,, kept himself sta- 
tioned tliere until Afonso Dalboquerque desired to set sail 
for the straits, bombu’rdiug the city and throwing down 
many houses in it. 

When D. Garcia had returned to the ships, Afoti^j Dal- > 
boqberqtto ordeyed all the masters of the ships to refit 


them with rigging and shrouds, and all other things lihat 
they had be^d of, aut of the ships of tho Moors which wero 
ftnd this captains and soldiers iir the 
vi merchandise which they carried,

CHAPTER VI. 

How tho great Afon^iO Balboquerque set out from the harbour of Adem 
with hig fleet, and made sail direct for the straits. 

When the groat Afonso Dalboqaerqne was now quite 
ready to set forth, and all the fleet supplied with every- 
thing necessary for the surenes-s of their voyage, he sent 
ftward, in advance of the vessels, a ship of Chaul, which 
Joao Gomez had captured in Qaeotord, having on board 
twenty Portuguese and a Jew for interpreter, giving them 
directions to take a pilot for him at the entrance of tho 
straits out of tho number of those who dwell there, for he 
was afraid that if they were to see our whole fleet they 
would flee away, and he would be left without a pilot 
The ship had no sooner ariived at an islniid which lies at 
the mouth of the straits than one of these pilots came up 
and hailed her, and came on board, askhjg if there was 
need, of a pilot. Then our people came out of their hiding 
as soon as they had the pilot on board, and laid hands 
upon him. These pilots are called Rubfles; they live at 
the entrance of the straits, in the island of which I htive 
already made mention . They conduct the navigation from 
Ahqt j'Hut inwards, and have, great experience of i all tfaa 
shallows and harbours of those parts; and the ships which 
are making for port inside the straits call at thai island for 
pilot, paying thirty cruzados for his aervicesns far Us Jfttdi.; 

V A» soon as this Chaul idiip had gone foi*ward, Af^^^ 
palboquerque ordered tho .wBcfla fleet to be towed out of f 
the harbour, and set sail direct- for .the straits, and 
days', time ^miohed Jhe mouth. And ? ib. ihty wore 
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Pprfcnguese who had overreached that point since the dis- 
covery of India, the great Afonso Dalboquerqne ordered 
that the ships shoo Id be drossed with their flags, and all 
the artillery fired, and great rejoicing made ; and they pro- 
ceeded to anchor in the eastern harbour which lies just 
inside the gate of the straits. When the fleet was an- 
chored, our men (who had gone forward in the Chanl ship) 
came back, bringing with them the pilot whom they had 
captured; and, although Afonso Dalboquerqne carried 
three whom he had taken in some ships from Zeila which 
had reached the harbour of Adem, he was very much 
pleased at the sight of this one, and gave him a very good 
reception. On the morning of the following day, an in- 
ward-bouiid Moorish ship hovo in sight, making for the 
passage, but as soon as she caught sight of our fleet, sho 
hauled down her sails and went and auchovod behind an 
island lying in the mouth of- the straits, which they call 
Miuni,! and as sho lay to windward of us, she was saved. 

Afonso Dalboquerquo, seeing that, the time was passings 
quickly, and that his groat need of water had put him into 
considerable difliculty, not knowing whore he could get it 
/ if the Moorish pilots had not said that they would be able 
to furnish it for him in Oamarilo, would not allow himself 
to bo detained any longer, and on tho next day set sail, 
shaping his course through the broad sea which is in tho 
middle of the straits. Keeping the coast of Arabia and of 
the Proste Jo3o always in sight, the Portuguese fl:?t drew 
along in front of an island which lies in the middle of this 
passage called Jebelzocor,® but could not put in thai/ day;

remained, he punished by cutting off their hands, ears, and 
noses, because they were subjects of the Xoquo of Adem; and 
ordered them to be put down on their own land; and in 
i^iko manner he served all those whom he tpok inside the 
straits, except those of Camarao, because he had detern 
mined to make^a treaty of peace with that land.

They told hitii not 
alarmed, booanso the reyolation whioh the tide mt^o 
waters, as the , bottom was so tockyj and pf 
together with the flow of the tide, were ^e panses of that ' 
vermilion colour, and it is principally at the ebb that the } 
waters run out of the straits more rapidly, for within the 
straits there would not bo any current of waters ; and when 
the winds are high, the water would run a Httl^ with the 
wind, especially when it blows from the west, for theix the 
waters run more strongly out of the straits, and the sea is 
even of a deeper vermilion colour. These reasons seemed 
good to Afonso Dalboqucrque, and ho was convinced that 
this waft the way to account for these things, and that the 
cause of this I'edness was the nature of the soil at the bottom of 
the sea. Troin the head of the straits, that is, from Sue:&> to 
the Levant Sea [of the Mediterranean], is a very short road { 
and, according to that which the Moors have recorded in thoir 
writings, when Alexander conquered this land, he formed 
an intention of uniting this sea to the Levant by using the 
Kiver’Niloj and the Moors, with whom Afonso Dalboquer- 
que conversed, told him that traces could yet be seen where 
this work had been commenced, which is a road of sandy 
desert, running from Cairo to Jerusalem, which the Moors 
call Kamila.^ 

Sotting out from the gates of the straits along the coast 
of Arabia as far as Camarilo,® all the laud is under the do- 
mination of the jXcque of Adem, and along the sea there is 
not a single town nor first-rate harbour ; there are only 
yillages and points of land jutting out into the sea, which 
shelter the ships that stand in and anchor there froin &e 
east and west winds : an^ from Camarap m far as jiiidA 
belongs to the Xerife of Jasem. JndA belonged to this’

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V pAfCiitti, but at the tithe that Afohso Dalboqaerqae 
Arrived there, it was subject to the Grand Sultan of Cairo, 
whb had placed there a factor with twenty Mamelukes to 
cdllpct the taxes upon the spiceries and all other sorts of 
ihercAandise which ri?ached the port. It was a small place, 
and the greater part of the houses were built of straw. But 
whed D. Francisco de Almeida overcame the Rumes,' Mi- 
Tocem camo to live at Juda, and encircled it with a wall and 
built towers on the land side for tear of' the Alarves who 
live there in those deserts as far as Mdoa (which would be 
about a day's journey), for they come down and rob the in- 
habitants of the land ; and on the side of t;io sea there 
was nothing to fear. This harbour of Jiid/i is girt with 
shar]>-pointed ridges of rock like little islands, and close to 
the land it has liiddon banks. Jt is sheltered from all 
winds. There are no provisions in the land ; tlioy procure 
all they roq^dro from Barbora and Zeila^ and Alaca® and 
Me^ua.** And in those days, when Afonso Dalboqnerquo 
stayed within the straits, the inhabitants snflerod great pri- 
vations, for the Moors did not dare to make the voyage. 

From Juda all the way to Otor there live many bands of 
Alarves. Otor is a city of Christians. From Acintura,® 
and so on as far as Sue/w, throughout the interior country 
they ai'e all Alarves who live in those deserts, nearly as far 
as Jerusalem, spreading themselves along the sides of the 
range of Mount Sinai, between the PorsiairGulf and the Red 
%a. Between Judd aud Otor, along the shore of the se:, 
there lies a harbour which is called Linmbo,^ and from that

Afoiiso Dalhoquerque had made upiiis mind to C^iriy out 
two imporUnt uhdortakitigs if death had uot preveaM^b^ 
(or, to speak more accurately, if the King D. Manttely 
liatewiiig to the counsel of bis enemies, had not ordored'hiipi' 
home jfrom India), The first was to pierce through' a v^J 
small range of hills- which runs along the side of the Eiv^ 
Nile in the land of the Proste Jofto, so as to divert its waters 
into another bed, and destroy the irrigation of the lands of 
Cairo, lb was for this object that , ho sent many times to 
beg the King D. Manuel to forward to him workmen frotn 
tho Island of Madeira, accustomed to cub the rocks, so as 
to make trenches, with which they used to water the sugar- 
canes in that island. This underbaking could be carried out 
very easily, for the Presbe JoHo was very desirous of accom- 
plishing it, hue had no means of carrying it out; and if 
this had been done (as I believe it could have been doue if 
Afonso Dalboquorque had lived), the land of Cairo would 
have been entirely destroyed. For, if the Alaryes who 
lived in the desert between Oan4^ and Coqaor* wore power- 
ful enough to break thrpugh tho bank, and diyort the 
rising of tho Jsile whenever they quarrolled with the Grand 
Sultan, as I shall describe further on, it is clear that it 
would have been far more e^sy for Afonso Dalboquerque to 
do so, with the aid of the Presto Jofto. r

Coejaer lies on the shore of tho Red Sea; it is 
a large city,® but depopulated, with old buildings of masomy, 
anal ruins, churcliea having marks of crosses on the walls, 
and ^ioficription in Creek letters, from which it appears that 
at soime time or other it was inhabited by Christians., On 
the roi^d from this city of Cof;aer, which is situated, as it 
were, jr>st at the top of the Rod Sea, a distance of three 
days" jon.rney^ through the interior to the Nile, lies a village,

ta the interior of this country, between Co(j‘aer and 
Canaa, there live many Alarves, hox’semen and foot soldiers, 
and; whop they wore at variance with tho Grand. Saltan, 
they used sometimes to cut the bank of the Nile when the 
waters were rising, and let out the waters along some ex- 
tensive valleys of their land, in order to be mvengod upon 
him. The Snltan, in order to prevent their doing so great 
an injury to Cairo, as it would be if he were deprived of the 
irrigation of certain high-lying lands, which were cultivated 
round about Cairo, laboured sometimes with tho lanco in 
his liand, and at other times with presents, to maintain 
their friendship, and draw them oyer to his side. 

At the top of all these straits lies Suez, which is a village 
built with straw houses, wlierein there used to live thirty 
Mamelukes, whom the Sultan maintained there to keep 
: watch upon the hulls of his galleys, bo that the Alarvos 
should not burn them, for they used to come down and 
attack the Mamelukes sometimes ; and also to keep these 
hulls well watered every day in the morning, ao that the 
joints should not open under the heat of the sun, which 
beats dovvu very fiercely there. This village of Suez shows, 
by its great buildings, now thrown down and in ruins, that 
in ancient times it liad a great population, and that it must 
fee the site of Si^o Gaber,^ of which the Bible makes mention.

On account of the neceasity which the fleet had fptf fti^h ,: 
watery great Afonao Dalhoquerque did not i?emam in 
that harbour beyond that night, and, having collected the 
provisions and horned the ships which ho took there, he set 
sail at daybreak, shaping his course for CatnarSoi and, 
when ho had made his way as far on as tho Teland of Jebel- 
«ocor, he told the pilots that it would ho well to stand in to 
shore, for it was getting late, and ilie fleet would not make 
the island until the night was far advanced, and even then 
he did not feel sure that all the ships could anchor iii the 
harbour. They replied that had no need to put in at 
any other harbour except the island to w’hich they were 
bound.

Afonso Dalboquerquo, however, insisted that,, notwith- 
standing this, they must point out a harbour to him, for the 
wind would drop during the night, and they could not reach 
tlio anchorage in such time that the fleet could get well : 
moored. The Rubslos then gave the word to stand in to the- 
shore, and proceeded to take up their quarters close to the '

At the sight of tliis 
accident, , which had bofallen tlio flag-ship, L(»po Vaz do 
Soin’'''’io, D. Ju?lo Dessa, Pero do Afmiseca, Simao Velho, 
a* x^'ernSio Gomez de Lemos, furled their sails and cast 
anchors, and came up at once in their boats. The other 
captains, -Who were out more to seaward, held on their 
course a good way off, for they wore more to leeward, and 
proceeded to take up a good position whore D. Garcia had 
berthed bis ship.

a large discharge was kept up), he worked very hard-on his 
part to save the ship;, aud all theFidalgoea and Cavaliers 
that sailed in her helped him, for on such occasions as this 
all the mariners are looking after their own treasures. The 
ship, however, proved to be water-tight, and without the 
least leak, for the strokes which she made ou the sand were 
but slight; and when everything had been set right again, 
they all sot sail^ and stood in for the anchorage where D. 
Garcia was already berthed. He, indeed, knew nothing of 
this accident, for he had gone on in advance. 

All that night the fleet rode at anchor in this harbour, 
and when morning was come, sot sail again and reached 
CamarSo ; and just as tho ships were standing close in to the 
harbour some shallops' were sighted; sailing out of thej, rt. 
As soon as they were caught sight of, Afonso Dalboquerque 
ordered D. Garcia to go in chase of them, thinking it was a 
ship from Dabul, which was keeping along in front of him. 
1). Garcia reached the shpllops, and found they were barques 
carrying persons from the i.sland to the mainland, who were . 
flying in fear of our fleet ; so ho made them strike their 
saifs, and took out of them certain Ifoors, both men and 
woraon, as well as a Principal Xeque, who had hidden him- 
self for fear of the King of Adorn. The whole fleet, then, 
stood in under sail, and anchored in the harbour, 'Vhere wb 
found a ship belonging to tho'^Gi^nd Spltan, andvimptherte 
the ‘merchant, without crews~for they had all fl^r-and tw^:| 
abijjf drawn up on^ tho beach. The uexj^^day 
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eiisferiy and the Mresfe winds began 

to bjbVf, wherehpou Afonso Dalbbquerque became very 
atornaed, for ho saw that it was no longer in his power

As soon as JoSo Lad started, Afonso BalboqnerQuo d^r 
mined to proceed to Zibit,‘ which is a chief dly where idlisV

who we^ wrecked in a brigantine which aceempahied 
Duarte de Leinos* when he wont as chief captain of a 
fleet on the Cape of Gnardafnm (whereof Gregorio da Quadw 
was captain, as I shall relate hereafter so as not now to 
interrupt the thread of my history), aud in order the better 
to wcomphsh this bnhiness he sent also a Moor, who had 
been taken out of the Grand Sultan’s ship, with his wife and 
children, a merchant, who had been formerly a captive, and 
fe^ve him a letter for the Xeque of Adem and another for ' 
the captives who wore there, promising at the same time 
hat on the restoration of the captives he would give him 
Li 8 Wife and children again and set him at liberty 
The Moor replied, that if only he would put him on shore

reach^ Zibit. where the Xeque lived-seven days' journeys 
Adem-ho delivered the letters which he carried, and 
the Xeque received them ; but on the following day the 
Xeque sent back the Moor without delay to the harbour 
wherein the vessel which, had brought him was lying ' 
escorted by certain men in charge of him, and the„ h^ 
deoWed to our people, without saying a word about the 
^ptives, that if Monso DaUxxjnerque chose to restore to '

Sim wootd not allow Sun fcp speak any ISrther, although 
the/showed him a place whore ho could send off some fresh 
aterea from the land, end from that place they returned i-o 
the Xeqne^ without any further intercourse. 

Three days after the vessel hai returned with this reply, 
Joap Gomez arrived, and recounted to Afonso Dnlboquerque 
how he, had reached, the Island of Balaca,'^ and auchored 
outside the shallows which (moi:*cle the harbour, and gone in • 
his skiff to shore; and that the Xeque of the island had 
sent word to him by two moulted Moors asking what it 
was that he wished ; and he hid replied that ho came 
thither in obedience to the orders ff the (kpiain-Geneml of 
India, who was anchored off Camarao with a great fleet, 
seeking to know if they would puichase any merohaiidis'’ 
in oxclmngo for seed-pearl ;* and the Xeque. had sent in answesr 
to say that there were no merchants hi his land, bnt only 
men-at-arms; and on receipt of thi^ reply he did not oai’o 
to hold any more converse with the Moors, but withdrew 
and sailed all round the island, which lies m sight of the 
land of the Preste Joao-jnst as do tho fields along the 
batiks of tho river Tagus opposite Lisbon ^but ho had not 
crossed over to it, for he carried no definite orders om- 
, powering liim to-do so; and ho had met with a shallop in 
tho sea, fishing for seed-pearl, but when be got up close to 
her, she took to the shallows and sandbanks close by, 
''vf^ither the could not follow her, and so got away. 

Afpa^lo Dalboqnerque was somewhat cheered up at this 
-^newa, for when the weather should turn out favourable for 
the navigation, he was determined to sail away to tHo land ot 
the ProBte Joao with all his fleet. A id being thus minded, 
there came a man-at-arms to nim, who said, if his lordship 
: desired to send to the King Dom Manuel an account of

Seoiug *bat he.ran no risk in . thi^ matter^, 
and that it would be; a great .happiness! for the King Ifetov i 
Manuel to kao^Y how the Portogueso were faring i n the ;■ 
straits, Afonso Palboquorq.io accepted this man^s voluntary : ; 
offer, and, ordered that he should be supplied with money . 
for the journey, ielliiig Vitn how to conduct himself, and 
then gave orders that he should be sot upon the main-land 
in front of Coniarao wirt iron fetters oh his feet, ho that ft, ' 
should seen that ho vas a fugitive from the tleot. 

This man roacheci Portugal in duo course, and the king 
was very much please i with the news which he brought, 
and made use of him to carry back the reply. On that 
very night in which he sot forth, while the heavens were 
quite clear, there camo down from the Side otHhe Pw^^^ 
Jo0.o’s land a ray of very broad and very long, which . 
‘spreading itself along the sky fell down at last in the 
direction of J*ud4 and M^cai“causing great dismay through- 
out tho fleet. The Xeque, also, and all the Moors who wiore ' 
captive there became terrified, for they regard it. a prophecy 
that the Presto eToao shall give his horses proveadui' wffcV 
the temple of M^ca. ^ This Xeque ^allowed Afonio^ '

floW Gregorio da Quadra and the uthcra, biw comi>anion8, who were 
captive in the power of the King of Adem, escaped from their cap- 
tivity ; and what he went through viutil his arrival at this hingdom 
of Portugal. 

Inasmuch as I have just declared that I would give some 
account of the Portuguese captives in the power ot tlio 
Xequo of Adern, who would not take any ransom for thorn, 
and would relate how they esc.aped out of the captivity in 
which they lay, I thought it lU that I should first of all narrate 
how they were wrecked. It was in this way. At tho time 
when Duarto do Lernos, chief captain, was lying at anchor 
with his fleet off tho coast of Melinde, a groat darkness nnd 
storm fell on them one night, and one of his brigantines 
was driven from her moonngs, but no one knew whether 
the cables snapped accidentally or whether they were cut by 
design. ^Pho captuiii of this vessel was Gregorio da Quadra, 
an honourable man, servant of the king D. Manuel. The 
great current c»f wator,^ which at that time was running 
direct towards tho entrance of the straits, brought tho ship 
down with it, and whoa morning broke the crow found 
themselves opposite Adein. 

When tho natives of tho land saw tho brigantine, and 
perceived that there were Christians on board, they fitted 
out two fudas and took her, and all those who wore on 
boat'd, and carried these men forthwith before the King of 
Adem, who dwelt in tho city of Zebit,^ tho capital city of 
. his kingdom. As tiic king was an ill-conditioned fellow, 
and accustomed to treat his captives with cruelty, he gave 
orders that they should be thrust into a dry cistern, where 
he kept many other captives of different nations. They had

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already been eight years in captivity, dnd all were dead, 
except five when Afonso Dalboquerqae was at anchor off 
Adem. Gregorio da Quadra, being a sensible man, lost no 
time in learning iho Arabic tongue, and could speak the 
language very well, so ranch so that the peoj>lo could not 
believe that ho was not a Moor. And he became a tailor, 
and thcro in the (jistcrn he used to make cans ; and at 
length he became so clever in the fashioning of them, that 
the Ivloors used to bring him dates and raisins, wherewith 
all tlio captives were supported, for the ciiatoni in that land 
is to wear theso caps. 

A few days after Afonso Dalboquorque had returned out 
of the straits, making’ his voyage to India, one of the prin- 
cipal Moors of the city of Zebit rose up in rebellion against 
this king who held these men in captivity, claitning tliat 
the kingdom belonged to biro, and came down against the 
king, and routed his forces and took from him the city of 
Zebit, setting free the captives in the cistern, and giving 
thorn their liberty to go wherever they pleased. And as ho 
had vowed, should Mahomet give him the victory, to make 
a pilgrimage to his shrine, after all the affairs of the king- 
dom were set in order again, ho made ready to sot out in 
fulfilment of this pilgrimage. Gregorio da Quadra, being 
determined to go to M^ca and wait there for the caravan 
which comes from Damascus every year, intending to pro- 
ceed from that city to Batjora,^ and from Ba^ora to Ormuz, ^ 
besought the now king to take him in his company, and he, 
looking upon him as a saint, avhs delighted with the idea 
of his desiring to be of his company, and gave him a camel 
to ride on, and paid all his travelling expenses. 

As soon as they arnved^ at Medina, where Mahomet lies 
buried in a sepulchre in the midst of the temple, ear- 
rounded with iron gratings, the king and all l^ose who 
accompanied hii^i began to march around it, reciting their 
prayeh. But Gregorio da Quadra, who was with them> 

* JJasta, or Basaorah, at the head of the Per^an Gult 
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remembering the Faith of Jesus Christ, in which he had 
been brought up, and finding himself in that position, 
shedding many tears, cried out, '' Prophet of Satan, if thou 
art that one whom these dogs adore, manifest to them that 
I am a Christian, for I hope, by our Lord’s mercy, that 1 
shall yet behold this, thy house of abomination, become a 
church for His praise, like as is that of our Lady of Con- 
ception at Lisbon.*^ And ho uttered these words with so 
many tears, that the Cacizes^ wlio were standing by, as- 
tounded at his sanctity, bogged him very earrioslly to take 
up his abode with them for some days. 

Now, as the Damascus caravan had set out just two days 
before this party arrived at M<5ca, Gregorio da Quadra de- 
cided to cross the desert and try and overtake it, and if ho 
failed to do so, then to trust to tlie mercy of our Lord to 
direct him towards the straits of Ormuz. So he told the 
king that he was desirous of going to pay a visit to the 
Temple of Mahoiuot/s grandchildren who ai’o bui'ied in 
Pereia, and theredbre he w’ould beg royal peiinission for this 
journey, ’J'he king, who was pleased to have him in his 
company, took this very much to heart, and said to him : 
^'Whither dost thou desire to go? There is nothing there 
but desert; and even the bird? of that country cannot hold 
any communication with the birds of this hind.*' Neverthe- 
less, Gregorio da Quadra took leave of the king, and sot 
out upon liis journey, not knowing where ho was going, 
travelling for many days along those deserts, with not a 
blade of grass in them, only heaps of loose sand ; and when 
he had consumed the slight store of provision which ho had 
taken with him,* he used to eat locusts and other winged 
creatures. As he carried no clothing upon himself, except 
only a piece of common cloth to hide his nakedness, arid 
the sun was fierce, he became blistered in such a dreadful 
manner that long stripes burst open all doiyn his body, and

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he beenrae so raw that he could not lie down to eleepy but : ; 
used to roake a pit with his hands in the sand, of consider^ ' 
able depth, aud then getting into the middle of it ho slept 
standing. When he felt himself at length thoroughly 
weakened, and all his energy gone, so weak, in fact, that he 
could walk no further, he crawled to the foot of a hill of 
sand aud fell npoii his knees, and, casting his eyes up to the 
heavens, besought the mercy of God, saying : Lord, seeing 
that I am Thy creature, redeemed with Thy precious blood, 
and that Thou hast permitted me to escape from the cap- 
tivity ill which I lay, have mercy npon me, and bo not 
willing that I should come thus miserably to my end here 
in these deserts.” Then ho began to confess his sins to 
God, begging Him to bear his soul in remembrance, having 
quite made up his mii'd to bring his journeyiiigs to a close 
at that spot. But while ho was uttering these words, aud 
many others of the same kind, he was lifted up off the 
ground, and borne up on to the top of tlio sand lull, wlicre 
those who boro him loft him without his seeing who they 
were ; and, remaining in this state, he looked down and 
boluild a cjimel, and going a little further he caught sight 
of a Moor; then, making his way towards him, he came up 
with the caravan, wliicli had halted at that spot to take in 
water, for this spot happened to be one of the watering 
places of the route. 

The Moors of the caravan were astounded when they 
saw, as they tho«ght, men in those deserts, and decided 
that ho must be a saint; they took him in among them, ■ 
and healed the raw places with which he was afflicted, his 
body being entirely covered with open sores; then they 
gave him a garment to cover him, and inquired of him 
whence ho came, and how he had come to be in that place. 
Gregorio da Quadra replied with a narrative of all that ho: . 
had gone through, showing how he was engaged on a pil-f: ,, 
grimftge to the sacred bodies buried in Persia. So when - 
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tbe caFaran party had accotupliabed their taking>inof water, 
they set forth again on the journey, and reached Baby- 
l6nia>^ and there they parted company with him, and made 
their way to Damascus. Gregorio da Quadra, however, 
reached Ba^ora, and embarked in a lerra(I<i - (or small Indian 
man-of-war), which was bound to Ormuz, in company with 
other. Moors ; and when ho arrived at the gate of our 
fortress, ho asked what day it was. Ho was told that it 
was Thursday iu Passion week.- Then he threw himself 
down on the ground, and shedding many tears, gave thanks 
to onr Lord who had brought him safely to the land of 
Christians on that day. D. Garcia do Coutinbo, captain of 
the fortress, when ho saw him, was very much astonished, 
and inquired of him the way ho had taken. Thereupon, 
Gregorio da Quadra recounted all that had taken place with 
him ; and that before Afonso Dalboquorquo had arrived off 
Adem with his fleet, ho had tried to escape with four com- 
panion s-t-for all the others were dead by that time — iu a 
shallop ; but when they got out to soa they were retaken, 
and something was givim them to eat which intoxicated 
Ihem ; and while they were insensible for three days, the 
sign of the Moor had been wu-ouglit upon them and at tho 
time of Afonso Dalboquorque’s departure they were at 
Zibit, and he knew nothing more of what had happened to 
thorn. D. Garcia treated him with great kindness, and 
embarked him for India with all necessaries for tho voyage; 
and when he arrived at length at this kingdom of Portugal, 
he became a FranciscaTi friar in the Capuchin Order, and so 
ended his days with holiness.

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CHAPTEK XL “ 

How the great Afonso Dallioqueniue set sail out of the harbour of 
Caniarao for India, and what took place on the yoyagc. 

The great Afonso Dalboquerque, having carefully gathered 
together all the information he could obtain concerning the 
affairs of the straita^ and being now very desirous of per- 
forming his voyage to India, commanded the captains to 
get themselves ready, and on the fifteenth day of the month 
of July, in the year [one thousand] five hundred and thirteen, 
warped his ships out of Oamarao harbour, and without 
touching land anywhere, steered his course direct to the 
gates of the straits ; and having passed through, proceeded 
to cast" anchor with all the lleet behind the island,^ which 
lies athwart the mouth of the straits, as I have already 
shown, And, in order that he might leave nothing unex- 
plored in this voyage, ho desired jd80|'' to find out what 
islands those were, and what harbours there wore in them. 
One day, therefore^ before sunnso, he got into his boat with 
Domingo Fernandoi?, the pilot, and D. Garcia do Noronha, 
Lopo Vaz de Sampayo, and D. Joao de Lima in theirs, and 
all together in a party made their way to a harbour which 
the island possesses, looking towards the land of the Presto 
Jo 2 o, that makes a large bay,® eating away, as it were, part 
of the island, and making within itself three smaller bays

^ Pt'riin Harbour, on the south-west of the Island of that name, is small, 
and divided into two branches, each about eight or nine caljles long. 
' The entrance is four cables and a half broad, and has a depth of ton or 
twelve fathoms, extending to within half a cable's length of each side ; 
the north-east arm is considerably obstructed by shoals ; the north-west 
one is better to anchor in as it is clearer. Anchorage may be obtained

This harbour has an inside depth of from six to twelve 
fathoms, and would contain two hundred of our ships. It 
is sheltered from the winds on all sides. 

When Afonso Dalbotiuerqno found himself within the 
harbour^ ho disembarke<l with all his captains and explored 
a groat part of the island, whicli ho found covered with 
loose stones, largo and small, with not a single tree, nor a 
green blade of grass in it. In a sandy valley, which lies 
on the Ked Sea side, they found a very iinciont cistoru, 
built after the iiianuer of a tank, without a covering, clioked’ 
up and without any water, and a pond jdso choked up with 
earth, but they could only see the ruouth of it. This island 
has a lofty knoll opposite the entrance of the straits, and 
upon it Afonso ilalboqucrque ordered that a cyohh should 
be sot, largo and very tall, formed out of a ma»t, ami he in- 
scribed upon it the name Ilha da Yera Cudz, -‘.c., hland of 
the True (Jross, in )*emembrance of the sign which ho had 
seen when he was iu the straits. When lie had made an 
end of seeing everything on the island, ho withdrew to tini 
boats, and so returned to the ships ; and on the following 
morning di.spatched Ruy Galvflo in his ship, and Joiio 
Gome/i in the caravela, to proceed to Zeila, and endeavour 
to open couirauiiicatiou with the Moors of the land, and 
obseiTo the nature of the place, and of its people and its 
trade ; but if they found hny ships in the liarbour, and the 
Moors would not treat their overtuvos with respect, then 
they were to set the ships on fire, and return to Adern iiiid 
look out for the fleet, for he would lie off and wait there for 
their return. 

As soon as Afonso Dalboquerque had despatched these 
off, ho set sail, and prcKccded to cast anchor in front of the 
city, where wore found a large mimber of great ships ; the 
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island of Cira having been fofiifted with a Vhll niiahj^ 

iitore towers upon it than there used to be. But, in order 
that the Moors should understand the foolishness of their 
idea that these preparations added at all to the greater 
security of their position, without any delay he placed 
D, Garcia do Noronha, his nephew, in charge of a large 
party to attack the island, and told the constable to train 
two camelos^ in two of the principal ships which lay closest 
to the walls of the island, and from that position to fire, 
and do as much injury as could be done to those of the 
enemy who wore Inside. D. Garcia led off his company of 
men, and assaulted the bulwarks, bearing himself so bravely 
against the Moors who defended them, that in a very short 
space of time he overcame them, and took possession of the 
island. As soon as ho was established within it he ordered* 
his men to set up a cawelo on the principal tower, and 
from that point began to fire upon the city, throwing down 
a great part of the houses. Now, because a catapult, which 
the Moors had set upon the top of the mountain range, was 
doing considerable harm to oar men who wore stationed in 
tlie tower, D, Garcia gave JoaoLuiz, artilleryman in charg(3 
of the camelOf orders to fire as fast as he could at the 
Moorish catapult, and destroy it, if possible. Ju<io Luiz, 
angry that one of bis gunners had been killed by the 
enemy, opened fire upon the catapult, and got so good a 
range, that at the second shot he broke it down, and the 
Moor.s, to shelter themselves from his fire, built up a high 
wall of stone and mortar. The merchant strangers, who 
had ships in the port, perceived the destruction of the 
houses which was going on within the city, and fearing that 
Afonso Dalboquerqne would give orders that tbeir ships 
too should be set on fire, sent word to him, that they would 
ransom . them at whatever price , set upon them j 

-but bis answer was that he any yrip© ibt 
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them, except ouly the liberation of tho captive Christians 
in power of the Xe(|ue of Adem, and if this wore not com- 
plied* with he would not save a single ship that shoold not 
be burned. 

As these merchants never came back with any further 
offers, Afonso Dalboqnerque determined to fulfil his threat 
that how^'uld set fire to tliom, so ho gave an account of 
what ho had said to the captaitis ; but because the setting 
fire to them could not be carried into execution without 
some danger to one men, the captains were all of opinion 
that it ought not to bo attempted, and that it was not 
worth while to jeopardise tho life of a single man in a mutter 
of BO little importance, for tho Moors were possessed of a 
great store of artillery, trained upon these ships in order to 
protect them, and that business could not bo carried out so 
easily, but that it would bo like to cost us dearly. When 
Afonso llalboquerquo noticed nil these excuses made by 
btvlf-hearted men, ho deiermined to execute th‘3 business 
by the sailors alone — whom he indeed always spoke of as 
‘^my cavaliers.” 8o he ordered Peniao Afonso, muster of 
his ship, and Domingo Feruandex tho pilot, to prepare in 
readiuess for him a hundred men, for with their aid he in- 
tended to perform this undertaking and thereby to put to 
shame all tlm captains, fidolgoes, and ('avaiicrs of thfi fleet. 
So when all were in readiness, this party embarked in the 
boats, and Afonso Dalboquorque got into his skiff, intend- 
ing to encourage them with tho trumpeters, ft was on a 
Friday at midnight, when the Moors were not; on the -watch, 
they ran the boats on shore, and running for a oonsidernblo 
distance along the water side, fell upon thirty Moors wdio 
keeping guard over the ships and killed the greater 
number of thorn, and set the ships on fire. But as they 
were all sodden w ith water, only three wei'o destroyed. When 
this was done, the party returned to tho boats, and made 
their way to the ships, highly pleased with their adventure, 
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without any misfortune happening to any one of tliein» 
And when all had roturried with this unlooked-for victory, 
the captains and men-at-anns became so ashamed that^tbey 
begged Afonso Dalboqnerquo to give them permission 
to go and burn tlio ships which remained, but ho would not, 
allow them to do so because the Moors were now on the: 
watch for them. ■ ■ ^ 

That very morning Huy Goncalvoz and Joi\o Gomez 
returned, bringing word how they had reached Zeila, and ' 
explored tho enti’ance of the harbour, yet when they desii’ed 
to open communication with the people of the land, they 
could get no reply; but some of the mounted men began to 
skirmish, endeavouring to draw them on, and when they 
perceived this they would not be provoked, and avoided any 
contlict; nevertheless they burnt iwcnty of the native ships, 
which lay in the harbour, of great size. It was there that 
the Abyssinian lied off from shore, with Ruy Galvao (us T 
have already related),' and Afonso Dalboquerque sent him 
to tho kiug D.. Manuel to carry information conceiniing 
tlj<»so part3, for he was a man of considerable ability and 
<.‘ou!(l give a very good account of these things, because he 
had been always attached to the Factor of the Grand Sultau. 


CHAPTER XU. 

lluw' the great Afonso Dalboquei^que set sail from the harbour of Adem 
for India ; and of wbat passed in tho way until bis arrival at the 
' city of Goa. 

'"Wlieu all these matters had been brought to an end, tho 
great Afomso Dalboquerqne gave orders to his captains to 
weigh anchor ; and thus he set sail away from tho harbour 
of Adem, on the fourth day of the month of August; and 
with all ills fleet hove in sight of Gape Guardafum, and

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from that headland tacked over to the other side, and bore 
up opposite Diolocindi,^ and from this point ran along in 
sight of the coast, and so at length arrived at Diu, where 
Miliqueaz‘^ received them very kindly, and ofterod th^m 
many presents, which he gave to all the captajjis. Afonso 
Dalboquerqiie remained in this, port for si ^ days, and took 
the, opportunity of repairing tho ships^ boats, which had 
become very much dilapidated from constant service. At 
his arrival, Miliquoaz came down at once to pay hitn a visit 
on board ship, and they both conversed on matters of no 
importance. 

Afonso Dalboquerque told him that he wislied to leave in 
tho port a shlpladoii with mercliandise for sale, and bogged 
him earnestly to order that the Portuguese factor and 
officers who remained with it should bo well treated. 
Miliquoaz, who vvas not very well prepared with excuses, 
replied with ample offers, and Afonso Dalboquerque paid 
him in the siiino coin, and then took liis leave with many 
marks of friendship. And when the Portuguese ships had 
taken in tlioir store of water, he set sail, leaving behind the 
ship Enxohrcija^ with all the merchandise which she carried, 
appointing to the duty of factor for this business FerniXo 
Martinz Evangelho, and Jorge Correa for his scrivener. 
When the fleet had got out to sea, Afonso Dalboquerque 
sent forward Huy Galvao to proceed to Goa in his ship, 
and apprise tho captain of tho city of the coming of the 
whole of the fleet; and Jeronyrno de Sousa to go on to 
Cauanor and Cochini to do the same ; and he himself, with 
all the other vessels, made his way to Chaul, where ho found

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that Tristao had reached that port two days hefpte; 
and an ambassador of the King of Cambay in company 
with him. Tristao Di%a recounted that he had been very 
wei! received by the king, and gave hiin a letter for Mile* 
copi, one of the principal Moors of that kingdom; mani- 
festing a deairb to servo the Xing of Portugal; for when 
he arrived at Cambay (he said), he found that tlie^ king had 
gone to the furthest limit of the kingdom of Mandao,* with 
a large array of men, horses, and artillery against the king ; 
and, therefore, ho awaited the king’s return at Champanel,* 
and there gave him the two letters sent with him, but the 
king had answered coldly with respect to tlio matter of Diu, 
and it seemed that ho would not grant the request con- 
cerning it, for, after conversation held between them in 
this business, the king had offered certain other islands 
along the coast wherein we might build a fortress and make 
a settlement, but he would not accept thorn on the part of 
the l*ortugoese, because he held no orders from Afonso 
Dalbo(pieiquo to do so. He had, however, learueti from 
Milecopi that Miliqueaz was at the bottom of all this, being 
annoyed at finding hirneolf kept out of Pin, and as for the 
business of the Rumes, the king would not allow them to 
miter his territory again. ^ 

After Tristao Dega had given an account of all those 
matters to Afonso Dalboquerque, the ambassador for the 
King of Cambay came to pay him a visit, and delivered his 
credentials, declaring at the same time that the King of 
Cambay sent word asking earnestly for his favourable con- 
sent that he would give permission to him to send a trading 
company of Guzarates'^ to Malaca, and also a safe-conduct

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for the Oambayan ships to navigate towards those parts ; 
and complaining that the Portuguese had captured the ship 
Men^ which belonged to him/ but now he desired earnestly 
that Afonso Dalboquerque would give ordfers for its restitu- 
tion, because it had been captured from him while ho was 
at peace with the King of Portugal. 

Afonso . Dalboquerque replied that the king, his lord, was 
very desirous of peace and friendship with thrj !King of 
Cambay, and of trading in bis territory, and for this reason 
he (Afonso) had never made war upon him, nor burned his 
villages, nor bombarded his fortresses ; but if l]i.s ships or 
his men had received any hurt at the hands of the Portu- 
guese, it must be on account of his having always taken tlio 
•part of the kings and lords with whom the King of Por- 
tugal, his lord, was at war, principally the King of Malaca 
and the King of Ormuz, to whom lie had supplied many 
ships laden w'ith artns and filled with men; but he (Afonso) 
had always pretended to bo unaware of it, so as not to 
break off relations with him. And to Milocopi, Afonso 
Djilboquerqne wrote many thanks for the care he had taken 
in the affairs of the king, his lord, leading him to indulge in 
hope of a groat row'ard for his services, and that as for tho 
ship Men, wliich the king begged to bo restored, bo had 
caused her to be refitted at Cochim, and would return it to 
him through his ambassador. The ambassador thereupon 
wrote to the king an accomiti of all that had taken place 
lyith Afonso Dalboquerque, sending the letter by one of his 
^ servants, and that he himself would accompany the Portu- 
guese, in order to convey the ship back ; and thus it hap- 
pened that when he reached Goa he set sail in her for 
Cambay. 

Now, inasmuch as Afonso Dalboquerque had received 
information that the ships for Calicut, which liad set out 
that year as usual for the straits [of the Red Sea], being

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very late in their departure, had bfeeii struck by a storm, 
which compelled them all to run for shelter into the port of 
Cambay, as far down as the Mount of Deli, ^ and one of 
them had even entered in at Daiida, in the territory of 
Chaul: as soon as ho entered the harbour, he sent word to 
those on land to surrender the ship to him, for it belonged 
to the Moceris of Cairo, the enemies of the king, his lord, 
find the Governor of Ohaiil accordingly ordered , that it 
slmuld be ini mediately delivered to him. The ship proved 
to hold about three thousand quinlah of popper and ginger. 
Thou Afonso Dalboqnerque set sail again and stood off 
Dabul,^ where he sent word to the governors to deliver up 
to him two other ships which were lying in the harbour. 
But as they began to make excuses, and Afonso Diilbo- 
querqne could not delay his voyage, ho left Lopo Vaz de 
Sampayo to keep guai’d over them with three ships, giving 
him orders to blockade the port, and prevent any commerce 
from going on in it until tho fdiips were delivered up to 
him. In a few days after Afonso Dalboqnerque bad sailed 
away, the ships wore surrendered with all their cargo of 
spices. 

And because, also, Afonso Dalboquerque had received in- 
formation that yet another ship of Calicut was in the har- 
bour of J^atical^i,’^ he sent Antonio Kaposo in n galliot to 
make his way to that place, and if he should find tho 
governors of the land would not surrender it, then ho was 
to stop the navigation of the place; and FornUo Gomez do 
Lemos, in another to proceed to Mangalor, where, ac- 
cording , to information received, he knew that there were 
twb more ships, and to do tho same. By means of this 
diligent search, Afonso Dalboqnorque obtained possession 
of every one of the ships which had set out from Calicut 
for the straits that year, and this caused a great loss to the

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native raerohants. And having thus dispatched tliese oap- 
tains» he himself set sail and proceeded to Goa, where 
everybody received him with great joy ; and there ho found 
a present which one of the Ambassadors of the Xeque 
Ismael, one of the Court of the Ilidalcilo, had sent him by a 
servant, who had started from Ooa with the intention cf ro- 
tnrrgng to see him on his homeward voyage from the Rod 
Sea, before setting out for Persia. 


CHAPTKR Xlir. 

IJow Frfuici^soo Mogiioira gave an acciount lo the great Afonso DalbO' 
quorque of all that had taken with the tj'ainorim res}jeeti;ng 
the eroctiou of the fortress ; and of the council which he hel<l with 
the captain relating to this, and of what was decided upon. 

The groat Afonso Dalboquerquo having at length rcuiched 
Goa was received by the captain and {)00|)lo of the city with 
joyful demonstration. Afterwards, Francisco Nogiieira, 
whom he had left, at the time of lii.s sailing away, with in- 
structions to build tho fortress of Calicut (as I have already 
shown), gave him an account of how, on anival at Calicut, 
he had delivered his letters to the ^araorim ; but in discus- 
sions with that potentate on certahi occasions, respecting 
the building of the fortress, he had found him always un- 
willing to entertain the idea, making the excuse that he 
could not prevail upon tho Moors of tho land to consent to 
the building of it in the position which was asked for, but 
ho would give him Challe for its site ; ho would not, hovV- 
ever, accept this site, and, even if a site had boon conceded 
to him in Calicut, it would ha^e been impossible to build a 
fortress in it, unless ho himself (Afonso) had been there in 
person, on account of the conduct of the captains and king’s 
olEoers, who, although they had received orders to assi.st 
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Jiim with all tlioir power and aid in carrying out the work, 
yet had secretly worked against the undertaking with the : 
desire of gratifying the Kings of Canauor and Cochim, ■ 

Afonso Dalhoquerquo, who was determined to plant his 
foot firmly in Calicut, was liighly incensed at the duplicity 
of the (,)amorirn, and at finding him, as it were, entering 
into a now lino of policy; and so, desiring to come j;o a 
final dotermination of what should be carried out, he ordered 
that the captains and king’s officers should be summoned, 
and then and there recounted to them oirerything that 
Francisco Noguoira had transacted with the (]!araorim, and 
how, in tho ships which had coino that year from Portugal, 
tho king had written to him to say tliat, in rospoct of the 
affairs of Calicut, he must so boar Iiimsclf, that the King of 
Cochiiii should have no cause of complaint ; and that tho 
reason of the king’s writing in this manner to him must bo 
owing to certain baseless statements which tho officers of 
Cananor and of Cochirn had sont to Portugal concerning 
tliat matter, while it was all the time really owing to them 
that the affiiir was in a critical state, from their seeking to 
gratify tlio kings of those place?, who were greatly cast 
down at thought of tliis settlcraont, which the king D. 
Manuol desired to establish in Calicut; for His Highness 
was, indeed, under an obligation to tho King of Cochira to 
maintain him in his estate, and pay him tho appointed price 
for the purchases of pepper, but not to maintain his customs 
and paganisms, nor to make war on Calicut whenever that 
king wished him to do so. 

After listening to these arguments, which Afonso Dalbo- 
qherquo put before them, everyone carefully discussed the 
matter. D. Garcia aud tho captains, on the one hand, de- 
clared tboir opinion that a ffirtress ought to be erected in 
Calient, provided that the king would asaeut to it by way 
of frieiidship and mutual arrangement, for, in a city of such' 
a great, size as Calicut was, and one which could be 86 
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rapidly reinforced, a fortress could never be built by force 
unless it were at the cost of much blood. The kinj^’s 
officers^ on the other hand, held a different opinion, and 
maintained that it was not to the interest of his service that 
a fortress should be built at Calicut, because it could not be 
sustained without heavy expense, which Afonso Dalboquer- 
que ought to avoid as long as possible (for it was economy 
timt the king desired him more than all to practise), but it 
would be quite siifficjient to prevent and destroy the naviga- 
tion of the Calicut ships if it were decided to cruise off the 
coast with a fleet, and so intercept the trade; and so they 
went on, with other reasons, all based upon the abandoning 
of the intention of building a fortress. 

After D. Garcia and the other captains had given their 
opinions in this business, Afonso Dalboquerque, perceiving 
how the excuses, that the king’s officers wore alleging 
against the erection of a fortress in Calicut, were evidently 
preconcerted with the wishes of the Kings of Cananov and 
Oochim, declared that ho would never think of carrying on 
a dilatory warfare with the 9araorim,biil would determinedly 
eut(?r into it in such a manner that he \voiild be able to 
completely accomplish it, for any other policy would simply 
result in keeping the Indian fleet always occupied in block- 
ading Calicut, witliout being free to undortako any otlior 
enterprises; but for the fleet to gain any real advantage, it 
was very necessary to keep peace and friendship with the 
Kings of Calicut and Cochim, and endeavour the utmost 
that they should remain friends, and con tin no to be so, for 
in these two ports they w^ould always tincl the spices packed 
in the way that they liked best for lading the ships home- 
ward-bound t-o Portugal ; and this friendship could neither 
be lasting nor secure, especially with the (^amorirn, unless 
the king, our lord, had a fortress in Calicut ; for, apart from 
the fact that by its building they would gain great prestige 
with the Moors, on account of the exierisive rc-puto which

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tins war with na had acquired among thorn, we ahould drive 
away out of (ho land the Moorish agents from Cairo, for 
they are really the cauao of all these trouble^; atfd wo 
should once for all remove the continual bickerings with the 
^amori ID, which are of no use except only to redound to the 
credit of the Moors, and to cause infinite trouble to the 
Governors of India. And if those persons, he said, who 
wnte to the king, our lord, to the effect that it is nob'bene- 
ficijil to his service to build this fortress, would only take 
the trouble to march through the sea with tlieir weapons on 
thoir backs, bombarding the Moorish ships which sail away 
laden with pepper to Mdca, ns we have done, they would be 
delighi/od enough that we should not have these bickerings. 
And, he continued, although Lourenc;,o Moreno and Antonio 
Real had written to the King Cf Portugal that the building 
of this fortress would greatly increase the expenses of Por- 
tugal in ludiii, yet the sums obtained for tho safe-conducts 
of native ships bound to Calicut for their cargoes would 
amount io quite as great a sum, if they wore closely looked 
after, so that half this source of revenue would be sufficient 
to pay tho (‘Xponses of the officers and men who would have 
tio be stationed there. ^'Much more,^^ said he, 'Mo I trust 
in our Lv^rd that when wo go to Calicut we shall settle this 
matter in such wise that, on account of the competition of 
these two Princes, the merchants of Cochim will come to 
give pepper in exchange for merchandise, and thus a great 
service to the king will be brought about/^ 

And to these arguments, which Afonso Dalboquerque 
advanced, there was not one among his hearers who had 
,auy reply to make, for, in a matter so clearly stated, nothing 
more remained to be said. And, in order no longer to delay 
putting into practice the ‘inat^ars already finally decided 
upon, Afonso Dnlboqnerque forthwith ordered a fleet to be 
made ready, so that he might go in person and conduct this . 
business. Ho wrote, also, to the king) sending his letter by 
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the ships of burden which that year reached Portugal, re- 
lating all that had taken place, and pointing out the doter- 
mination at which they had arrived. The king replied that 
he had considered the arguments advanced in favour of 
building a fortress in Calicut, and not carrying on that de- 
sultory warfare (which he had often written that he ought 
to do), and that he now approved of this intention, and that 
must be done which seemed best for the service ; for, as he 
bad a very good experience of what liad been already per- 
formed, this would of itself be good reason to look upon the 
counsel now oftered as more valuable than that of any one 
else, even if he (the king) had been in India, and much 
more so as he w’as far away from that country, although tlie 
reports he had received enabled him to form a very g<Jod 
idea of the position in which the matter stood. 


CHAPTER XIV. 

Mow the j;rea.1. Afonso J>allxK]uerqnc set will for Cocrhiui, and sent D, 
(rarcia do Noronha to Calicut to sottJe the terms of peace; and 
what passed with the King of Coclum on this matter. 

Now tJjat all the captains had docidod that a fortress 
must be bu^lt in Calicut, for the reasons already detailed, 
the great Afonso Dalboquerque made up his mind to set sail 
for Cocliira with the fleet, which ho had already in prepara- 
tion, and from that place make a sottleniont of the business 
in hand as best could be to this end : and he ordered 1). 
Gftroia do Noronha, his nephew, to proceed to Calicut and 
learn from the Qaraorim what course he intended to pursue, 
and to request him to perform four conditions. 

The first was to grant space in the roadstead in front of 
his Cera w/5,’ on which to build a fortress, capable of re-

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ccivin^ our men and protecting them from troubles, such 
as they ha«l suflereci in the past. 

The second, that ho must give whatever pepper was re- 
quired for the lading of the ships bound to Portugal, in 
exchange for morchandiso of various kinds, according to the 
weights and prices current in Caiianor; and that the factor 
of tlio king, liis lord, must be allowed to purchase tho 
ginger, which the producers aro in tho habit of bringing 
doWn for sale to the market-place, iu accordance with tho 
custom of the country. 

Tho third, to repay all the property which tlie Moors had 
taken from the Portuguese in times past. 

The fourth, that he must pay a yearly tribute towards 
tho expenses of the forti eas, and those who are in charge of 
it, equivalent to onc-half of the payments compulsory on 
the Moorish inorchants, for the safe-conduct of their ship- 
pmg. 

A few days after D. (hircia had set out for Calicut, Afonso 
Dalbofjucvquo sailed away to Gochim ; and as soon as ho 
arrived, the king came down and paid him a visit; and in 
tho interviow botweeu them, which was held in the pre- 
sence of Caspar I*orclra, Diogo Pereira, and Lonren 9 o Mo- 
reno, officers of tho ffictory, the king began to complain 
loudly that he had not given him any account of this now 
friendship which he was striking up with the 9amorim,and 
brought out some letters which he (Afonso) had written to 
him, and tlie replies. }3ot, as there w'as nothing contained 
ill them which the king of Gochim could find fault with, 
Afonso Dalboquerquf) flow into a great passion, and said to 
Tiitn : These letters are, indeed, mine ; I will not deny 
them ; and you ought to have the sense to perceive that, in 
accordance with the chargf^ with which I am entrusted, I 
should reply in the name of the king, my lord, both to 
friends and to enemies, especially to those who send word 
to me to make peace and friendship, and are willing to give 
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me a fortress in their ports, as the ^amorim does, I know, 
too, very well how you aro plotting to draw over to your 
side both friends and enemies, and cashing about in every 
possible manner to maintain your kingdom and your lauds 
in security, alUiough you do not tell me anything about it, 
nor do I ask you to do so, alfcbougli it would havo been a 
sensible act on your part to have sought to interest me in 
those matters, for in all your diflicul lies you seek my assist- 
ance; and boai- in mind, when the death of your unulo tOok 
place,’ with whiit haste I camo at your call, although iny 
fleet was nil cleared for immediate sailing to undertake the 
enterprise against (ioa; and if you aro to be at liberty to 
do wliat pleases you best, how is it that you do not think it 
equally right for me to learn from the (^amorirn what it is that 
he desires of mo, and to reply to his letters, for all that ho is^ 
an enemy of the King of I’ortiigal, my lord; and besides that, 
not to be at peace with him, when it pleases me, for it is in 
my hands to keep peace with him if I choose, and to make 
war with him if 1 choose, and burn his ships if I choose, and 
destroy all his ports if 1 choose ?- But if either of us has any 
thing to corn plain of I am the one, and not you ; for if I 
havo not destroyed the (Jamorim, it is solely because you, 
and the King of Cananor, whenever you see ho is worsted, 
help him with your forces, and send him ships laden with 
supplies, sailing under safo-condiicc from the king, my lord; 
for you wish that this argument should bo always going on; 
but if both of you really desire his destruction (as you have 
often given mo to understand that you do), and had ranged 
yourselves on my side, and on that of the marshal/ in 
the attack on Calicut, h© would havo been entirely de- 
stroyed/' 

The King of Cochira, somewhat disconcerted at this turn 
in the conversation, and at the impetuosity with which

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Afonso Dalboqnerqno put the case before It im, replied that 
he had always been the servant of the King of Portugal, 
and that all tho members of his family, ever since the "Por- 
tuguese liad made their entry into India, had died in his ser- 
vice ; and inasmuch as tho King of Calicut had been the 
principal cause of this, it was not likely that he would now 
turn round and help that king against the Portuguese; und 
tlio reason why he had not assisted the Portuguese in the 
Calil’ut enterprise (as was alleged by Afonso Dalboquerque) 
was because ho had not desired more help from him than 
that which formerly tho marshal had requested from him, 
the day when he gave him an account of the matter. 

Afonso Dalboquerqnc answered tliat the King of Cochim 
ought to bear ill mind that the differences which the Por- 
tiigucsG had in times past with the (^'amorim were all caused 
by their dofonding for tho king his kingdom of Cochim, 
which the (^yamorim claimed to belong to himself; and if 
his relatives had died in the service of the King of Por- 
tugal, so likewise the Marshal,^ and all those who came to 
their end at Calicut, died in defending his honour and estate 
for lilm, and even he himself had been maimed in the left 
arm, so that bo could not easily raise it to his head.^ And 
he would liave him to know for certain that if he (the King 
of Cochim) and the King of Cananor had made up their 
minds beforehand to support the ^araonm henceforth, as 
they had liilherto done, so also he on his part was deter- 
mined not to wage war upon him any longer, so let every 
one look after his own interests. 

When this interview was over, the King of Cochim took 
Ids leave of Afonso Dalboquerque, not well pleased at these 
and other things which he had heard ; but notwithstauding.

the Baimais^ and the lords of the Malabar territory* All 
this Afonso Dalboquorqiie learned afterwards from the aged 
Alguazil of Cananor who lived in Calicut.

CHAPTER XV. 

Ilow D. Garcia de Noronba sent a despatch to the great Afonso Palbo* 
quciquoof what bad passed with the Qaiiiorim, and what was done 
in consequence of this; and how he went to Calicut and built a 
fortreas therein. 

Now, while tho relations between the King of Cochim 
and the great ifonso Dalboquorqiie were in the condition 
recounted above, each one endeavoariug to improve his 
position as beat he could, there arrived a despatch from 
1 ). Garcia for Afonso Dalboqacrque, wherein was set forth 
that on his reaching Calicut lio had laid the appointed 
conditions before tho Cainorim, but up to the latest hour 
no reply to it had been received ; and, indeed, he did not 
think that the Q^morim intended to take the necessary 
steps to bring the matter to conclusion, for delays were 
continually brought forward, and every day showed a new 
aspect of the affairs, so that he had no name to give to these 
procrastinations. 

Afonso Dalbuquorque knew very well from which quarter 
, all this proceeded, and determined to cut short this malice 
08 well as he could; and because the ^^imoriin was encou- 
, raged by the native Moorish merebauta to continue to 
delay this business, he thought it wise to make use of the 
Prince, bother pf the ^amorimi who was a devoted servant 
of the King of PortugaVand consequently, wrote to him pri- 
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vately n letter, in which he said that if he really desired the 
frieudsliip of iho King of Portugal (aa he had oftentimes 
declared that he did), now was the time to givo. eff&t to 
this desire by ordering the (Jamoriitt to. be poisoned ; and ■ 
when ho was dead, then they would take coimsol together 
in the iimnuer which ho liked best. The Prince, who was 
desirous of peace, and greatly disgusted with the Moors of 
Cairo, who had taken up their abode in Calicut, because 
they naade it , their business to advise hi.s brother the. 
(^sinorim not to comply w'ith the Portuguese demands, and 
being also aciuaied by a desire of reigning, put into ex- 
ecution the suggestions which Afonso Dalboquerquo iiuuie 
to him. 

As Koon us tli(‘ (j/amonr;) was dead, tlu) Prince. \va.s raised 
to the throne, and, being in possession of tho kingdom, 
t(>ok to himself the aged Algusxil who had (xnno from 
Lananor, whom hi.s brother would not countenance because 
be was a true and loyal servant of the King of Portugal ; 
and after tbo lapse of a few days, the new (larnorim sent 
word by one of hi.s Cuiinais to LX Garcia dt.'siring him to 
w'rlto to the Caj)tain“Geuoral of India that his brother the 
f/aruoj iin w-as dead, and h(j in possession of the kingdom ; 
and that he would be haj-py to make peace with the' King 
of PorlugffI, and give, him a site in Calicut to build a 
fortress wlicuevcr he liked ; and that he had not, however, 
given any notice of this affair to the principal Moors of tho 
la]id, a coiinso which had caused great diffuronco between 
them, for fhty all desired to maintain the policy of inflexi- 
bility and contuiijucy shown by the late ^amorim. Put as 
the J^ince was a true man, and influenced by hia wife, 
whom he loved very dearly (for although it was the custom 
of that counfjy to have many wives, and for their sons not 
to become their heirs, he had only this one, and tho children 
which he had by her had been declared hia heirs), and she ' 
very desirous of inriiiitaining peace and friendship w'ith the 
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Portuguese, wbich was e greet reason why the native 
Moors of the country yielded to this agreement of peace. 
As tor those who could not be induced to yield, he ordered 
them to be killf?<? before him to gnitify his wife; while, 
as for tb'" foreign Moors, ho gave shipping for them, 
their wives, children, and property, to go away out of 
his kingdom. As soon as these troubles, which arose on 
account of the Moors, had become settled, D. Garcia coU' 
eluded peace with the f^'amorim on the basis of the ar^^iclos 
which Afonso ])alboqiiorc|ue had drawn up, and wrote to 
that commander of what had transpired, and he, immediately 
on receipt of tlio intelligence, set sail for Calicut. After an 
interview with the ^amorim, wherein great compliments of 
friendship passed between the parlies, he commenced to 
give his attention to the building of the fortress, which had 
its foiirulntions laid in the water within the reef, and close 
to the anchorage for the shipping. 

The siise of this fortress^ convsponded to that of Cochiin, 
with two trovers on the side towards the sea, and between 
them, in the length of the wail, lie set u wicket-gate/’ in 
order that by means of it they could receive assistance 
whenever it was necessary, withoiit the Moors of the land 
being able to prevent them. And in this same length of the 
wall was made a keop^^of three storeys, very largo and very 
strong; and on the side of the city they built two others, 
very strong, and having between thorn the principal door of 
the fortress, with a bastion for its defence. And when the 
work had so far progressed in iieiglifc that it could bo 
defended without difficulty, he delivered the custody of it 
to Francisco Nogueira, with men in sufficient force for its 
guard, and made Gonc^alo Mendez the factor and paymaster 
of the works, and Jotio »SeiT*iO scrivener of the factory,

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And as it had now become necessary that he- should set sail 
to put certain affairs in forward condition which had beep 
left over waiting for completion, he took his leave of the 
^amorira in a very friendly manner, leaving the fortress 
well stocked with gOns, powder, and supplies in Jmndance, 
and Sailed uway for Cananorj and the (^amorim sent in 
company with him two ambassadors, who were to go that 
year to Portugal with a present for the king, D. Mannel, 
and'^hrougli them ho sent the king a letter of peace, signed 
by himself and the principal men of his kingdom, and 
sealed with a golden seal, begging that he w'ould, on his 
part, send him another in return, confirming the treaty of 
peace which he had made with Afonso Dalboquorquo, and a 
. royal safe-conduct for all his harbours. The ambassadors 
reached this kingdom, and were very well received by the 
king, and in far better manner sent back ou their way 
homo. 

Three things wero thus performed by the great Afonso 
} Dalboquerquo in this year of [fifteen hundred and] thirtcon, 
whereby he excited the greatest woudor and amazement 
among nil the kings and lords of India. 

The first was his entry into the Red Sea, which they held 
to be a very difficult enterprise, and this caused them infi- 
nite vexation. ^ 

The second was the delivery to him, when he came from 
the straits down to the ports of Cambay, as far as the 
Mount of Deli^ of all the Moorish ships which had put into 
them on account of the storm, laden with spices, which had 
set sail that year from Calicut to Mdoa. 

The third was this fortress which he made in Cc^icut, be- 
cause that was the principal mart of the foreign Moors who 
-traded in India, and by its building their voyages were cut 
abort; and the King of Narsinga used to declare, when he 
hoard of it, that since tbe Qamorim of Calicut had assented 
to the building of a fortress in his land by the Portugue^,;

tlie C^ptain-Genoml of India might as well bnild another 
in Bisnaga, if he pleased. This fortress, D. Anriqno 
Menegfla,* when he was Governor of India, badly advised 
by his captains, ordered to be thrown down, being besieged 
by the Moors, and after it had been destroyed he was very 
sorry ; for I thoroughly believe, had this happened in the 
time of Afonso Dalboqnerqno, that it would never have been 
destroyed, even if it had been overrun by the Moors, as was 
Goa, for to have one foot on the neck of the pamon.n of 
Calicut, was the principal objecf'which moved him to labour 
so intently to carry out the scheme. 


CHAl’TBR XVr. 


How Ik- great Afouso Oalboqncniiic set sail for Calicut, and pi-oeeodwl 
to Canauor : the news wbicli fVriito Alaitinz Evangellio wrote to 
bini from J)i« ; bow he sent I’ero liidboipienine with a fleet to ex- 
plore tlie Peisian Straits, and the rest which took place. 

When the great Afonso Dalboquerquo had taken his 
leave of the (Jaraorim, he proceeded direct to Cauanor, with 
the iutentiou of not sailing away from India that year~aot, 
indeed, in order to gain rest from his past troubles, but to 
arrange and remedy certain irregularities which the Royal 
officers had been guilty of in regard to tbo king’s property 
during tho time when he was away from India. And having 
in due course of time reached Canauor, in a few days a 
dispatch came to his bauds from FernSo Martins Evangelho, 
who was at Din, wherein he hod stated that a shallop in the

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port had arrived from the straits [of the Red Sea], with a 
messenger from the Cadi of Cairo on board, bringing ap- 
parel for the King of CarnLay and for the Hidalcfio/ and 
for all his govei iiorsr witli blessings and excuses in great 
miiiiber, eiioonragiug them, with many woids, to make war 
upon the Christians. 

This Cadi of Cairo is one of the principal persons thei*e, 
like the chief priest^ of M6caj for the grand Sultan of 
(>aiK) confirms the election when a new cadi is chosen, 
and the cadi in turn receives the confirmation direct from 
the Grand Sultan himself. Nows was brought by the same, 
also, that at Suez tliore was nothing left but the Imlls of the 
galleys, and in Cairo itself the pestilence was raging to so 
great an extent that twenty thousand persons died every 
day of it (and tJiis is not very marvellous, seeing that it is 
affirmed that there are in that city twenty-five thousand 
streets) ; that after his lordship (Afonso) had set out from 
Adorn, a shallop lind got away out of that port and made 
its way to Zeila, and related there that the artillery of the 
Portuguese ships had. killed a large number of persons in 
th(^ city; that the Xeqne of Adem had written to the King 
of Zeila that he must send all the ships wdiich wore in his 
harbours, and all the fighting men wliom he could muster 
for hire; but the king had answered tliat ho must look elso- 
wliere for assistonce, bccaube he required all the men and 
ships he had for the protection of his own land. After this 
shallop there arrived a coming from the Furtaque 

coast, ^ and Meliqueaz, after consulting with the Moors who 
made the passage in her, had recommended them not to tell 
the nows to any one, but ho (Fornao), by means of friendly 
Moors whom he had attracted to his cause, had learned that 
the King of Adem was advising all the Moors of his king-

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dom who were at Dia io get out on the first opportunity, 
for he had certain information that the Portugaese Captain- 
General of India was getting ready to renew the attack 
upon him, and, as it was, he had already collected a body of 
six hundred Furtaquins, taking them by force out of certain 
sliips which had put into his harbour ; that the King of 
Fiirtaqiie, on account of this forcible proceeding, was detoi-' 
mined to help his lordship (Afonso Dalboquerque) with 
some men against the king, if ho wont tlierc ; that Mili- 
quoaz had sot out to the King of Cambay’s court in regard 
to the affair of Diu, carrying a considerable qiianlity of 
silver and gold, jewels and rich cloths, and two Imndred 
horses, to entice tho king and his governors; carrying also, 
as a present for the king, the sword which his lordship had 
at a former time presented to him ; and that a ship from 
Ormuz had arrived, bringing news of the death of Cogcatar, 
who, at tho last moment of his life, had counsolled the king 
and his governors to accept the cap of Xerjue Ismael and 
grant his prayer permitting the Portuguese to erect a for- 
tress in Ormuz, for, unless these two things wore done, he 
had great doubts lhat tho king’s estate could be main- 
tain cd. 

At receipt of a1! this news which FornjXo Mavtiiiz Evau- 
gelho sent, Afonso Dalboquerque became greatly alarmed, 
when he coTisidered that his entry Into tho straits had in so 
short a space of time effected so groat a number of changes. 
Ho therefore made ready a fleet of four ships to go to 
Cape Guardafum and Adorn, if weather would permit of 
gaining any information of what was going on there. And 
as soon ns lie had fitted out these ships in all that they had 
need of, he appointed, as chief captain of them, Pero Dab 
boquerquG, his nephew, and, as captains of the other ships, 
Ruy Galvao, Antonio Raposo, Jeronymo do Sousa, and, as 
factor, Tristao D^ga, and JoiXo Teixeira, scrivener; and 
gave them wi*itten orders that, in case of weather per- 
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fitting, they were to go and have a tok at Adejih^and pro* 
cced to winter at Ormuz, aud demand of the king^ the 
fortress which he (Afonso) had left already begun, in brder 
to store up in it tho merchandise which he brought, and 
also to demand of him the tribute money that had . fallen 
due to the Portuguese last year j and, having finished doing 
this, to go and explore the straits of Persia, and from that 
point to rnako tlicir way to India. As soon as Pero Dalbo* 
(jiioj'que received the order, he took leave of his undo, aiid 
shaped his course, with liii captains, direct for the Gape of 
Guardafurn ; and further on I will give an account of his 
voyage. 


CHAPTER XVn. 

Proceedings of tlie great Afonso Dalboquerquo with the Alguazi) of 
Cananor coucertung certjtin things wddcli he did prejudicial to tlie 
service of the King of Portugal ; and how he set sail for Cochim ; 
and of the message which the ambassador of the Xeque Ismael 
mOio was in. Dabul soJt to him; and liow Miguel Ferreira was 
scurt in company with this ambassador, on au embassy to the Xeque 
Tsiiisel. 

When Pero Dalboquerque had sailed away, tho groat 
Afonso Dalboquerque began to examine into certain irre- 
gularities which the kitig’s officers were in the habit of 
doing in regard to the royal property, and reprimanded 
them for the careless manner in which they had attended 
to their charge j aud, after having arranged every thing 
as it ought to be done, being aware that the Alguazil of 
Cananor was also in the habit of doing certain wrong 
things prejudicial to the service of tho King of Portugal, 
and of speaking much that was ill of him, because he . 
would not countenanco his tyrannous and wicked conduct, 
and also because he (Afonso) was favourable to the old 
Alguazil, living in Calicut, whom, indeed, tho present 
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Algtiaail had caused to be cast out of Ganauor because of 
his adherence to our sidoi be summoned the new Alguazil 
befote him, and gave him a golden chain, which hung 
round his own neck, saying, at the same time, that he would 
give it to him in spite of tho many ill things that he was 
constantly saying oF him; but as for the affairs which related 
to the service of the king hia lord, he would beg him 
eame|tly to carry them out in such a manner that the king’s 
officers should make no more complaints of him, and also 
not to be sowing discord between the King of Caiianor riiid 
the captain of the fortress, for if these matters were not set 
right it would be necessary to punish him with the rigour 
that his faults deserved ; and he^ must remember, also, 
that ho had boeti forgiven for his harsh conduct towards 
Pocaracorn tho ^loor,^ in depriving him of his horses when 
ho had no better excuse for so doing than that Pocaracorn 
was on friendly terms with the Portugnoso. 

The Alguazil was not particularly well pleased at liearing 
those words of reprimand, which Afonso Dalboquorqne 
said to him, and replied that ho was greatly devoted to 
the King of Portugal, and that in all tho matters which 
his lordship had been concerned in with tho King of Cali- 
cut, he, on his part, had over laboured to turn matters 
towards the king’s service; and, in so far as related to 
the horses of Pocaracorn which had been mentioned, tho 
fault lay at the doors of tho officers of the King of Portu- 
gal’s factory, and not at his. Afonso Dalboqucrque, 
ho\j»ver, altliough he had very good information that this 
Mo*r was a very bad man, and very inimical to the king's 
service, dissembled with him because he was just then in 
high favour with tho King of Gananor, and so they managed 
to remain friendly towards one another. 

Just at this juncture of events there arrived at Gananor 
the messenger from the Ambassador of the Xeque Ismael,

I have already spoken 
of this man ns having come to Goa with a message to 
Afonso Dalhoquerquo while ho was in the straits of the 
Red SenA Tho gist of his message was to beg . a safe- 
conduct so that he might pass on to Ormuz, and to ask 
Afonso Dalljoquerquo to send in company with him^ am- 
bassador to l lie XotjuG Ismael. But as Afonso Dalb€M|tforqae 
desired that iho man should have an opportunity bfaiiipoct. 
ing all the Portuguese fortresses in ImJia, and especially 
that one which was being enictod in Calicut, he set him on 
his way, telling liim to travel on to Calicut, and then to 
make his w\'iy to Cocliiin, for he would send him home from 
that place, for it was also Afonso Dallioquorque's desire that 
tho me.'-acnger .shou]<l .sec the numerous ships of burden 
which had tliat year arrived from Portugal/ and thuii^sizo, 
and all the rest of the fleet wliich was being refitta^ and 
the busy scenes in the dockyards. For, ultliough IVflguel 
Ferreira (afterwards) curried in his instructions orders to 
point cut all these things to the Xeque Ismael, Afonso 
Dall)O([ucrqn0 nevertheless desired this mossongor to bo 
as well an eye-witness of tho greatness of the King of 
Portugal. 

Ami, in a few days after Ids departure, Afonso Dalbo- 
qnerque set sail for Cochirn in tho middle of December in 
vj the year Tliirteen ; and, when he arrived, he prepared in 
readiness Miguel Ferreira, servant of the King D. Manuel,

to; the Xeqae Ismael, carrying instrnotions in the terms 
which' he had given on a former occasion to Huy Gomez, 
whom h^ sent on the same journey— as I have already re- 
lated in the account of the first taking of Goa/ — although 
it did not produce any good result, because, when ho reached 
Ormuz, Cogeatar, Governor of the kingdom, gave orders 
to have him poisoned. 

When Miguel Ferreira had been thus provided with in- 
structions with due cure, Afonso Dalboquerque ordered 
passage to be provided for him and his followers until 
they reached Dabul, for from that port ho would have to 
go in company with the ambassador of the Xoqno Ismael 
who was waiting for him, and he showed favours to the 
Xeque’s messenger, whereat he was very much pleased. 
In fact, the man was so struck with the personal appear- 
ance of Afvuiso Dalboqaorqiio, that ho desired a life-sizo 
portrait of him to be painted, which could bo carried to the 
Xoquo Ismael. 

The ambassadors then sob out together, and Miguol 
Ferreira with them, but Afonso Dalboquerque still lingered 
behind a few days in Coebim, attending to various needful 
arrangements ; and wlien he had set every tiling in order, 
ho left D. Garcia de Noronha, his nephew, to attend to the 
dispatching of the ships of burden which were to set sail 
that year for Portugal, desiring him with eaniestneas to 
entertain the ambassadors of the ^amorirn in a fitting 
manner, who were to make the voyage to Povtiigal in these 
ships, and to give orders for the refitting of all the fleet 
that lay in Cochim, so that in the spring it might sail 
’ .whithersoever the service of the King of Portugal should 
presence; and so ho sulod for Goa.

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CHAPTER XVIII. 

0( tho aml>aR5uiilorH whom tlie Xcquc Ismaol sent to the King of 
Cam}>ay, and wt the Hidalciio ; and of tke origin of their em- 
bassies. 

Inasmiich as tho Xoque Ismael was very grei^tly desirous 
of drawing all the Kings of India over to friendship with 
hitn, and of persuading them to follow his religious tenets,? 
he frequently sent his ambassadors, in pursuance of this 
policy, to the King of Cambay, and to tho (^abayo,*^ for he 
know that if these two, being of superior power and great 
estate, could only be persuaded, all other rulers would yield 
without demur to that which ho wished to accomplish. 
Hence it was, that in tho year M3, when Afonso Dalbo- 
qiierquc penetrated the straits of tho Red Sea, the Xoquo 
again sent his ambassadors to the same kings as before, 
each ono of them being equipped with a hundred saddle 
horses, and with very richly-furnished touts for their lodg- 
ing, and silver services of plate for their tables. The in- 
structions which were carried by these ambassadors were 
to the elTect that tho kings musst accept his cap,® [and so 
acknowledge his supremo power], and cause the espocial 
book of prayer which he used to be rend in their mosques. 
With a similar request ho seat another ambassador to the 
King of Ormuz ; and this ono, acting upon tho advice given 
to him by Cogeatar — as I have already shown — and also on 
account of the circurastanco that Rexnordim/ tho Governor 
of the land, was a Persian by birth, had little trouble in 
persuading the king in the matter of the acceptance of the 
cap and the prayer of the Xoqne Ismael, and the admission 
of his supremacy. ^ 

The ambassador who was sent to the Hidalc^ reached

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tlie city of Oalbergate,' where he found that potentate, 
carryingfor a present to the same certain horses capansoned 
with 'very rich housings, and brocaded cloths, and Persian 
silk-stuffs, and some pieces of gold and silver, and emeralds, 
and a bowl" of ordinary turquoise which Diogo Fernandez, 
Adail^ of Goa, whom Afonso Dalboquerque had sent there, 
and he, happened to be present at the time, declared was 
quite a marvel to look upon. When the ambassador 
reached the city, ho lost no time in sending a messenger to 
p^ a visit to Afonso Dalboquerque at Goa, as I have said 
in a former place. The Hidalcao received the ambassador 
very favourably, and after the lapse of a few days sent him 
back, giving him a reply to the effect that he might report 
to the Xcque Ismael how gratified he was at the offer of 
friendship, but ho could not accept any other law or any 
other prayer than those in which ho had been brought up, 
and gave him some jewels as a present for tho Xequo 
Ismael, and so sent him on to Dabnl, so that ho might 
embark at that port,* and it was when ho arrived thero 
that ho sent to Afonso Dalboquerque the messenger of 
whom I have just given an account. 

Tho other ambassador, who wont to tho King of Cambay, 
reached Clmmpanel, and was very well received by the king, 
but his departure did not end very favourably on account 
of a misadventure that happened to him in the following 
way. At tho very time when this ambassador reached his

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destination, it was but a few days that thore bad attivett ai : 
the Court the eldest son of tlieKing ofMandao/accoinpamed ' ' 
by certain of his subjects who hud wished to follow bis for- i‘‘ 
tunes, bogging military assistance [from the King of Cambay], 
so as to bo enabled to cast out of his, kingdom one of his 
younger brothers who had risen against him on the death •; 
of their fathei’. The ambassador fell into conversation with 
this young man ^Ifcen ho was at Court, and frequently in- 
vitwd him to an evening banquet; and it chanced that one 
night when they were alone, after the banquet was over, 
the youth being a handsome fellow, the ambassador laid 
hold of him, and treated him rudely (for these Lhmaelites 
are more given to this, if report be true, than any other 
Moors in those parts of India). The young man began to 
cry out, and all his people immediately ran in to help their 
master. The ambassador, when he perceived the uproar, 
pushed the yoniig mau out, and barricaded himself in some 
houses, and began to defend himself from the people who 
were attacking him. When the news of all this reached the 
King of Cambay, he sent all his guard and put down the . 
rioting, but not before seventy or eighty people on one side 
or the other had lost their lives. The son of the King of 
Mandao, ashamed of what had taken place, wont away to 
the Keys Butoa,' who border on his realms, and they 
afforded him assistance against the rebel brother ; and, when 
this uian had been cast out of the kingdom, he recovered . ; 
possession of it. 

This kingdom oC Mandao^ also borders on that of Cambay. . 
The. people are very warlike, and in all the rajah's tOTOS ' ' 4 
a'nd villages there are men in garrisons. The former king,'i' " 
father of this youth, used constantly to carry about with 
him for show seven or eight ’thousand women riding on ' ^ 
horses, with their bows and arrows. They used to go a 
hunting with him, hut in war he did not make use of ^

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As soon as the son was in possession of the kingdom he 
absu^^ed this custom, and would not have them any more 
with'him. C The King of Cambay, disgusted at the proceed- 
ings of the ambassador, made haste to send him away, 
having very soon shown him that it was no use to try and 
obtain those things for which he had coine thither ; but he 
gave him two elephants, and an anim^ which is called 
fjanda, ie.y a rhinoceros, and many other articles, in return 
for the gifts which he had brought, and gave orders to a 
captain to carry him to (Jurrate,' and troin that port to put 
liim and his baggage on board a ship. J 
When the party reaclted ^urrete, tho ambassador wasted 
no tiino in getting on board a ship, which was just on tho 
point of setting out for Ormuz. As soon us ho had vset out, 
tho servants made a ship ready, in which they embarked 
tho elephants, and tlio beast, and all the baggage ; but the 
Moors of the laud, not being very well pleased with the ro- 
(|uest for a ship which the ambassador had brought to 
thorn, put a faulty mast iuto the ship j and, hence, when tho 
ship got out a little way from shore, and felt a .soiuowhat 
stiff breeze, wliich struck it, the mast broke, so they were 
coinpollcd to put buck into ^urrate, and from this ciremu- 
staiice tho king got his present again, I’he ambassador, 
however, at length, made his voyage in anotljer ship, not 
much pleased, it is true, with the sorry outertaiimient which 
the King of Cambay had given him, and somewhat less 
pleased when ho learned tho trick which the Moors had 
played with his servants.

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OHAPTER XIX.' 

Ilow Miguel Ferreira, who went us ambassador to the Xeque Ismael, 
urrired at Taiiriz, and of the reception which he experienced, and 
of w hat took place an UI his return to Ormuz. 

Miguol Ferreira^ who had set out for Oocliim, reached 
Dabul, whore t]|p ambassador of the Xeque Isnfiael re* 
mained, as well iti expectation of the arrival of his mes* 
seugors, as because he was very desirous that the groat 
Afonso Dalboquen^ue should send some one to visit the 
Xeque Ismael, his lord. And inasmuch as this Portuguese 
ambassador was also accompanied by an ambassador of the 
Hidalcfio, the man was highly gratified at their arrival, for 
he cared for nothing else than to see his court thronged 
with ambassadors of all the kings in the world. A few 
days after Miguel Ferreira's arrival, they all embarked in 
a ship and made their voyage to Ormuz, where the king 
showed them much entertainment ; and from that city they 
shaped their course straight to Tauriz/ where the Xeque 
Ismael was staying, and he had been already advised of the 
coming of Miguel Ferreira by a letter from his own ambas- 
sador and by tho ambassador of the Hidalcilio, who was, 
indeed, on tlie same journey. The Xeque Ismael, very de- 
sirous of gaining the friendship of Afonso Dalboquerque, 
because of the great fame which was reported about him, 
desired to show honour to Miguel Ferreira, and ordered the 
Lords of his Court, and all his military men, to go and 
receive him, and bring him into the royal presence before 
tho ambassador of the llidalcfto was introduced. This 
caused the ambassador of the Hidalcao to become very 
angty, because the reception which they gave him was not 
so grand as that with which Miguel Ferreira had been 
honoured.

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When Miguel Ferreira was brought before the Xeque 
Isma^‘1, he delivered the credentials which ho carried from 
Afonso Dalboquerque j and these the Xequo received with 
many speeches and demonstrations of amity. But Miguel 
Ferreira had become very ill ; that day, therefore, he could 
not hold any further converse with the Xeque Ismael be- 
yond delivering the letters and begging permission to go 
and recruit his health j and this was acdSrded to him, and 
the Chief Physician was commanded to attend upon him t^nd 
do his boat to restore him to health, under penalty of being 
beheaded if he did not succeed. In a few days' time, Miguel 
Forreira^s health began to grow a little better, and tho 
XequG Ismael sent for him again, and inquired conceruing 
tho estate of tho King of Portugal, and of the Queen, and 
whoso daughter she was, and of our manner of using arms, 
and how we conducted our war, and with wliora we were at 
war, and if there were many horses in Portugal ; and ho 
asked, also, about the ships and navigation of India, and 
many other details of' tho powt?r and estate of the king, 
D. Manuel, in foreign parts. 

To all those inquiries, Miguel Ferreira made reply in 
accordance with tho instructions he carried ; and the mes- 
Bcngor who had been sent to Afonso Dalboquerquo, and 
who was also present at this interview, showed the Xequo 
Ismael Afonso Dalboquerque^s portrait, which ho had 
brought, and spoke in high terras of prsise of the greatness 
of his Indian tioet and of his ships of burden, and how tho 
kings of those parts of India durst not send their ships 
outside their harbours without safe-conduct of the King of 
Portugal Tho Xeque Ismael was very much gratified at 
hearing these things, and at his conversation with Miguel 
Ferreira, because of the excellent account which ho gave 
about everything, and, ere be dispatched him back homo, 
caused him to be summoned before him on many occasions, 
and conversed with him upon tho estate of the King of For- 
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tuga), aucl on the affairs of India, and the desires whieV he 
chenshcd of the destruction of the Grand Sultan, and the 
house of Mt^ca, even oiiering to devote his own person and 
estate towards the accomplishment of this purpose. 

After many days had in this manner been spent by 
Miguel f^erreira in the Court, ho oiitroatod the Xeqne 
Ismaoi to dispatch him back with an answer, because Afonso 
Dalboqiicrque, Caplain-General of the Indies, being desirous 
of gaining information respecting his royal person, had 
ordered him to return as quickly as ho could. The Xeque 
Ismael was so pleased with Miguel Ferroim, that it was 
greatly against his inclination that he consented to allow 
him to return, and in company with him he sent back the 
same messenger who had com© with him, as ambassador 
to Afonso Dulboqnerquc, bearing a present of many clothes 
of silk Stull' and brocades, and horses caparisoned with 
very rich housings, and several coats of mail, and other 
aims, which the Persians are wont to use, and two suits 
made of brocado, tnmmod with golden buttons, wherewith 
they are clothed, and a girdle, target, and short broadsword, 
and other objects, all made of gold, and half an alqueM 
of turquoises, just in the same condition as when they 
came out of tho mines. 

This present, which was of great intrinsic value, Afonso 
Dalboquerqne divided among all the captains, without re- 
taining a single thing for himself, except only the horses, 
and theso, which he kept for the King D. Manuel, ho 
ordered to be delivered up into the keeping of the officers 
of his factory. But, as -the pieces of gold seemed to him , 
to be good, and he looked at them in the light of memen-^ 
toes of so powerful a prince as tho Xeque Ismael, ho re** 
doomed them of the captaiAs at his own expense, and Bonfr, 
them to the King of Portugal by the hands of D. Garcia 4^ '

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his nephew. When Miguel Ferreira had received 
' his l^^ttera of dispatch, he took his leave of the Xeque 
Ismael, •'and thou, taking the Rm\)assador with him, they 
both set out and made their journoy to Ormuz, being entor- 
tained all the way in great style by all the villages which 
they passed through; and, having at length reached Ormuz, 
they were well received by the king and by Rexnordim, his 
governor. And it was while they were staying there, wait- 
ing for a good wind to enable them to pass over to India, 
that Afonso Dalboqnerqne arrived, witli the intention of 
putting in order the affair.s of this kingdom ; and he also 
gave them a very cordial reception. 


OHAPTEIt XX. 

llow ilio gl’cnt Afonso DalliCKiuerqiio reached (ioa ; and of the news 
which readied him from Malaca, and ilie 8uc(ymr ho scut thither ; 
and how F eriiio Perez Dandradt* gained a victory over the Java- 
nese ilcet. 

At th(? beginniug of January, in the year [fifteen hundred 
and] fourteen, the groat Afonso Dalboquerque reached Goa, 
and there ho found ambassadors from the Kings of Pegd 
and Siam, and another from the king’s mother, with pre- 
sents of very rich things, and letters of many compliments, 
showing in them how much they desired the friendship of 
the King of Portugal, and wished to make arrangements 
for carrying on in peace the trade in Malaca ; and as ho 
was, on his part, also desirous that the commerce of this 
state should be widely celebrated among all the kingdoms 
of those parts, he WHS much pleased with their mission to 
him, and treated the ambassadors with great entortain- 
jmen^ 

v , ; . Jn, these ambassadors came Manuel 
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Fragoso, whom Afonso Dalbocjuorque had sent with An- 
tonio do Miranda^ to the King of Siatn^ to prepare for him 
a written report of all the raatterSj merchandise, dresses, 
and customs of tlio land, and oi the latitude of their har- 
bours ; and this report Afonso Dalboquerque sent imme- 
diately, together with the presents, to Dom Garcia do 
Noronha, in order that he might convey them to the King 
1). Manuel, in the ships of burden that wore ready to sot sail 
for* these kingdoms [of rortngal]. This Manuel Fragoso 
delivered to Afonso Dalboquorque u letter from Kuy do 
Brito Patalim, captain of the fortress of Malaca,^ wherein 
lio rendered an account of the state of that settleraout, and 
showed how Patequitir had risen up in' rebellion with the 
slaves* of Utemutaraja's widow, numbering about six thou- 
sand, and with some of tho native armed men, who deter- 
mined to follow his fortunes; and they bad constructed a 
fortress, with very strong palisades, so as to bo able to use 
it as n base for their hostile operations, by co-operation of 
V the Lassamana,* or Admiml of the Sea, who was cruising 
about in the straits of Bab^o,® intei‘cepting any provisions 
from reaching the city ; and, seeing this, ho had dispatched 
FornSo I'erez Dandrade with his fleet, by sea, and Antonio 
Pessoa, with armed men by land, to attack tho palisadings ; 
and although, in flu’cing an entry through them, they bad 
been exposed to great danger, because of the naturally 
strong position of the place itself, nevertheless the position 
was attacked with so much vigour that they got into it by 
force, after killing many of tho enemy; and when Pate-

quitir perceived that he was worsted, he had retired along 
the ,.^iver Muar/ into the interior, and had sent to beg for 
assistance from the King of Java, promising, in recom- 
pense, to make him Lord of Malaca. 

After Afonso Dalboquorque liad road this letter, ho 
gathered from Manuel Fragoso how Antonio de Miranda 
had reached Malaca, and how, when ho found that settle- 
ment, in this difficulty, he had decided to remain there him- 
self, sending forward Antonio do Miranda, with the ambas- 
sadors who had accompanied him in the voyage tluther; and, 
at the moment of his setting out, there arrived Antonio 
Dabreu,who had gone to explore Maluco,“and Mondafonso, 
with all their party quite safe except Francisco 8ern\o, who 
had lost his [ship] in the Island of Tornate/ and remained 
there with those who were saved with him, and that he had 
also fallen out with the natives whom the king of those 
islands govoraed, of which, however, 1 do not give any 
account, l>Gcauso the end of it happened after the death of 
Afonso Diilboqnerqne. 

Afonso Dalboquerque having thu?., through Manuel 
Fragoso, roeeived the latest and truest account of the 
necessitous condition of Malaca, gave orders to fit out 
immediately three vessels, with a hundred and fifty soldiers, 
and a large quantity of warlike stores ; and of these ships 
ho made Francisco de Melo, Jorge do Brito, and Martini 
Guedez, captains, for it was his opinion that these, with the 
larger reinforcement whicli had already arrived there uuder 
Antonio Dabreu,^ would be sufficient until he could provide

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tlio fortress with a captain.* These reinforcements arrivedt 
ill (iue oourse at Malaca, and were joyfully received by 
wlio were in the fortress ; for, by means of this timely SttC- 
eour of new strength, they were reassured and relieved 
from the apprehension which the hourly-expected arrival 
of the groat fleet of tho enemy produced upon them. It 
was hut a few days later, that ouo day, at sundown, rateonur 
carnc in sight with a lleot of ninety sail against the harbour 
of Malaca, bringing with him ten thousand men, not count- 
ing tho large junlcs which he left- in tho M war River; and in 
company with him came Patequitir and the Lassamana, and 
they all oust anchor close to our fleet, 

Patequitir, when ho beheld tho nnmbor and powerful 
armsmieiit of the ships, and saw such an unexpected 
number of fighting moii, changed hivS mind, and gave up 
tlio intention for which he had come, wdiich was to dis- 
embark and fall ujion our fortress, and went to Patoonur 
and [the] Lassamana, and told them that it was his opinion 
that it was not tho moment for attacking the city, for if 
tlioy wore to disembark all their forces on land, the 
Frangiios, ie., the PortiigueHOjWonld remain supreme on tho 
soa, and could easily oCt fire to all the fleet ; and if tho 
fleet wore destroyed in that manner, then they wore 
indeed all as good as ruiued; therefore it would bo well- 
ad vised for them to rally again at their rendezvous on the 
Mnar River, and from that position as their base, wage war 
upon Mahtca. Inasmuch as this advice seemed prudent to 
them all, an hour before daybreak they weighed anchor 
and set sail, Fepufio Perez Dandrado, who was keeping a 
watch over their movemunts, no sooner espiecl their I'o- 
treat, than he made a signal to slip tho cable of all his 
fleet, and gave chase to them, and before they could rj&f^ck 
Muar River fell upou them, and sent many of their ships

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to the bottom, and pat to death a largo number of their 
people, many of our own men being wounded, and some 
killed in the engagement. 

Pateonnr, being in the van, had time, while onr men 
were engaged in conflict with his fleet, to retreat with the 
greatest possible haste, and as soon as ho reached tins 
Muar JElivei’, embarked on board his junk, and set sail right 
away to Java, not at all well pleased at the result of this 
enterprise ; and the Javanese were so dejected and terrified 
at this defeat — for it is indeed one of the glorious actions 
that we can tell of in those parts of the world— that they 
never dared to return again to Malaca. Patoquitir and the 
Lasaamana sailed up the river in the same ships which had 
brought them from Malaca, and saved themselves by taking 
to the interior country ; and Feruao Perez Dandrade re- 
turned, to Malaca elated with this victory, being there 
received with groat joy by the captain ajid the rest of the 
people in the fortress. Of this victory, and of man); others 
which Fernilo Perez gained over the Moors, what time ho 
held the appointment of chief captain in tliose parts, 1 do 
not give a detailed account, because there are others who 
have written a good deal about that commander. 


CHAPTER XXL 

How tJiC ^reat Afoiiiso Dalboquer<lue sent Diogo FernaTulcz «lo aiwl 
frames Toixeira as ambaswulors to the King of Oanibay : ami how 
they arrived at (Jurrate, and set out from that place to tlie King’s 
Court. 

The groat Afonso Dalboqnerque, at the news which 
Fernfto Martinz Evangelho wrote of the jouimcy of Mili- 
queaz to the King of Cambay’s Court, became very disap- 
pointed^ and was much afraid that the proposed afiair of 
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bniiding a fortress in Diu would not bo prodnofcive 
of any material success, and that Miliqneaz would 
injure the matter even in a greater degree by his 
visit in person than ho had already done by his letters, 
although up to this time he (Afonso) had great hopes of 
sncceoding if he could trust the intelligence which Milecopi . 
had announced to liim through TristSo Dc%a. Au(J with 
the intention of carrying out this policy, he sent Diogo 
Fernandez do Bdja and James Teixeira, as aml?i'.ssadors to 
treat of this matter with the king ; and through them ho 
sent as a present to the king, a collar of gold, enamelled, 
and a dagger with its sheath all gold and niello-work,' and 
a creese of gold and ten eovados^ of black velvet, and a 
piece of green brocade from Persia, and two other pieces 
from China, and a washhand basin with its doubh>handled 
ower,^ all very well gilded. And to the end that this em- 
bassy should possess greater authority than the others — so 
(lesiroqs was Afonso Dalhoquerque to make a footing in 
Dill— he sent as a present also twenty horses and their 
harness, and silver vessels for the service of his table, and 
many native peons to attend the members of the embassy, 
and he drew up also written instructions which they wore 
to observe. 

As >oon as Diogo Fernandez and James Teixeira had 
set out ou their voyage, they sent on before them in ad- 
vance Pero Qaoimado and Ganapatira,* a Hindoo, who was 
very well acquainted with the Guzarato language, to go and 
beg safe-conduct from the King of Cambay, that those two

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ambassadors might come to visit him ; and as the weather 
was very adverse, they delayed a long time on their 
voya'^e,, that they did not reach Qnrrate until the fifteenth 
day of the month of March. But as Pero Queimado had 
not yet come back, ^ they sent to ask Desturcao,® ruler of 
the city, for a safe-conduct, in order that they might dis- 
embar]c. Bat as he had already been ordered by the king 
(who from Pero Qnoimado knew of their coining) to receive 
them with rejoicing, ho sent them a safe- con duct, and 
Meacoja, and Meababu, captain of the King of Cambay, 
and a bT^othor of Milocopi — in whose house they were to 
bo lodged — were instructed to receive them, with many 
relays of riding horses for them and their servants, and 
waggons^ for their baggngo. As soon as tlioy disomharkod 
they proceeded without delay to the liovise of Desturcao to 
pay him a visit, for he was lying ill on a bod ; and after an 
exchange of courtesies with him, they all remained in con- 
versation one with another, until two ivibayas (or native 
dresses of silk), wore brought, which Desturcao had sent for, 
in order to present them to Oiogo Fornande;! and James 
Teixeira, for it is a custom of theirs to do this, Diogo 
Fernandez said to him that ambassadors of the King of 
Portugal, in whose name they had come thither, were not 
accustomed to accept anything except from the kings to 
whom they were accredited, but as Desturcao considered

finally acceptecl Three or four days more flapsed, and 
then Desturcfio sent them word that ho had received a 
letter from the king his lord, ordering him to them 
everything they required for their journey, and asking them 
to send him word of the time when they wished to set out, 
so that he might have everything ready for them. And 
becauFe at this jaucturo Pero Queimado carno back, bring- 
ing them HOW'S that Milecopi was out of tlio Court, and 
out of favour with the king, and in the instructions which 
those ambassadors carried they were enjoined to do nothing 
without him, they dissembled about the time of their 
starling, and sent word by Duarfo Vaz to Dosturcilo that 
the mixn who liad gone forward to obtain the safe-conduct 
for them had declared that the king had set out for the 
city of Paiant^,^ making war upon the Keys Butos ; and as 
Afonso DalboquerquG had commanded them in their in- 
structions to return and winter in Goa, and the monsoon 
was now spent, and there was now no longer opportunity 
of doiiig either ono thing or tho other, therefore they had 
decided upon returning therefrom, and on the commeiice- 
raent of the next monsoon they would return at an, easier 
pace. Desturefio replied upon this, through 
that 03 they had already obtained their safe-oonduot| 
everything they required for thoir .voyage was now 
readiness, they did not soem to him to be acting courto ; "

r-^ntions, and on receipt of his reply then they could do us 
he should command them. 

When i)iogo Fernandez de Beja aiui James Toixeira 
perceived tno firmness of Desturcao, and felt they could do' < 
nofchiiiig except what ho wished, in order to put a good 
front to their remaining, they sent word in reply, that as 
ho thought it good, they would comply with his tlosires, 
for the Gaptaiu-Gcriorfil of the Indies would look upon it 
all as for the best, and thorofore they wished to set out 
immediately on their journey to the Court. Desturcau 
thoreupon gave orders that they should be supplied with 
all they required, and lie appointed Moacamadiin, captain 
of the king, with thirty peon nroliers, to go with them and 
uri’ange their halting places. Thus they set out on their 
journey from (^iirrate on the twenty-eighth day of the 
memth of March, and reached Champa neP on the fourth of 
the uionth of April, and proceeded to take up thoir quarters * 
in a vegetable garden close to the city, whero thoy clothed 
themselves in their best, and luaile themselves smart, to go 
and see Meleoopi who was at that time in Champanel. 

When Melecopi learned thoir arrival, he sent one of his 
sons in charge of a largo body of men on hoi’vso and on foot, 
with a groat company of trumpeters, to receive them, and 
thbro tboy passed the night, being richly entertained and 
nobly banqueted by Melecopi, to whom Diogo Fernandez de 
B4Ja delivered the letter which be had brought from Afouso 
:;^lbaqi«irque, and with it a present, and gave him an 
uf the business for which he had come, for in this 
had^'b^^^ instnioted to act. Melecopi told them 
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that Miliquciiz, after the departnte of Triatto 
gone to the king's Court, and spoken frequently with tlie 
king, advising him by no means to grant H fortresS in Din > 
to the Fiangiies ; for, if they wished to build it tliere, it 
in order to wrest his kingdom eventually from him; and so 
the king had strongly fortified T)iu, and now .had no n:p;' 
prehension that any power in the world could prevail 
against it.

The king thanked him very nrv^h :bi* Jiis oflers, and in- 
quired of him how Afonso l)Hlboq.aerque was, and how they 
themsolves had borne the fatigne of their journey. After 
this was over, Melique Coatiragiii drew thorn aside to the 
toj) of the coiu’ty'ard, and there brought thorn two caham^ 
of brocade for Diogo Fernandez and James Teixeira, and 
othevV) of coloured velvet for the rest of the party. And

twice as much revenue as heretofore. replied 

that up to that moment no mention had ever been made 
about a fortress except at Bacar,^ which he had conceded 
to Tristfto Ddga when he was there ; and truly as far as 
maiutainiug friendly relations with tho King of Cambay 
and trading with his kingdom, Bacar would be quite sufTi- 
oient, for the very name of fortress was distaatoful. 

Hereupon Diogo Feniandesi declared that tho King of 
Porliigal’s men and property could not be put into Bacar, 
but only in a very strongly fortiOed fortress, so that it 
should not be exposed to robbery, nor the men to slaughter, 
things which it was notorious liad been perpetrated in 
(Jalicut, Coalao, and MnJaca; but if tho Portuguese had only 
had fortresses therein when, those events took place, as 
now they have them, all would have been safe, and peace 
and triondship would never have been l)rokon. And it was 
becaua-3 the King of Portugal desired to maintain friend- 
ship on a true basis with the King of Cambay, that he was 
now sending to* request him to code the site for a fortros? 
in Dill; and besides those reasons, many further advantages 
were dwelt upon which would arise out of a satisfactory 
settlement of the business, ^odamacilo answered, that out 
of kindness to Afonso Dalboquorquo ho would lay before 
the king oil tho reasons which had been urged upon him, 
and he would take all tho troublohe could to dispatch thorn 
' oil their homeward voyage as quickly as he could. 

Three days elapsed, when ^odamaciio sent for them again

ber ; and there they found Alfonso Dalboquerque in a great 
state of alarm, for he had given them written instructions, 
wherein he expressly ordered that they should on no 
acconnt in the world winter in Cambay, and up to that day 
he had received no nows of them. Diogo Fernandez and

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On board of these were all the merchant 
had been cariying on their business in Calicut, 
and with their wives, children, and property, for tho 
■ the king had decreed their expulsion, as has already been 
shown. Pero Dalboquerquo, after letting these ships go, 
shaped his bourse for ^'acotor^, and cruised about in tho 
adjacent parts for the whole of tho summer, during whicli 
time he took ten veiy richly-laden Moorish ships, which 
were bound for tho straits. And as tho season was now fr/: 
advanced, and the favoirrable winds would not hold but 
sufficiently long to enable him to go and liave a look at 
Adem, as Afonso Dalboquorquc had instructed him, ho 
tacked out and stood ovor to Ormuz, at which port he 
arrived at tho end of May ; and as soon as he had cast 
anchor in tlio bay, the King Terimxa, who was then upon 
tlie throne, — for his brother Ccifadirn' hpd died of poison — 
sent Hacem Ale, a Moor born at Grada, to pay him a visit 
on board ship; and by him he sent word to say that tho 
city was at the soivice of the King of Portugal, and that 
he considered himself that king's vassal. 

Pofo Dalboquerquo showed great signs of pleasure at this 
visit, and declared how happy he was to find the king in 
this frame of mind ; and on tho following day, in tho morn- 
ing, he sent Tristilo .Ddga on shore, accompanied by Fran- * 
ciso Dalboquerque, the converted Jew, as interpreter, witii 
the letter sent by Afonso Dalboquerque to the king, and 
with instructions to declare that Afonso Dalboquerquo, his ' 
uncle, Captain-GeneraF of the Indies, having boon in* 
formed of the death of King Ceifadim (hia brother), had 
. sent him thither to ratify the peace with him, which had 
been concluded between the Portuguese and the late king, 
iand to beg hitn to order payment to be made of the tribute 
due for the last two years; and inasmuch as the ships 
whi^ he had brought were deeply laden with merchandize,

The king replied that it was true bis brother had granted

And after the captain had 
received the Urradas again, Pcro Dalboquerqvie sailed away 
to Ormuz, whore ho arrived on the sixth day of tho mouth 
of Atniust, and the king immediately sent Ilacom Alo to 
visit him, giving him great thanks for tho result of tlie 
affair with Mirbuzaca respecting his terradas, Tristao Dt^ga 
and Joilo Tcixoira also, came off shore imunxliately, to soo 
him on hoard, and related to him how that the king had 
not paid them tho tribute, nor prepared tho golden letter, 
which he had told tho king ho must do, before ho sailed away. 

Two days elapsed after this, and then Pcro Dalboquorqne 
sent a message to the king through. Tristfl-o Bega, Jouo 
Telxcira, and Vasco Pirez, scrivener of the fleet, after tho 
manner of a formal demand, stating that as he wouhJ not 
surrender the fortress which Afonso Balboqnerque had 
comincncod, ho must send buck in writing the reply to this 
demand, and he must order tho tribute to bo paid to them, 
for he did not intend to return to India without it. Tho 
king was unwilling to make any written reply, but ho sent 
back a verbal answer to tlie ellect that as for the fortress, 
which they were beginning to talk about again, ho had 
already shewn ' the Reasons why he could not give it up; 
and as for the tribute, he was a poor man; on account of tho

Poro Dalboquerquo became so angry at this reply of the 
king, that lib immediately sent Tristfto i)dga back again to 
tell him that as he had roquitod him so badly for the ser- 
vice which he had rendered him in procuring the restitution 
of his tenadaSf he might rest assured that lie did not intend 
to go out of the iiarbour without first of all being paid all 
the debts which were due to him. Ti'istSo D<?ga delivered 
this message to the king, and then, without waiting for any 
farther reply, returned to the ships. Tho king and his 
Governors, seeing the determination of Pero Dalboquorquo, 
and fe.aring that if he remained in this humour be might 
perhaps set fire to some seventy merchant vessels in the 
port, which were on the peunt of setting out for the straits

Poro l)a]boquei*(ju(:', finding tho season would not allow 
him to delay any longer, on account of the tnonsoon, ac- 
cepted tho ten thousand A’e-rajim, and gave orders for 
gathering together the goods which still remained on laud 
for sale, and j*o-shipping it ; and when it was ali collected 
together, and the Hoot ready provided with 8iip[)Iios and 
water for llio voyjige, ho sent word to tho King by Tristao 
Ih^gu and Jofio Teixeira that Afonso DalbcHjucrqno had 
learuod that tbo Xequo Ismael was very desirous of getting 
pos.session of Ormuz j therefore ho, on his part, begged tho 
king of his good ness — tiinco the King of Portugal rocog- 
nised the iieco.saity of protecting him— not to consent to 
any armed men of tho Xoque Ismaol entering into his 
lands, and to cause it to be proclaimed that no pesrson 
coming Iroin Perski could pass through to India, for Alonso 
Dalboqnerquo ordered that every ouo taken in this sea, on 
Lis w\ay to that country, bliouhl be put to tho sword ; but 
merchants could go safely, as many as pleased.

. etts© any ambassador from the Xequo Ismaol should reach 
Ortnua on his way to any king in India, he must not be 
allowed to take in his company more than fifty persons, for 
above that number were to be detained as captives.

And the 
other, that ho should give orders to treat the merchants 
with ovory honour, bearing jn mind how dear horses were 
in Ormuz, and to what great expenses those who shipped 
them were put. If those two conditions were observed, and 
the merchants could obtain such a price for their merchan- 
dise that they could got a profit out of it* all the merchants 
would be delighted to go to Goa, without there being any 
necessity of fixing a penalty to compel them to use that 
port only. 

With this reply> Tnst3o Ddga and Jofto Teixeira took their 
leave of the king ; and, as soon as they got on boai^d, Pero 
Dfllboquorquo iramediatoly sent word to the captains, giving

Fidalgoes, and noble personages who were in Goa standing 
up along the walls ; for, although the great Afonso Dalbo- 
querquo lived on familiar terms with our own people, yet 
before the Moors and Hindoos of India ho always maiu^ 
taiued his authority, whence it happened that every one 
evinced towards him a great esteem and high consideration. 

When the ambassador first entered the ball, Afonso 
Dalboqncrque, having regard to the quality of liis person, 
went down to the middle of ilio hall to recoivo him, and 
from that spot both proceeded to the places where it was 
appointed that they should sit. Thus,, the ambassador 
standing up, doliverod to him the present which be had 
brought, giving him at the same time 4 letter oif credence 
from the King, of Narsinga, in which he earnestly begged v 
him to despatch the ambassador at an eaily moment ; 
Palboquerque told him to go and refresh himself from the ; 
hardships of his journey, while he looked at . the lette 
arranged the terms of his despatch, ordering he 



be supplied with all he and his people tequired at the cost 
of the Portuguese, On the follov^ing day, Afonso Dalbo- 
querqu© ordered the arabassador to bo called heibre hitn, 
and told him that the King of Karsinga had written, 
desiring him to give credit to all that he had written on hia 
part, therefore he desired to know the business on which he 
had come, so that he might despatch him. 

The ambassador j-epliod, that the King of Narsinga, his 
lord, was very desirous of maintaining the peace and frii^d- 
ship which had been concluded with the King of Portugal, 
and for this reason, knowing the differences which were 
standing between him and the Hidalcao, ho had determined 
to go to war with the latter; therefore, if ho was still thus 
minded as he had been, let him send him word by a mes- 
senger, lor if both wore of one mind in this war, it would 
cost them very little trouble to destroy the Ilidalcilo, The 
letter also made mention of the trade in horses; but because 
the* King of Narsinga, after Afonso Daiboquerque had sent 
Manuel Poruandez and Gaspar Ohanoca to press him to a 
union for them both to make war upon the Hidalcao, was 
always making excuses without coming to any settled pur- 
pose ; ho also desired to delay the acceptance of tliis pro- 
posal' until the king should understand that he had it in hia 
pqj^er to destroy him by taking away from him the trade in 
lihrs0s,and giving it to the Hidalcao; therefore he told the 
ambassador that he would carefully consider the matter, 
and give him an answer at a future time. • 

The ambassador lost no time iu informing the King of 
Narsinga of this diplomatic, reply which Afonso Daibo- 
querque had tuude, and the king, when bo. perceived that 
Afonso Daiboquerque did not hasten with alacrity to an- 
uOunoe to him that he was prepared to begin the oxpedi- 
tibu into the tevritoiy of the Hidalcao, . being a business 
which he had often pt^od him to undertake, came to the* 
cbuclusibu that he (Afouso) must hav^e received some com- 



munication ftom tLe Hldaleap, k) W 
messenger to Lis avijbassador/ telHng' him to ba8^tt 
his cjispatf-li rnoro ({uicl^iy than, orev, and that he w^as fed J 
to Afonso D{ilV)oquerquf,' that the king was already on the . 
road with all his inilitoiy array awaiting his reply. 

But when Afonso Dalboqiiei*que saw that the King of 
Narsinga was leaving no stone unturned to hasten matters 
to a crisis^ like one who desired to bring his business to a 
deck’ve issue, from the dread, ho had of the Hidalcflk>, he 
gave the ambassador his dispatch, and fitted out Antonio 
do Sousa and Jofto Teixeimwith ten monnfcod men and fifty 
, native peons to minister to them on the way, and sent them 
in con3pany W'ith the retnniiiig ambassador to settle the 
terms of tho friendship which was <o bo struck up between 
tliei/i j and in the instructions which he prepared for them 
to declare to the king on his part, ho said that if ho, the 
king, really desired the help of the rortuguese in their 
projoetoci invasion of tho territory of Mm lliilalcao, he w'onld 
give it on the condition that the wag(‘S of all the men whom 
he sent for that purpose should be paid by the king; and as 
for tho trade in horses, he would have to pay, on this point, 
an annual sum of thirty thousand cnmtdos, and undertake to 
send for the horses to Goa and pay tho duos upon ihom, and 
to Baticalfi or Bacnlor, whichever of these places Afonso . 
Dalboquerque liked best to assign for the purpose. These 
and other things they were instructed to press upon the 
king, for Afouso Dalboquerqae considered that the time 
w'as now come, when he could make an advantageous 
bargain with tho king; for sometimes it happens that a 
' lucky juncture of events is enabled to prodneo better results; 
for an undertaking, however great vit may be> : than; 
power of a king. When these> then, were readyi they .set : 
forth on thoir way, and by them Afonso Dalboqubrqtio

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CHAPTER XXVin. 

How, after the departure of the ambaHearlor of the King of Narsinga, 
another ambassador oame from the Ilidnlciio to treat for p(^tiCo and 
the tr<Mie io, horses, and yet another from the Ilidalcio’s uiot.lier, 
ivho came to hasten forwai’d the matter : and wtiat Afonso Dalho- 
quer»iitc did theronpon. 

'Pile Ilidalpao, kaowirig that the King of jXursinga Imd 
sent his ambassadors to tho great Afonso Dalljot{uerqae, and 
that he was making preparations with a large fovee to iuvado 
his territory and make war upon him, fearing lest Afonso 
Dalborjucrquo and tlio king should strike up a bargaiii about 
tno horse trade, whic.li was the principal spring of his defen- 
sive policy, sent a inesscnger wntli letters addressed to his 
ambassador, who had been in Cca for several d.iys past (for 
lie had come with Diego Pernandoz, the Adail, and eloilo 
Teixoira, as I have aii’eady related/ whoni Afonso Dall^o- 
Cjuerqne had sent tlnu’O, o.ud they returned without coming 
to any dcflnito oonolnsion), to hasten forward tho matter 
more than ever, and to declare to him that, since it had 
liecu agreed b{'t'\vt:eu tlieiri tliat as long as they mfiiutained 
the treaty of peace, ho would not prevent tho coming of 
tho Moorish ships with their morchundise to Dabul, he 
begged him of his kindness to give orders for tlici punish- 
ment of his captains, becauso, in con ti-avon lion of ilio turnis 
agreed upon between them, they were e:iptu,ring every ship 
bound for Dabul ; for he on his part desired (a.i he had often.' 
times sent word to him through his ambassadors) to main- 
tain a state of peacp and friondsbip with the King of Portugal, 
and to arrange tho trade in horses, and they ought not to 
take away these [horses] to give them to tho King of 
,4 ; Narsinga. Tlie ambassador gave a relation of all this, which 
the HidialcAo wrote to him, to Afonso Dalboquerqae, begging 
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to be dispatbhed away ; foi*i be said/ ibe HidaloiiOi bis lord/ ; 
imagihed that it was owing to bis negligonce tbat tbb 
matter was left unheeded. But, as it was tbe dotormmatian 
of Afonso Dalboqnerque to dally with bim, uliiitill be could 
lind out whether the King of Narsinga Wished to come to 
a conclusion, in respect of the propositions which bad been 
laid before hi?ii, or not (for Afonso Dalboquerqtte profbrred 
Ihi-^ one's amity, as lio was a Hindoo, if with an honest 
intention ho would busy himself with tho conquest of tlio 
kingdom of Decam, to that of the Hidalcao, who was a 
Aloor, with whotn there never could be any lasting relations 
of peace because of the intrigues of the Turks w^lio advised 
Lira not to keep on good terms with the Portugneso), he 
refilled that ho would dispatch him. 

After the lapse of a few days, the Hidiilcao's mother, who 
governed that prince, perceiving that the ambassador was 
delayed, and being desirous that her son should have a 
treaty of peace with Afonso Dalboqnerque, sent word to 
him through one of her female servants (a woman of great 
authority, who was married to a Moor who governed tho 
royal household of this queeu-mother), with a letter to treat 
concerning this agreement for peace, making many offers 
and begging him to dispatch her son's ambassadcr, who had 
already been waiting for some time to receive his dispatch, 
and also that he would give permission to her Said servant 
to purchase a few horses, of which she bad need— for in 
tl.at coantrj’ all the noble women go on horseback, and for 
this reason, apart from the necessity they have of them for 
military purposes, they are highly valued. Afonso l)albo- 
querqne gave the desired permission to buy the horseB/and 
dispatched the servant immediately, telling her to d^^^ 
to her ladyship that he was busy about a great 
pbrtant matters, and therefore at present unable to dispat<mf. 
the ambassador of tho Hidalc^ b^ soU;^ but be Wiwdd:di8^J^^ 
pateb him as Boi^p as be codld.^ ^ 



But because the ambu&sador strove hard with ^ Afonso 
Palboquerque in the matter of obtaining his dispatch, and 
Antonio do Sousa and Joao Teixeiva bad not returned with, 
any message from the King of Narsinga (who was waiting 
to decide fitmlly what reply ho would make), and the time 
of Afonso Dalboquerqno’s departure for Orniuss was at hand, 
boat length dispatched the Hidalcdo’s ambassador, intending 
on hjs return from Ormuz to come to an iinderstiinding with 
that one who* would accede to the most favourable tertns;' 
and in order to entertain the Hidalclio in tho uuMUitimo, ho 
sent in company with this ambassador Joao (xon(^?alve/i do 
CastebBranco, very nobly accompanied with attendant ?i on 
horse and foot; and through him an answer was sent, .show- 
ing that out of a desire to cultivate his friendship and to bo 
neighbourly towards him, he would give him all tlie horses 
that found their way to Goa, on condition of his surreudor 
of tho mainland [adjacent to Goa] and tho pass of the land 
of the Gaf(^ -tov tho military position of Goa wonhl thereby 
bo rendered rnoro secure - - and ho promised that the king 
T). Manuel, Ilia lord, would give all tho assurances he could 
wish for, so that bo might rest ceiiain that the king would 
not send orders to make w-ar with him, nor thwart his policy 
to tho advantage of the King of Narsinga ; but in respect 
of chastising the i^ortuguese captains who had taken his 
ships when bound for Babul, in contravention of tho articles 
agreed upon between them, this had been perpotrated by n 
galley that had mutinied there, and he was powerless ta 
mete out the just punishment merited by these Portuguese, 
who, armed with a safe conduct, were robbing the ships of 
the Moors; for out of fear of being banished by him they 
would flee to his (the Hidalcilo’s) camp or headquarters, and 
there he felt sure they would be very well received by him ; 
yffind, indeed, it wm but a fow days ago that four Lascars had 
soiased upon a ship from Caiianor, and finding shelter in liia 
’ Ghaut, 
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laud, liG [AfoTiso DalbcKiuerque] could udt get at tlieii to ^ ^ 
punish them as they deserved, tlioroforo it were better (ho ■ 
thought) to leave them to rob the the Moors- shi pa. This 
ortifico which Afonso Dalboquerque invontod was so suOr 
cesafu), that no sooner had the ambassador arrived than the 
Hidalcao wrote letters to the Tanadars^ of all his lands 
to seize all the Poringueso they could lay their hands upon 
iu them, and seud them to him, avon if they were already 
marned and settled in the country; and when Afonso 
Palboquerqne was at Ormuz, these men wero earned away 
to Go:i and delivered up to the captuiii of tlio fortress. 

The true cause of this complaint made by the Ilidalcao 
was, that Afonso Dalbofjiierqno, irritated at his conduct in 
giving shelter in his kingdom to certain Portuguese of low ‘ 
degree, and treating thorn with groat hmiour and liberal 
entcrtaiuujoiit, .soutj a secret message to Duarte de Sousa, 
who was cruising off Dabul in a galley, as I have airc&dy . 
narrated, that, acting als fcliougli he had nuitinied, ho was to 
tak(> possession of all the ships of the Moors which might : 
put into that port, even if they carried tho Portuguese safo». 
oouduct ; and in order that certain Portuguese soldiers, who 
lind risen up in revolt on account of the groat inducemeuts 
which tho Hidalcao hiid held out to them, should not be 
tarnpevod wHtli, he ord(?n?d one of them to be arrested, who, 
according to infoimaiion, was going about declaring his 
intention of deserting to the Hidalcfto unless a certain 
grievanco which ho had were settled in hia favour ; and 
as this man was a clever workman and kuew' how to oast 
guns he was ordered td be hanged, the public crier on the 
occasion declaring that they are Ininging this man bec»ius^ 
he supposes that he is useful for some pmpose^V & 
meantime, Afonso Dalbbquerquo had arrax^ged beforeftkli^i 
privately with the Vicar of Goa to come before 
the clei'gy, and beg tliat the man's Hie mijgbt 
■ ■ 1 teToi.ii,p4aA;;^ 
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on the way to the plAce of exocation they turned him back 
tp prison, and the soldier, havingby this time repen tod of 
his intention, was ordered to bo released, and when tho 
ambassadors returned with the Hidalciio’s answer to all this, 
they found that Afonso Dalboqiierque was dead. 


CHAPTER XXIX. 

liovr 1). Garcia arrived at Goa with tlio vefiAci.^ which ho Imd eaiiftod to 
b« refitted at Coehiin ; and how tho great Afonso Pall'n.Mp.n.i-iinj 
made hiB .fleet ready to not sail, and sent away »Jorgo J)ali.'oqiioi(|uo 
to he caj^tain of Afal ica, and wliat happoued on the voyage. 

A few days after these ambassadors had set out, D. Garcia 
do Nonmha errived with the ships which ho had been keep- 
ing behind to repair at Cochim, and on his arrival the groat 
Aforiso Dnlboquerque immediately began to fit out his flioet, 

■ v^.Tid inasmncli as the King D. Manuel had laid great stress 
upon tho duty of leaving all inatttn‘3 relating to the protec- 
tion of any place, on the occaaioii of the governor leaving 
India to go to any other place, in such a condition that that 
place sbrndd be able to give a good aecoimt of itself if any 
cause of trouble should arise — (for to preserve what one baa 
gained i.s more important than to make new gains) — he 
busied himself about providing all rlio fortresses of India 
with men, artillery, and supplies, and everything else thaii 
was necessary, in profusion; and oommauded D. Garcia to 
make ready the fleet. 

diV ben this was done, he .summoned Jorge Dalboqnerqno 
tO ^Qpniie to him from Cochim, and dispatched him with a 
of four sail, carrying two hundred mou, and fill manner 
IlljiOunitions of war that could be required, to go as Captain 
to Malaca, arranging that Pero Masoarenhas was to return to 
Cochim and finish hia proper term of service,, and he con- 
AY. ^ ; . K 
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forred tbe Oaptaincj of Ooa upon D. Jofto D^jssa. Now as 
Afonso Dalboquer([ao liad made up his mind to pass the 
winter at Ormuz, intending? in the ensuing summer to go 
and captin e Adwrn and penetrate the straits of the Red Sea, 
he ordered that four galleys should be bnilt and sent on to 
hiin at Ormuz as soon as they were finished, fitted out with 
every thing that was needful for them. 

Just as they were now all ready to set sail, the Qamorim sent 
to ask permission tlmt he might despatch two ships to Adorn, 
but Afonso Dalboquerqno made an excuse for not granting 
permission by sa^'ing that it would be contrary to tlio agree- 
ment to which both parties had consented, and that ho him- 
self was now on the point of making a voyage to Adorn, and 
did not wish that these two sliips should go before him and 
acquaint the king of his coining. Notwithstanding all these 
reasons, and others which wore given, the C^lainorim became 
more urgent in his request, and when Afonso Dalboqnorqne 
perceived this, ho made a virtue of necessity and sent word 
to say that ho would be very happy to give them permission 
for what they desired, provided they did not carry pepper — 
seeing Ihiit they were going to a country liostilo to the King 
of I’oriugjil, his lord — and on condition that the merchants 
of Calicut should make for him, at their owm e.vpenso, two 
large galleys, and this ho desired so as to justify his excuses. 
Neverthele.sM the merchants, considering the great gain they 
would make by sending their merchandize to tlie straits, 
were Inqipy to make these galleys; and in order to get 
them made the more speedily, Diiarto Barbosa was left to 
be inaiiager of Che works, and a Portuguese carpenter, with 
a gang of nati^i^;4irliifioers were^efc to work upon them, for 
the intetition Afenso Dalboquerqno was, after his entry 
into the straita^bf the Red Sea, to convert all the fleet of 
India into gallej^ii 

Jorge Dalboqnerque, having now got his fleet in perfect 
readiness to set out, took leave of Afonso Dalboquerque, and 
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Bailed out of the harbour of Goa on a Saturday in the inorn- 
iog, and without any notable event taking place during the 
voyage, he arrived at Pace just at the moment when the 
king — who was a devoted adherent to the King of Portugal 
— was in readiness witli his army to give battle to a cor tain 
lord of the land wlio had risen up in rebellion against him. 
Tho king, learning the arrival of dovgo DVilboqiierfnio, sent 
immediately to pay him a visit, desiring him to take Iiis side 
ill tlio coming attack, for ho trusted with the lielp of i-bc 
Portuguese to gain a victory over his enemies. Jorgi' Dal- 
boquerquo sent word back to him that ho ivould servo him 
with a very good will, but it must be on condition that be 
was left alone with his rnoii to attack the enemy, for ho 
trusted in God’s mercy to give him vengeance on them, and 
the king must post himself on a lofty knoll with all his array, 
every man with a branch in his hand, for from that spot he 
wouiil see liow the Portuguese could fight. 

This having beoii thus arranged, Jorge Dalboquerque dis- 
ornbat krtd with all his fighting men, and proceeded to attack 
.the miorny, who wore posted in a low lying site, tho king and all 
his people lying behind them And he fell upon tliom with 
such an onslaught that they woio dispersed and put to flight, 
and an innumerable quantity of them slain. Tlien ho rallied 
his men at the harbour whore he had am.-liored the fleet. Tho 
king thoi’cupou commanded his soldiers to follow up after 
the flying onemy, while ho came down to see Jorge D.ilbo- 
querquo and gave? him gi*t?at thanks .'ind much jiraisc for thu 
achievement — for it was indeed one of tho great victories 
which were gained in tliose parts of the world, considering 
the small number of our men who wore engaged in it. 

Jorge Dalboquerqiio then took his leave of tho king, offer- 
ing to servo him whenever ho had need of his assistance, and 
proceeded to embark, and made his way straight to Malaca, 
and on his arrival ho took charge of tho fortress; and Puy tie 
Brito Patalim embarked in the same fleet and returned to 
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Iiulia, blit when lio reached Goa he found that the great 
Aforifco Daiboquerfjuo was de^d. Besides that Jorge Dal- 
boqiierque was a great Cavalier, he was so very conscientious 
a man tliat on the iirst voyage w'hich ho made to Malaca as 
captain ho took ten thousand crnzudoa, and on his second 
voyage of return he brought twelve and took ten [thousand] 
which is not done now I

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guese and seven hundred Malabars; and the King Dom 
Manuel had written to him year after year that it would be 
to his service if they entered tho Red Sea, and built a fortress 
in Adem, and tlmt very year he had written a letter to him 
wherein ho reminded him of the same duty ; and also tho 
King hfl.d signified to him how pleased ho would bo if the 
aflaii’8 of Ormuz were set on a proper footing; and that he 
had it for certain intelligence that the King of Ormuz, alTber 
the death of Cogcatar, had accepted tho cap and prayer of 
the Xoquo Ismael, which was a beginning of his coming in 
time to be lord of the kingdom, and this Nicohio Ferreira, 
his ambassadoj’, who was there present, knew better than ho 
did. And, ho continued, inasmuch as tlie King D. Manuel 
liad written to him in a pres.sing manner upon these two 
points, he, on his part, desired to gatlier from thorn, which 
of tho two enterprises would be mo.st to the service of the 
country for tho fleet to undertake, whether in fact to peno- 
trnto into the Red Sea and build a fortress in Adem, or to 
make sure of Ormuz in such a manner that tlu? Xeque could 
iiot possibly maintain his footing in it. 

AVhon Afon.so Dalboquerque had thus made an end of 
sotting all these thiugs before the meeting, there arose 
differcmciis of opinion between the parties; for some thought 
it ji better policy to penetrate into the straits [of the Red 
Sea] and to erect a fortress in Adorn, while others thought 
it better to finish tho fortress of Ormuz, w^hich had already 
lecn commenced. And in order to avoid these differences, 
Af'oiKso Dalboquerque desired, before any determination was 
aiTivcd at, to learn the opinion of Nicolao Ferreira, who de- 
clared that tho King of Ormnz, his lord, who had sent him 
as ambasfiador to tho King of Portugal was dead, and the 
present governor was a native of Persia, va.ssal of the Xeque 
Ismael, liaving under his command within the City of Ormuz 
seven or eight nephews who ordered everything, and these 
had it in their power, whenever they thought fit, to put tho 
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reigning king to death (just as indeed they had served the 
late king, hU lord), and to deliver over the kingdom to the 
Xeque lainaolj and when once the Xequo was in possession 
it would bo a difficult matter to piit him out; therefore as 
this affair was in so serious a situation it was his opinion 
that the tleet ought rather to go to Ormuz and inako snro of 
it, for by so doing the service of the King of Portugal would 
1)0 belter advanced. 

W'hen Xicohio Ferreira had made an end of expressing his 
opinion, -A.fonso Dalboquerqiio declared that ho on his part 
had no doubt that the shutting up of I ho straits was fho 
most important undertaking ilmt. could be perforujod 
throughout the whole of India, followed by tlie destrnC" 
tiou of the Grand Sultan and the teinplo of ^leca, ii' a 
fortress were built in it; but this [n’oject must be put off 
until a time when the necossitios of India were not so im- 
perative as to compel the l^rtiiguese to change their policy; 
and reinforcements could not be got from the rnother count y 
under two years^ tiruo. And, apart from this, the thing 
which, moi ‘0 than Muy otiun*, compelled him !:o 1)0 on the 
alert to perform his obligations, was the information that 
the King of Ormuz had accepted the cap of the Xequo 
Ismael and his prayer, and that Roys Nordim/ his governor, 
was a Porsittn by birtli, a covetous old man in whose power 
all the treasure and property of the king lay, — liaving as lie 
had, on his side many sous, and also when lio r>!).served 
the ambassadors of the Xequo Ismael, who were continually 
traversing India, and the affairs which they wore beginning 
to transact with the kings and lords of that country, and the 
presents which he used to send them, for it was owing to 
these proceedings and for many other reasons which lio 
would not ineiitioii on that occasioii, that in his opinion they 
ought to doterniino to go and make a final settlement of the 
affair of Ormuz, for in that city they would gain large sums

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to pay their neoosaary expenses, and a set-off for the men's 
wages, and wlieu this wore once earned out to a successful 
issue, from that time forward ho would get more ease and 
opportunity for pojietrating the Rod Sea and destroying the 
fleet of the Sultan, and temple of M6oa, 

And inaamucli as the rest of the captains were of tho 
same opinion, Afonso Dalboquerquo ordered a formal docu- 
ment of assent to be drawn up, which was signed by every 
one ; and after J oilo Dcssa, captain of the city [of Goa] had 
taken lus leave, on the following day, which was Ash Wednes- 
day, the twenty 'first of tho said irionth of Ftibruary, Afonso 
Dalboquorque set sail with all his fleet, and on tho day [of 
tho Annunciation] of Our Lady in ^Inrch, they were over 
against Curiato^ and there they fouiid a fleet belonging to 
tho King of Ormur., wliich was cruising about to guard the 
coast ol tho Nautaques, and this, when it perceived ouv fleet, 
stood otfini tlio other tack. But Afonso Dalboquerquo hept 
on his conr.sjo direct to Mascato- and cast anchor there, to 
take in supplies and water. The rulers of the land, when 
they saw oui fleet, remembered the lesson they had learned® 
and came down ut once to pay him o visit, with a line pre- 
sent. He a.sked them for news from Ormuz, and they told 
him that about a month or tw'O back, Reys Hamed, a Persian 
Moor, no'phew of Keys Nordiin, who was governor of tho 
kingdom, had risen up in rebellion, and seized the fortress 
and the king's palace, and made the king a prisoner, together 
with Roys Nordim and his sons, and, was now in absolute 
possession of the land ; and that certain letters w’hich had 
reached that port, had come already under seal of the new 
ruler, who had in Ormuz five hnudred Persian archers and 
his throe brothers as well; and as for nephews and cousins- 
geniiun there would be in Ormuz as many us five-nnd-twenty 
fainiiios, whom he had caused to come and live there from

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Persia. At this news which the rnlers gave him, Afonso 
Dalboquorquo became somewhat disconcerted, because it 
seemed to him that the affairs of Ormuz were not so easy to 
arrange as ho had thought, particularly when ho bore in 
mind ho had written to the King D. AIuuuol that he would 
take in hand and finish the uffair.s of Ormuz, for it was now 
like to be lost if ho did not hasten up and save the city. 


CHArTEii xrii 

How thu ^reat Afouso DaHicxpienpie sot o*at from SJusoato ami 
reaoiiod Ovmuj: ; and of tho n.vssages which ho wot U* the king', 
and vE the rest which took piano. 

A fter the groat Afonso Dalboquerquc had been informed 
by the Hillers of Masr-atc of idi tliose ntfiirs which I have 
luentionod, he ordered that some pieces of stuF which be 
had brought with him should be given to them, a d having 
taken in water and supplies, he touk his leave of ..horn ajid 
sailed away direct to Ormuz without touching at any other 
place. On arrival ho ordered that a salute shouh. be fired 
in honour of the city, with ail the artillery. Rey.3 Hamod 
became so alarmed at tlio sight of the fleet and tiio soldiers 
on board the shipping, that ho lost no time in sending 
Hncetn Ale to pay, a formal visit, on the part of the king, 
with a present of provisions ; and in company with, this p». r- 
sonage caruo Miguel rerreira, whom Afonso Dalboquerquo 
had sent a.s ambassador to the Xeque Ismael, as I have 
already related. This Miguel had been staying there for 
some days, as wcdl as an ambassador of tho Xeque Ismael, 
who had accompanied him, waiting for favourablo weather 
to make the passage to India ; and after Miguel Ferreira 
had given a detailed account of his journey, Afonso Dalbo- 
qiierquo asked him how aftairs were going on at Ormuz, and 
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he corroborated all that the Gorernor of Mascate had told 
him, and that lieya Hamed, as soon as he caught sight of 
the Portuguese ships in the harbour, had given the king 
more liberty and set free Reys Nordirn and his sons from 
the prison in which they had been confined by his orders ; 
and that only a few days back there bad arrived at Ormuz 
Abiviljein Deque, one of the principal captains of the Xeque 
Tsmaol, accornpiinied by six or seven serving men, leaving 
the rest of bis party and his horses on the other side of the 
land; and on enquiring of the ambassador of the Xoque 
Ismael wherefore this his captain had come, he had declared 
that it >vas with the intention of sending from that port a 
messenger with twenty horses and some letters to the king 
of Camli.iv. 

Afonso Dalboqnercjiio stored up in his memory this art- 
fully planned arrival of Abrahem Deque. Like a prudent 
coniniaridor lie ^vas not careless of what it behoved him to 
perform, ' iit scut orders secretly to k»3ep guard all round 
the Isliuu with the galleys and brigantines which he had in 
the lieot, *ii order lliat no stranger should get into Ormuz, 
and ho told Mignol Ferreira to return to shore and stay 
with tivo XcMpie Ismaers ambassador, until he should send 
him word what he was to do. Having thus dismissed Mig- 
uel Ferreira, Afonso Dalboquerqiio called for Haceni Alo and 
scut him to tho shore, accompanied by Duarte V^uz, a servant 
of the King D, Manuel, very well conversant with tho native 
toogne, bearing a message to the king and to Keys Nordim, 
w'horein there? was no mention of Reys Hamed. Duarte Vaz 
had an interview with the king, and declared to him, on the 
part of Afonso Dalboquerque, that tho ambassador, whom 
Ring Ceifadim, his brother, had sent to the King of Por- 
tugal, was there with the Portuguese, bearing letters and a 
reply to h;s mission; but inasmuch as ho had returned to the 
religion in which he had been brought up, and had arrived 
only to find the king and Cogeatar dead who had formerly 
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sent him, he dared not conio to land unless they first sent 
tho son or nephew of Roys Nordim to him to remain in his 
hands a.a a hostage, and then ho would send him liis am- 
bassador to give him the message with which he was 
charged ; and he hoped to bo excused for asking for host- 
ages, because the King of Portugal, his lord, had so ordered 
him to act j and also, in order to avoid trouble he had com- 
inanded a watch to ho set upon tho island, so that no iirmed 
force might got into the city; and thcroforo ho desired that 
this fact luight bo announced by public crier, because every 
fighting man who was found there without permission would 
b(3 pat to death by decapitation, and this he had done lor 
the good and quiet of tho land ; and as for the other things 
wdiich ho had to discuss with him, he would send word about 
these after lie had received the niossago which tho ambas- 
sador had brouglit foj* him from tho king, his lord. 

The king replied to Duarte Vaz, that ho W’as greatly 
delig!ite<l with the return of his ambassador, but as for the 
matrs having turned Christian without perruission, ho could 
ijot pronounce any opinion until he Ijad cnusultod with his 
governors, but ho w'ould send them without delay an answer 
of what they dccidi?d about it; and on the next day ho sent 
one of the sons of Roys Nordiin, a youth, as a. hostage to the 
ship ; and when the youth had arrived, Afonso Duibequor- 
quo sent iSdcolAo Ferreira, with a very imposing company, 
and Pero Dalpoiuii, secretary for India, with him, and Alex^ 
andor de Ataido, tho interpreter; and when Mieoliio Ferreira 
had gone through tlie ceremony of giving tho king tho letters 
which he brouglit, and the reply of Portugal to the mission, 
he returned to the ship. During the space of time which 
the youth was awaiting tho return of Kicolivo Ferreira, 
Afonso Dalboquerque asked him how tho athur of Keys 
fiamed was progressing. The boy was so dispirited, and 
in so great a fright, that ho did not dare to say a word ; and 
seeing him thus so terrified, Afonso Dalboquerque would 
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♦not hold any further cominuiueation with him, but sent him 
ofl* as soon as Nicol&o Ferreira I'eturned. 

After Pero Dalpoeiu and Nicol&o Ferreira had related all 
that had passed, Afonso Dalboquorquo asked them about 
Iteys Humod, what sort of a man ho was. They told him 
he was a man of fair coraplexionj a young man of about 
thirty years of ago, of good carriage, and a noble presence, 
and accounted io bo a man of strength of mind, and a great 
lover of military things, and he always stood (they said) 
close beside the king’s chair, holding a short sword, with one 
hand placod on his dagger, and that the king would never 
answer any more tluio what this man told him. Afonso Dal- 
boqmirqae, v,’ho would not brook delay, and knew that Ileys 
Hamed was dotriniinod to defend Ormuz, ordered the 
ca]>taiii.s to be surnmoned to his shij), and declared to them 
that inasmuch as the .King of Ormuz, by the letter which 
the King D. Manuel had written, Iiad sceA his determination 
to set to vvoj’k at ouco to grapple with the ailhirs of Ornmz 
while they were yet in a. pretty simple condition, let them 
therefore toll him Imw or in wliat way ]\o should make a 
beginning with the king. And after discussing first one 
tiling and then another, for some time, D. Garcia at length 
declared in the nainc of thorn all, that there really was no 
need of saying anything in the matter, for since the fortress 
which had been loft after its commeucemont was still lying 
in the same condition there, and in the whole of the city 
there was not any other position more suitable than it was 
h»r the king’s service; therefore one ought to claim to bo 
all«)wed to comploto it, rather than undertake other new 
entev})visc3, for they would Jake a long time to aclneve ; and 
thoroforo he ought to send and beg the king to grunt a 
lodgiiig-placc, ill the city, for the captains and men needed 
to be left on shore, to bo a guard for the workmen who 
would 1)0 told off to perform the w'ork. 

The captains therefore, having com© to this determination, 
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Afoniso Dalboquerque sent Diogo Fernandez de Bdja, Pero 
Dalpoem, tho seci'otarjr, and Alexandre do Atafde, the 
interpreter, to sliore, to tell the king that ho vvoidd ho 
pleased to parley with his governors, in order to arrango 
certain matters which would redound to his service ; there- 
fore be begged him of his goodness to order these governors 
to make their way to a parley vvith him, carrying with them 
tho text of tho contract which had been originally made ^Yith 
King Ceifadiiii and Cogoidar, for h<j was desirous of taking 
his part. When this message had been delivered to tho 
king, Jloys Nordim replied in the king’s nvamo — for Ileys 
Hamed was so proud that lie never would Jiold any C(»n ver- 
nation with, nor receive any message from, Afonso Dalbo- 
v|uei'(]ne — that the King of Orimi/ considered himself to be, 
as it were, the son of the King of Poriijgnl, and fch.o city and 
all tho rest of his kingdom to he in his hands, and ho would 
do everything he desired; bnt that it would bo necessary Lo 
give an account of this policy to his governors, which he 
would do thfit v'ory night. And on the morrow morning lie 
would send tho answer to Afonso Dalboqiierqne. And when 
morning came, Hacern Alo came otf to Afonso Dulboquer- 
qlJe^s ship, and in the presence of all the captains declared 
to him that tho king had discussed witli his govoimors what 
answer should l.»o scut to the Portuguese terms, and in truth 
he desired to show him all tlm service he could, and espe- 
cially that which tho King of Portugal bful ordered him to 
do; and ho was aw'aro that to ask for the. surrender of tho 
fortress which had by this time been incorporate<i with tho 
[king’s] houses, was certainly forcing him to udlioro sti'ictly 
to the agreement which lie had made, hnt ncvertludcss he 
must beg him earnestly of his goodness to let iiim keep it, 
and he would give him any other site he should select on 
which to make another fortress?, and for this end there was 
no need of making any formal contract. 

Afonso Dalboquerque and the captains, after holding some 
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conversation upon this matter, agreed that they would waive 
the rlaim to tho fortress, on condition that the king would 
give them as hostages for the performance of bis promises 
two of the sons of Revs Nordim ; and with these terras of 
reply Afonso Dalboquorqne sent to shore Pero Palpoem, 
Manoel da Costa, and Alexander de Atnide, interpreter, who 
alwa^'s arcompanied the parties sent with messages. The 
king replied that in order to comply with the demand of 
Afonso Dalboquerque for hostages, it would be necessary 
in the first case to know the place wlioreoh he desired to 
build Iho now fortress ; and with them came Hacem 'Ale 
to’learn the intentions of Afonso Dalboquerque, and he told 
him, speaking .somewhat angrily, to declare to the king and 
his governors that he could not understand their way of con- 
ducting business, for they had sent word to say that if the 
fortress were .siitforod to remain in tho king’s possession, 
they would give him any other site that lie chose, and tlien, 
when iio asks for hostages to ensure the performauce of thi;j 
condition, the reply is made that he must first specify the 
position of the place, and then the hostages would be given ; 
therefore let him toll the king that ho had made a contract 
with his brother and ivitli Cogeatar, his governor, and ac- 
cording to tho tej'ms of it he intended to -stand ; therefore 
let hiin send Roys Nordim to discuss matters with them, and 
bring the tc,:t of tho contract with him, as he intended to 
carry it out to the very letter; for ho did not want his 
houses nor his mosque, but only that which had been begun 
at tlie cost of the King D.Manuel, his lord ; and he might rest 
certain that if this wore not surrendered ho would destroy 
Ormuz, and on this issue he and all the Portuguese who 
were tliere wore prepared to risk their lives. 






CHAPTEE XXXII. 

How the King of Ormuz sent Rey:i Nordim to parley with the great 
Afonso Dalboquerque concerning the sar render of the fortress : and 
of what took place about this matter. * 

Uaceiii Alo reached the shore, and related to the king and 
his governors all that had passed with the great Afonso 
Dalboquerque, and the reply which he had received, wliere- 
with the king and all of them wore rnucli astcaishod, wdion 
they perceived the determination of tlie Portugue.se. And 
the king lost no time in sending Ilacem Alo back again with 
a mess?igo, begging him not to bn angry, fur ho would send 
Ileys Nordim,his governor, immediately, to consult with him, 
and would agree to everything in accordance with the vvishes 
of his lordsliii) ; but as Peys Nordim was an old man and 
subject to gout, and would bo unable to get up into the ship, 
lie would desfrn him of Ips goodness to be pleased to corao 
and see him in a galley, and send some Portuguese hostages 
to remain on shore. 

On tlie following day, therefore, in the morning, Afonso 
Dalboqucrqiio embarked on board the great galley, Captain 
Silvestre Gor(^o, accompanied by all the captains, and stood 
close into shore, and ordered Lopo Vaz de Sarnpayo, Siiiiao 
de Aiulrado, Aires da Silva, Pero Dalboquerque, Duarte do 
Mclo, and Vasco Fernandez Coutinlio, to take their boats to 
shore and convey Roys Nordim to the galley, taking wdlh 
them Diogo Fernandez do Bdja, who had been selected to 
remain behind as a hostage. When the captain reached land, 
Diogo Fernandez was delivered up to a captain of the King 
of Ormuz, and Keys Nordim went up into the boat which 
Lopo Vaz de Sarnpayo had brought, and with him went Keys 
Mudafar, brother of Keys Hamed, arid two servants of Roys 
Nordim, and thus they went altogether to the galley, where 
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Afonso Dalboqiieniue was, and when he caught sight of Beys 
Nordirn he embraced him and shewed him great favour, and 
after Ihey Ixad been seated, they conversed for a while upon 
the matters wliich had taken place on the first occasion of 
his visit to Ormuz. 

Whoa thi.s talk was ov?r, Beys Nordim asked him if there 
must nc('ds be a king in Ormuz ? Afonso Dalboqnerque re- 
plied in the affirmative, and added that tlxo king must also 
be in obi dience to the King D. Mavniel, his lord, and adhere 
to the treaty which he had made. Ileys Nordim thereupon 
told him that the king, wdio looked upon him as a father, as 
it were, had sent a message asking him to waive his claim 
to that building which had been erected close to the palace, 
and in oj’dtu* to show him consideration he had granted this 
request. Yet, because the additional materials necessary for 
the construction of anotlier would be troublesome to collect 
in wso short a time as he wished, therefore the king would be 
pleased, after all, to surreuder him his fortress which had 
been commenced, and that he might finish it in a. short space 
of time, for Ormuz, and all the kingdom bolotigod to the 
King of fku'tugal. And tlius each of them in this businosa 
used this sort of diplomatic action, for Boys Nordim, being 
alanned at Afonso Jhilboqnerquc’s demand for the hospital, 
wliieh was a building of great veneration among them, pre- 
ferred to give up the fortress which had been commenced, 
rather than tlie hostages whiclj they demanded. And Afornso 
Dalboquorquc in like manner demanded the hospital in order 
to compel tliein to givo up the fortress ; Ibr it was situated 
in th^? be.it position in the city, and looked towards two of 
the principal harbours, the one on the east and the other on. 
the west And after having agrood upon this point, Beys 
Nordim told liim that the King of Portugal, in the reply to 
tho letters of the mission from Ormuz, had left everything 
to tho rortugucse commander j therefore he begged him of 
his goodness, as this was so, that he would swear in the 
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name oF tbe King of Portugal to keep the coiitraot wliicli iio 
had made, and he on his part would also swear t ) ni.iiiitain 
it in the name of the King of Orniu/i. Then A fonso Dnlbo- 
quorque laid his hand on a book, and swore to peulbnn 
everything that was rnentionod in the contract, and Eovs 
Nordim took out another from his breast, a little one, v/ritten 
in Arabic* letters, gilded on the top, arid in his king's iiamo 
he swore to be always in obodionco to the King of Portugal 
and Ills governors. 

VV''heii tlio taking of these oaths vvas over, A fonso Dal bo* 
querque ordered that a rolm (cabuluj of brocade, wilii gohl 
buttons, and a spray of very large beads of gold, should be 
given to Keys Nordirn, and to Keys Mudafar another of 
crinnson satin with gold buttons, nii'l througli Nicolao For- 
leira he fient to the king a very ricli collar of goM and 
oncinel, begging his pardon very oorncsfly for not sending 
so valuable a jircseut as his r<»yal personage really deserved. 
And he made a gift to ilaconi Ale of fifty crin;(h<.lo,Sf niid five 
ells (mvadvs) of scarlet .sfnlV; and ho told Peys Kordini to 
Mcqniint tlio king that lie begged liin’ earnestly of his good' 
ness to give orders inimodi.'itoly to close up the- door of the 
fortress .which led into the palace, and to open out anotlier 
which iod to the shore, and to grant him lodgings in the 
city for his people until the completion of the fortvriss ; nncl 
as sign of peace and friendship lot him command that a Ilug 
should bo run up over his palace, which ho tliero and then 
delivered to him, bearing the arms of Portugal, that it might 
be known to every one that it wau in obedience to the King 
of Portugal. 

Keys Nordim told him that all he wished should bo carried 
out, and desired him to give a safe-conduct in order that 
the Moons might come from the mainland with provisions 
and merchandise to the city ; and this he granted them on 
condition that there should not come in company with them 
any fighting men, for if such should be found he would not

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sparo the life of a sinj^le one of thorn ; and as Reys Nordim 
was taking his leave, Afonso Dalboqnerqiie was desirous of 
enquiring aftor the affairs of Beys Hainod, how his inti-iguo 
was progressing, but he had no opportunity, for Roys Mnd- 
afar would never give him the opportunity of speaking 
to him privalely. '.riien Roys Nordim returned to shore, 
iieecmip.'iniod by all the captains, in tlio samo way as he had 
come, and Diogo Fernandez roturnod to tJio Portuguese 
ships. Ainl the king immediately commandt^d his people to 
fly the rortugne.so flag from the loftiest pinnacle of hivS 
palace; and when those on board the ilcet caught sight of 
it tlu?y fired off’ a salute of all tlie artillery. 

When Re vs Nordim had made an end of giving the king 
an account iif what liad passed with Afonso Dalboqncrqiio, 
the king oi'dered that the gate of the fortress wliich corn- 
innnioated with the palace should bo closed, and that the 
other which led to the strand should bo opened. And as 
soon as this had been carried out ho stmt word to Afonso 
Dalhoquerquc that tho gate of the ibrti'ess was now open, 
therefore lie might tak'> posse.ssion of it whoriover he chose. 
The]! .\fonso IViboqnerqne ordered 1). A K aro do Castro 
and I.opo do Azevedo, with tho train- bands., to go and take 
possession of tin' fortres.s ; and this took place on Palm 
Sniiday. tho last day of tho month of March, ^ in the year 
one ilioasand five liiiiulrcd and fifteen, with great demon- 
sf.ratior. of joy and a grand discharge of artillery. And when 
niglib foil, Afonso Dalbnquorque, accorniianied by D. Gatoia, 
his nephew, and certain of the captains, proceeded to in.spect 
the fortress, and at the entrance of the gate he fell down on 
. ;iskncc'.s, and shedding nlany tcar.s gave thanks to Our Lord 
for having given him his house without war and without loss 
of his men ; and on the following day he commanded them 
to make a palisading of fasciues filled with earth, along tho 
beach, and between them to arrange the artillery ; and he 
1 Palm Smulay Ml on tho lat of April in a.d. 1516. 
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placed within the palisading certain wooden huts, in order 
that the gunners and the working parties and sonic men of 
the train-bands might witlidraw into tlieru for shelter. And 
when this was all settled, after the lapso. of a few days, 
Afonso I)albo(|uer(.|ue caino and lodged in the kcc])/ whieli 
was half finished, and ordered tliat the train-bands should 
be lodged in the hospital.

Ihat Revs Ibiined, Ins nephew, w.as a .-tnally in possess;. .»n oi’ 
the kings jiMlace, and of all his treasures, and held the king 
himself as « it were in captivity; therefore he bogged him 
oarnest.ly to send word secretly as to the exact conditioti In 
which affairs stood. .Iley.s Kordim, although out of lear of 
liis nephew lie dared not open his inontli, nevertheless, 
being, as it were, disconcerted at having Ins honour involved 
ill the question, sent W'ord to Afonso Dalboqiicrque, that 
after King Ceifadini was dead he had set up this king wlio 
was now reigning, and out of a dc.sire for lIjo i-alVly of his 
estate ho had placed over all the palace, from tlm gutiss in- 
\vards, his iicpheiv Keys llarned and his two brothers ; and 
because he was left, as it wore, chivf of tlio Iiousehuld of tlie 
late king, after the death of (Jogeutar, he was carrying on 
the government, for the present king was but a youth; and 
after one year had elapsed since he had come to power, 
‘ Ton't th nii'iiiiifffw. 
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Keys Httuiod had begged the king to bestow on him the 
post of the government which had been hold by Cogeatar, 
as well as his houses which he used to inhabit; and the king 
}iad put him off several times, commanding him, in order to 
divert his mind from this object, to make ready certain 
atidaioHi or watch boats, for it was his intention to send 
him out as captain of them, against the Nantaques ; and 
after they were ready the king bad paid the crews who wei'O 
to go with him a month’s wages beforehand, and then caused 
him to embark, but Keys Hamed, after going to sea, had 
disembarked, and roturnod wdth greater pride than ever 
to the kiug^s palace; and one night, when it w’as raining, 
with the connivance of his brothers, who had their apart- 
ments within tho palace, ho effected an ontranco wdth the 
crews, and penetrated to fhe very Ijcdchamber where th (3 
king was sleeping with his wife, and catching hold of him 
by the liaud, had diawn out a dagger, calling out and 
asking him if ho rooogni.s(3d at length that he was in his 
powei*, and ho could kill him. 

The king, perceiving his enemy standing over him, in 
fear of his life, threw’’ himself at his foot and begged him 
not to kill him, for lie would do whatever ho liked ; and 
Ihoreupon Revs Hamed had got power over all his honso- 
hold and his treasures, and being countenaiicod and as- 
sisted iu this enfei'priso by his brothers, he had got him 
and his sons completely in his pow'or ; and on the samo day 
tliat his lordship (Afonso Dalboquerque) had reached tho 
hfirboiir ho liad let the king go free, as indeed lie could not 
resist doing, for he was in bed very ill v/ith au attack of 
gout; but ihfit Keys Ilamod, when once, lie had got tho 
king under liis power, had never more let him go, carrying 
him about like a prisoner, uot even allowing him to speak 
with any one except in his own presence, which caused the 
captive king groat sorrow, for ho was unable to give away 
-anything to any one out of his own property, seeing that 
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Revs Hamed had the keys of all liis treasury, only allowing 
him a hundred .rmi/m.*? yearly, and spending all the rest just 
aa he liked ; and thus it waa that the king vraa no longer 
in possession of his own kingdom, and he himsel{'ojit of tho 
government, and Keys Hamed lord of all. 

Alexandre do Ataide repaired with tliis account to Afonso 
Dalboquerqno, who became very much alarmed at the in- 
telligence (for he had loft Roys Nordim acting in concert 
with tho late king), and sending back tho messenger at 
once, he ordered him to declare to tlie king that tho ainbas- 
BJidor of the Xoqno Ismaol had sent to liirn to sa^ that 
lie wished to pay him (Afonso) a visit, but l)i?tbre liaving an 
aiiilionce with him it would bo necessary for him to speak 
v.ith Revs Nordim, and therefore ho begged him of his 
goodness that he would come and converse with him there 
in the fortress; and ho ordered Antonio Raposo, Nunc 
Martinz Raposo,. uud Fero Dalpoem, secretary, to go and 
bring him, and thus he oamo, accompanied by all tlic mer- 
chants and principal niuii of tho land, and iu his company 
carno also Roys M udafar, brother of Keys Harned. 

Afonso Dfilboqiierqiie showed every one great lionour and 
courtesy, and administered to (?ach one the oath that they 
would always remain faithful vaSsSals of the King of Ormuz, 
and if it were needful to spend their foi tunes and even their 
lives for hia service, that they would do so; end so. also, he 
made them swear tliat they would nut recognise as governor 
on the part of the king and kingdom any other person than 
Rays Nordim, to wliom he had delivered tho government of 
the other king who had ju.st lately died ; and ho said that 
ill like manner he,^oo, would swear to keep and maintain 
thorn in justice, and to defend the king from his enemies ; 
and the same oath he administered to Roys Mudafar, that he 
would not bo obedient to the commands of any other 
governor of tho land than the king, unless it wore to Roys 
Nordim ; and for all that he desired to evade the taking of 
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i]\\> outli, yet iiol withsinmliiij? nt lust he pcrforraod that 
'ivhicli Afonso J )olbo(ii]evqno coiiiinaTultHl him to do. .. 

When this wus conoludod, lie;! s Nordiin depar- 

ture, ami jnsi as ho wus on the point of leaving, Afonso 
DuIboqiitM’qJU' drew him aside, by himself, to ’the far end of 
tile house, wiili the seeretary and Alexandre de Afuide, the 
intorpretor, and tliere Keys Nordirn told him the same 
which ho hud already sent him word about, and begged him 
earnestly of his goodness to honour Ids white' hairs and not 
pei’init that at Hie close (d’ his old ago ho should be vexed 
find deprived of his iiononrable position, for ho had always 
liuon loyal to the King Ceifadiin, his lord, and to this one 
with wiioin iio wos now jiving. Afonso Dalboqnorque bado 
liim not to bo troubled, fur ho would promise him ho would 
very (|iiickly put Itcy'^ Ibinn^d out of Ormuz, and the king 
sliould beeiun(‘ free again, and he himself Li p(>ssossion of 
all his honour which he had always enjoyed hitherto. 


CIIAITMR XXXIV. 

liiU.- tlio of tin' X*'<|’n* Isiuacl went to j.fi^ a visit to tlio 

Afu'ifcio l)iii5oqui.‘r<iU«' ; luiil ot tliu ivcvptioii vvliich In* inrt 
v, ith : and of tbo whivli t^'ok place ilii rrafter. 

Alter the great Afuiiso f.)al])oquer<jue had been properly 
I’stablished in imr fortress, the uinbassudor of tlie Xer[uo 
Ismael sent word to him, through Miguel Ferreira, that ho 
(h'sired to come and deliver the message which he had 
brought to him from his lord. 

AlVinso Oaiboquerque sent back word tq say to him that 
he could net sec him on thiit day, for he hod certain busi- 
ness that must bo rlispatclied, but on the following day he 
would attend to his wishes. Then ho gavo immediate 
orders to make ready, in front of tho fortress (which led 
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directly on to one of the principal streets of the city), a lair^t 3 
platform of timber with threo stages, aircarpeted over witli 
carpets, and adorned round about with quantities of clolh 
stuff and a canopy of brociulo, and some cushions of green 
velvet placed on the platfonii, and two ohairs of the same 
colour, frirfgod with gold. 

And ho ordered the captains of tlie train-bands to mako 

ready their men, wilh tlioir arms, all in good order to tlio 

number of about six hundred men — and tiio crossbow-men 
and rnnsqncteers, and to draw up all this body of men along 
the beach; aiul he enlc-red all I ho other soldiers, carrying 
lances and targos, that they also .slnai'd bo there drawn up 
in order at a clostjr range to the phitfurm, in such wise thut 
ihey formed a very long passage ; and beside tliis body of 
men Avhom ho had all. thus drawn np in array, tln^re were 
many otlier laalie.s of men n lio went al)ont disbanded, and 
nil the populace of ()rmu/--a womlcvfnl sight to boln.dd. 
And jd1 the r’aptains, Ihdalgoes, and sorvanls of tlio kintf 
had to bo present on tlic p]aitoi iu with Afonso llall'Muquorfjne, 
very smarl ly attio'tl and accompanied by the pages, who 
cn.i*ried fheir arms. 

Ail being, lhev(‘foje, arranged in this manner, on the fol- 
lowing d iy, affer partaking of .sojno food, Afoicu Dalbo- 
qiierque sent D. Garcia fle Noj'onha, his iieplnwv, with all 
the captains, Fiiirdgoes, .and cavaliers to go for the ambas- 
sador and bring him to him. The King of Ormuz was 
standing at a window of liis palace which looked out on tlio 
.sea-front, with all his governors, witnessing this friumphal 
ceremony; and when IJorn Garcia arrivod at the place 
where the arnbas.sador was lodged, ln.‘ .sliowod them great 
courtesy, a.s wa,s right should be shown to tlie ambassador 
of so great a prince, and tlien they began to form a proces- 
sion in the following order. 

In front of all came two Moors on horseback, limiters who 
used trained ounces, or panthers, each one with hi.s ounce 
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on llie cnippur; and after them came horses in single file, 
saddled with tiieir saddle-cloths of great richness, and head- 
gear of steel Slid caparisons of mail on their flanks; and 
bfiiiud these, twelve mounted Moors richly attired, carrying 
golden jewi'llery, pieces of silk stuff, and brocade in silver 
washliaiid basins; and immediately after tht?se the trum- 
peters of Afonso Dalboquerqne, and people playing drums, 
and all the captains and Fidalgoes following them in ordc7r, 
one row on one side and one on the other; and last (»f all 
came D. Garcia with tlie ambassador, and in this order they 
reached the place where Afonso Dalboquerque was waiting 
for them. 

Onr fleet, whicli w'as all bedecked with flags, as soon ns 
the arnbassfnlor reached the fortress, fired olf a salutf) of all 
the gnns, and it seomod a.s if the whole world had blown 
up; and as he wont up the last step of the plutfoinn, Afon.'so 
j)idboquer(]n(3 rose up from the chair on which he was seated 
and wont I'orward two or three steps. Then vho ambas- 
sador made a courteous salutation according to his native 
iushiori, and gave.* him a letter from the Xerpie Ismael for 
the King of Fori ugrd, and z\f(>nso Dulboqiierqiie took it, cap 
in hand, and he remained thirs uncovered as long as lie held 
it ; and In* gave him one in reinrn for himself, which Afoirso 
Dalboqueniue handed over to Pero Dalpoem, secretary, who 
wa.s standing close beside him. Jfaving by this time made 
an end of giving liim the letters, with some words which he 
modo liim, lu^ prc.'«ented him the gift which lie brought, of 
wliich I do not here make mention, for I have already given 
an accouut of what it consisted. 

Afonso Dalijoquerquo received the present with great de- 
monstration of plea.snro and satisfaction, and, after giving 
orders for it to be gathered together, he stood in conversa- 
tion for a little space with the ambassador, inquiring of him 
about tlie Xeque Ismael, how he was, and where he was 
staying, and how he himself had borne the fatigues of the ' 
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jouruoy. And when* this interview was over, Afonso Dalbo- 
qaerque bade him go and recruit himself and ho would 
talk with him more at length on a rnture day. T). (Tarcia de 
JSordnha then conducted 1dm hack again to liia honso with 
tho same cc /oniony as that which had been observed at his 
coming, and there Afonso Dalboqnorquri ordered that he 
should be supplied in plentiful abundmico with everything 
that he or his party required for their maintenance. 

Two days afterwards, Afonso Dulboqnorqne ordered that 
tlie ambassador .slioald be sinnnionod before Id rn, arid in tho 
conversation which t<jok place between them ho dtsclarod the 
desire of the Xequo Ismael to become personally acquainted 
with and be in close friendship with tho King of Portugal, 
and of utility to his lonlsldp ; and off ’rod Ids great thanks 
for the outortairimont and good treatment widch lii.s iimbas- 
sadors Innl received at tlu’ hands of the Portugiu'se in India, 
offering him certain places in Ids kingdom, if he wonM be 
pleased to accept them, and that lie woidd be happy to make 
him a lord therein on acconnt of tho fame of his personal 
character which liad reached him. 

When this iiiUnwien was over, thc! ambassador laid boforu 
1dm four peiiits which' ho brought In the iiistriiclioii.s of hl'^ 
inission. 

^riie first was that the dues winch were levied upon the 
inercliandiso coming from Persia to Ormuz shonld belong to 
the Xeqiio Lsmuel. 

The second, that shipping shonld be supplied for the pas- 
sage of his people to the land of Arabia, which is on the 
coast whereon lies Barend and Catife.-

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Tlic tliinl, that he would assist the Xeqne, with his Beet, 
to capture a. place called Gnardnrd;^ for the King of Ma- 
canun/- In's vassal, had risen up in rebellion against him and 
seized ih. This (Jnardard lies botweoii J.)iolioitKkr^ and the 
land of Jasqne,* which forma part of the kingdo-"" of Ormuz, 
where the Nautaques for the 7nost part of the year make 
til oil’ refuge, and from that place prey upon the ships which 
are making their way to Ormuz. 

The fourth, that he should have a harbour in India for 
tlio Persian merchants to trade their merchandise, and 
permission to cstaldisli a factory })ouso in Ormuz. 

When the amba.'ssndor had presentod these articles, Afonso 
DalLoquer^pic replied that matters of such importance as 
Ihcso required to bo carefully considered, therefore ho 
would consider them and dispatch liim as quickl}' as he 
could. 


CHAPTER XXXV. 

Hew the AfonsoPuibofiuorquc relaOvJ to tlio ca]»tairi8 all that h.-nl 
tjiki li plju’i-t with Ut’vs Nor.lini, nud tlie condition in which the 
king's aft'iiirs stootl. aiul what Wiis rlotcniiin«xl upon concerning 
tliis. • and how the king came to pay him a visit iit the fortress, and 
llcimed was kill. id. 

When the grent Afonso Dalboqucrqno had been informed 
))y Revs Nordirn of I ho king^s condition, he sent for I). 
Garcia do Noronha, his nephew, and all the ca[)tain.s, and 
related to thorn all that Lad taken place at the interview, 
desiring thorn each, one by one, to tell him how he should 
proceed in ihi.s business. All wore unanimous in declaring

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that ho ought to doliver the king out of the power of this 
tyrant, and cotnniaiid the same to leave the kingdom irnnie- 
diatoly with his brothor.;. 'rhis, then, having been agreed 
upon, whereas Afonso Dalboqn^^vque liad in.ade up his mind 
that Keys Harned should be put to death, although tie had 
not communicated his intention to any one except to 1). 
Garcia, his nephew (for, in any affair that was known to 
many, there could be no secret), he cast about to see if, by 
any way, with as little disturbance as might be, he could get 
him into his hands, ffhorofore, it was that from time to 
tiinn he used to send him word, eouehed in gentle and mild 
language, that ho was desirous of seeing him, and convers- 
ing with him. Bur Eey.s Hained w^as never without an ex- 
cuse for not coming, declaring lliat w’hen the king went to ;.ee 
Afonso I)a]bo(|u<5rqne, then they could have an opportunity 
to SCO and converse with one another ; for it appear.s that ho, 
too, (dicrishcd tiio idea, il* opportunity should prove f.ivour- 
able, of killing Afonso Dalhoquorqiie, and for tliis end ho, 
had already in nradiness a large number of mon-at-arma 
vdthin the city. Afonso Dalboquci(]ae, however, acreptod 
his oxemses witliont jqipareiitly perceiving their object, ami 
iVoui that time foinard began to make aiTangoments so os 
to bring idjoufc a visit from the king; for if Keys Mamed 
were to tuxompany the king in the \islt, ho could the move 
easily bo enabled to |)ut liia determination into elfect. 
I’lioreforo it was, that he sent word to the king by Pero 
.Dalpocm, secretary, that he Avas very dAisiroiis of seeing 
liim, begging liirn earnestly to appoint, at his own con- 
veuience, a tinn* and place for an intorviow. 

Tho king replied that he would eousult with his governors 
and send liim word of their decision. And, on the following 
day in the morning, >vord was sent by Hacom Alo to Afonso 
Dalboquerque, that the king, also actuated by a desire for an 
interview, would order a tent to be ])itched at the gate of his 
palace, and there they could see one another. But Afonso 
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l)njl;oquer»-jiie;, perceiving that this was merely an artifice of 
Hoys Hamed, answered angrily that when he came to that 
port on a previous occasion, as chief captain of four ships, 
King Ceifadiuj.his broihcr, had come to pay him a visit in a 
pior* out side his palace, and now that he had become 
Captnin-Genoral of India, and possessed of far more power 
and authority (as he could see), it seemed to him an undig- 
nified course to go and visit the king at his own house, but 
tho interview must bo conducted in the manner which he 
desired. Hacom Ale returned with this aiiswef; but the 
king and Hoys Nordiru, who were desirous of seeing them- 
sgIvos fixed from tlio snbjoctiou in whicli they were lying, 
decliired tluit it seemod good to go and visit Afonso Dalbo- 
(juerqLie in the fortress, and Iho other governors of the city 
also concurred with them in this opinion. Hut Hoys Ilamod, 
who was a proud man, maintained that it^was not lionourablo 
nor dignified in tho King of Ormuz to go and visit a captain 
of the King of Portugal in his Iiouko; and, after tho inter- 
change of many messages between the two parties, in refe- 
rence to this matter, lieys Hamed at length consented, that 
the king should go and see Afonso Dalboqiierqiio, for ho 
was of opinion that in some of these interviews he would . 
have an opportunity of putting his diabolical intentions into 
practice; so lie sent word, on the king's behalf, by Hacem 
Ale, that, on the following day in the morning, tho king 
would come and see him, but in the house wherein tho in- 
terview >vas to take placo he must not place liny person ex- 
cept the Portuguese captains, and these without any arms, 
for those who accompanied the king would also come without 
any arms. 

Afonso Dalboquerque sent word to say that he was so 
anxious to see the king that he would comply with these 
conditions, but all the rest of his men, who would be on duty 
outside, must bo under arms, for thi.s was always his un- 
’ Cfrmm, 
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changing custom. These preliminaries having been agreed 
to, Afonso Dalboquerqne gave orders to fit up a large recep- 
tion-room, built of prepared earth, which had just been 
finished, and hung it with cloth, and set up a brocaded dais, 
furnished with two chairs of crimson velvet, fringed with 
gold, and benches all round them, covered with cushions, 
for the captains and governors of the land who were to 
accompany the king; and he also ordered the rnen-at-arms, 
crossbow-raon, and musqueteers, to be stationed under 
arms, close outside the gate of the fortress wliich looked 
towards the sea ; and the captains of the train-bands, who 
w'ere lodged in the hospital, to bo in readiness, and when 
they heard a gunshot, as a signal, they were to march out 
by the street on the right hand and form up in front of the 
gate of the fortress leading to the city, and make themselves 
masters of it ; and to the otlior captains orders were given 
that they were to bo prepared for the reception of the king 
on the following day, putting on weapons secretly, and 
having their daggers hidden, so as to be able to avail them- 
selves of them if occasion should arise and they should have 
need of them ; and ho also told I). Garcia do Noroiiha to 
select a body of fifty trusty men and take care of the gate, 
and as soon as the king. Keys Hamed, and Hoys Nordirn 
had entered, to close it, and not permit any other person to 
enter. 

All being thus put in proper order, on the morning of the 
next day, Afonso Dallioquerque sent word by Pero Dalpoem 
and Alexandre de Atafde, the interpreter, to toll the king in 
what manner ho was expecting him. And as soon as they 
reached the king with his message, he immediately made 
himself ready with all the lords and governors of the land 
ou foot, and ho himself riding on a horse, surrounded by 
many archers as a body-guard, and so came to the fortress 
where Afonso Dalboqnerque was waiting. Heys. Hamed, 
' who came with the intention which I have already referred 
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to, broup^ht aH his party armed in coats of mail, with short 
swords‘ under their drosses,^ and he himself carried a short 
sword and dap*ger, and a shield, and in his hand a long iron 
mace. And when ho had proceeded so fat* forward as to bo 
close up to the gate of the fortress, he told the king to 
remain still where he was, for lio would go inside first of all 
and see how the buildings were placed ; and when he had 
gone in he made his way to Afonso Dalboqnorque, who 
treated him with respectful recognition, and told Alexandre 
do AtaiJo to ask him why ho came witli ■weapons in Kiis 
hands when the agroeuiont had hoen made that neither 
party should carry arms. Roys lhamod, like an overbearing 
Mild insolent niim, as he was. answered: ‘‘yin's has notliing to 
do with mo’\ atnl turned round to go back to the Sfiot where 
he liad left the king, with the intention of returning honie, 
for ho ditl not fhjjik it was a favoui*nble opporlmiity oi‘ 
putting liis intenticai to otfect; and h.e quickly came up with 
the king, avIjo litid begun to go in ihrough the gate, and 
when he came up with him lie told liiin not to go in any 
further, for Afonso ])alboquorquo luei a number of iin'U 
with him, all of wlioia were armed. Tliereiipon Alexandre 
do Ataido, who stood by and heard those words, said to 
him, Come this way, and 1 will go and show you how all 
the things are arranged/^ And ho took him by the hand 
and led him up to Afonso Dalboquerqne, who bade him put 
away his weapons, for it was wrong to have brought them. 
Keys Hained thereupon began to lose his temper, putting 
hi^ hand to his short sword. Afonso Dalboquerqne, per- 
ceiving him in this discomposed state, and fooling that the 
opportunity was come to put him to death, in accordance 
with the dotormination already arrived at, called out to 
Pero Dalboquerque, who had already been instructed how 
to act, Lay hold of him then.*' And Pero ran up at once 
and placed himself between Afonso Dalboquerque and 
* Tart^adnn, « Cahaias, 
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Roys Hamed, and just at that momoiifc Keys Hamcd laid 
liands upon a tag of velvet which he was wearing. Then 
Afonso tlfilboquerquo pushed him away from him and s:ii(l 
to Pero Dalboquerquo, him/^ And in an instant he 

received so many dagger -thrusts that he was dead before 
he had time to call out; and in order not to look on him, 
Afonso Dalbo(pierqne turned his back, and began to walk 
on towards the spot where tho king was, inul said in reply 
to Dorn Garcia and the othei’ captains wdio (Vdlowed that 
leader, “ It is nothing ; all is over.” 

As soon as Dorn Garcia had left the king with Afonso 
Dalbofpierque, he ran back quickK^ to the gate to proverib 
any one from making his wa\ in, and this task ho per- 
formed not without great difficiiUy. The king, wlien lie 
behold lioys Ilamed lying dead — for lie novur in tended to 
bring his deatli al)< iut., bub only ru.it Iiim out of the king- 
dom — bec<'imo bosi«Io himself, dreading lest tlio Puitugnoso 
iutciiideu to visit tin) same trofitmcnt on himsrif. And 
tliero were around irim there Hoys Noidiin, and Keys Xarai'e 
his son (who lues boi;;! hero in Portugal), atid Macem Ale ; 
and wlion Afonso Dalhoquorquo cast his eyes upon him. he 
made his wuiy to him cap in hand, smiling, and de.sired him 
not be under any apprehension, for ho should be ki’.j of 
Ormuz in the name of the king Dorn Maiinel, lii.s lord ; and 
then he set him in one of tho cliairs boneatli tho canopy of 
the dais, and paid him all tho ceremonial deference which 
is due to one of kingly rank, de.siring him earnestly of his 
gcodnc.ss to pardon him f'or venturing to perform such a 
deed as this had proved to be in tlie presence of his royal 
person; as for Roys Ilamed, ho had been put to di'ath 
because ho was too proud a man, for when he had enttu’od 
iho house, ho had laid his Imud on the sword which he 
carried, and when ho came up to him he had laid bold of 
the velvet tag, and because lie (Afonso Dalboquerqne) had 
been informed that tho man kept him (the king) prisoner, 
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and was in possession of all his kingdom and treasures, 
This w’as all said with his cap in his hand, with many . 
courteous cx})ressions, which Afonso Dalooqucrqne on 
occasions such as tliese knew very well how to use. 

The king thanked him very much for all that ho had 
cloru*, cl(Milaring to him that ho looked npon him as a 
father, and that all he had done was very wxdl done, and 
that jjo would acknowledge the receiving of tfio kingdom 
from Ills hand in tlie name of the King of Portugal. 


CHAPTER XXXVI. 

How* lii yus Mndafar and liia brother, on hearing of Keys Ilannjd’d 
ilf-jitli, sot oiit with all their host to atla<;k the king’s palace, and 
forKOed tlicjuselvcs thta'oii) ; and of what further happened. 

'.riio brofliers of Keys Hamod, who fbnnd therriselvo^s put 
out of the business, with their peo[)!e (although wliat with 
tlm Vilowing of trumpets and beating drums incessanily, 
because they had be(Mj ordered so to do, they had pjereeived 
nothing of what had happened indoors), nevertheless, ou 
acc< ant of the suspicions which they e.\'porionoed, drew 
near with axes, intending to break the doors in, and force 
the entrance. But Afonso Dalboquerque, desirous of pre- 
venting this, ordered a gun to bo fired. This was the 
signal wl'iich he had prccoiieortcd with the captains of the 
train-bands ; and as soon as f.hoy heard it, they made their 
way directly to tho gate, and compelled Keys Hamedks 
brother and all his pcuplo to withdraw. And when they 
began to skirmish with these, Dom Garcia camo up and bade 
thorn, ou tho behalf of Afonso Dalboquerque, to take euro 
what they were about, for there were adherents of the king 
and of Keys Nordira mixed up with those Moors. Afonso 
Dalboquorquc also, with the intention of pacifying all this 
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. aproar, commanded Don Alvaro da Silveira, Ruy GfilviTo, 
and Diogo Fornandoz do Bejd to roako tlioir way to the 
men of the train-bands, and induce thorn to bo quiet ; and 
ordered all tho captains to arm themselvos, and ho left 
D. Garcia with the men, and went up upon a teiraco with 
the king and Keys Novdim, and there In- ordered that a 
caipeted platform should bo set out, iq)on wdiieh I];-: sar for 
n long time, in sight of a.ll tho l\roors. who thought that; Im 
had been killed. Wlieu the brotliers of h'eys iiaiucd 
behold him, they deiiiaiulod of hitn with grear, \ (‘lic!!ieace 
what had hreome of rlieir brofchcM-; and they woi'o .so per- 
sistent: in tins, that Afonso Dalboqueiquo sent \vord to 
them by Alexandre do Atiudo, tho interpreter, thai he 
would order ihnued's ht.'ad to be delivered to them 

if tliey desired it, 

\yiK.':n the/ hrard this, they booamo nwaro tliat. lleys 
Ifamed v/as e.-.-ad. ;!ad tfu>n la.'gan to threatou tho ki);g, 
decliirhig fcluu they w'ould Jiiake dioir ^vay to the fortress 
and set up one id' t].*o tions of the late King Celfadini to bo 
king, And in this furious .state of juiiid llioy rushed away 
to blio palace, ai\d clu.'^od tho gale-:', and made ready all 
their giuus, wivli ike iuk-iitloJi of maiulaining th-di- posiiion 
in it. Now, inasiruicli as it was adyhabh^ that all tliese of 
tJjo faction of Rey;^ llained .should bo paciilfd witlioul. loss 
of lime, bolbi’e any of th(' people out side could C'lmlhuo 
with them, Afonso Dalboquerque sent to the shii)s for a 
number of .sealing ladders wdiieii ho had brought with him, 
and luado ready all his people, with intention of getting in 
by force ; and ordered that certain pieces of artiilery sliuuld 
bo carried up to tho terrace,, so ns froiri that point to 
assault the fortro.ss. Rey.s Nordim begged him to suspend 
any active measures against them, until the king should 
send someone to parley with them and learn thiuivintmition, 
for it was impossible that they really desired to raise that 
man to tho sovereignty; and ho sent a mossago to his 
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Muhus (t.c., Mollalis), who went backwards and forwards 
twice wiiliovit coming to any determination. 

When Afouso Dalboqnerquo perceived that he should 
never oomo to uiiy pi’actical end if ho went on in this way, 
he sent word for Abraham Beqne, captain of the Xequo 
Isniacl, and hi.s arabii.s«{idor, and throngh them he sent a 
message tleit unless by sundown every one had gone out 
of the fortress and embarked lor tlie mainland, they might 
rest a.ssured thai iie^voald net spare the life of oiiG of them. 
Abraham iicqne, who was the chi(yr instigator of this 
uproar, sp-jko «vir-h tho robtOs, .and easily persuaded them to 
evacuate the palr-ce ami retlie to tho furthermost^ point of 
tlm city, ami tlicn to somi and beg of Afonso Dalboquorqno 
the body of iieys Mamed, (heir brothei’, with tho intention 
of carrying it away (or internicut in his own lai\d, and a 
vessel to cmiblo tliem to pass over to terra firma with (heir 
wives and people, for (here wore in all about soveu lmndn?d 
fighi ii,g men. ^Fhis request Afonso Palhoquorquo granted ; 
but as for tlic body of Ilcya Hamcd, ho said he could not 
grant it, for those wdio were traitors to their lords ought 
not to have sopnltuni of a (jortaiiily where tlioy could bo 
hud. 

That very night every man of the party embarked and 
crossed over to the opposite side; and. when there was 
yet tho spacfs of an lioiu* to sundown, Afonso Dalboquenpifj 
rode out. accompanied by tho king^ tind all our people, 
.‘iijd made his way through tho midst of tho city as far a.s 
tlio palace, taking along with them in udvauco tho train- 
with fdl ilio trumpeters and drummers, while Dom 
Marcia atvd RoysNovdim came along in tho rear with all the 
captains and noblemen of tho fleet on foot. Great was the 
delight in the city when the bystanders beheld their king, 
and still greater was tho gratification every one felt to find 
himself freed from the thraldom of Roys Hamed, and bound- 
less tlio prai-os given to Afonso Dalboquerque ; and this 
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with much reason, for though he had nuder his liatid the 
king and his palace, which was the principal Ibrtress of 
Qrmuz, and all his treasures, yot ho did not wish to lay 
hands on it, but, as a prudent man, ho alw’ays ))oro himself 
towards tho king with gTcat authority, showing him that he 
had corao to Ormuz simply io servo him and imiiiitnin his 
estate, willingly foregoing this splendid opportunity of seizing 
the pow'or, to avoid the stigma of being called a tyrant. And 
in this triumplij] prooossion tlio king reached his palacG at 
lengtlj, which Almiso Dalbuqnerquo il'divercd un to him and 
to Tkys Nordim in tfc3 munc of the Xing of Portugal, in 
tlie piesciice of the amba.ssador (»[ tho Xeqno and Abiaham 
Beqao, his captain, in order that when they returned to 
they might he trustworihy witnesses of this grand 
exphn’r. of Afonso Dalboquerquc.

A lew. day. s after the death of Roys IJ-imod, when the 
King of Ormuz retloctcd how much it was owing to tiie 
grout Afonso Dalhoquorque that he had been rescued from 
the hands of that tyrant, ho detorininod to ])ay him anotliei' 
visit, and brought wiih him a.s a present several pieces of 
gold ore, and rich objects of native mamducture, to give to 
him and his captains, and sent word to him by Iley.s 
Nordim that ho was very desirous of seeing iiifu, and hoped 
that a day for an interview might be arranged ; for on the 
former occasion when ho visited the fortress there had been 
no time or opportunity of conversation between them.

because of the events which had then arisen. Afonso 
Dulboqiierquo replied that it was a great favour and honour 
which he was showing him in thus desiring to visit him ; 
but as it was his wisli, lot him come and pay him a visit in 
the Imllding where he had been delivered from the power 
of iiio traitor. Roys .Nordiin retuiiu^d with this reply,, 
carrying with him to the king a sword richly ornamented 
with gold, a present from Afonso I)alboqnerc|ue. 

On tho 'fnesday fixed by the king for the interview, tho 
tnmqK'tcrs and drnm.‘ners of Afonso .l);.i)boquevque went 
out to foi iu an escort for the king, who came on horseback, 
aceumpanied by Roys Kordirn and all the lords and govor- 
ijor.s of the land on foot, bringing a present, according to 
the native enstom. cari’iod in advance. 

Af'o!iso Dalboquorque, with all the captains, avraitod tho 
royjil arrival in that building richly adorni'd witli tapestry; 
a caiio[:»} and uvo fulk-covercd chairs being set. for tlunn- 
selvt s, and a (drolo (if cusliioned benclics sot around for the 
captains and the ]u3o}>]o ^yho accoinpnn.ied tin') king. As 
.soon as (ho king anived, Afonso Dalboqucnpio proceeded 
to the f'nt ranee wlih all his captains to roccivo hin? ; and, 
after tho exchange of pjutiud courtesies, tho king declared 
that tho favour ho had received at the hands of Afonso 
Dalboqnei-ipjc in being delivered from the thraldom of that 
bad man would always remind him of liis duty, and tliat he 
would remain in obf'dieuco to the King ol Portugal, for it 
was in his name that ho held the kingdom of Onnnz. 
Afonso .Dalboqncrqu<3 replied that he was l)is servant, 
and would never fail to assist in maintaining him in his 
po.sition ; and so he recommended the king to all his men 
\vdio stood by, that they should always serve him and risk 
tlieir lives and property for him, as they were in duty bound 
to do. And after spending some considerable space of time 
thus ill coiivor.siiig of tho disorders wliich Keys Hamed had 
wrought in the kingdom, Afonso Dalboqucrque, who was 
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anxious to for]bid tUe practice of carrying arms in tlio city, 
in order to got more complete mastery over tlie land, made 
use of tlie following artifice with tlio king, and told him 
that a few daj’s ago he had given orders for putting to 
death that traitor Keys liamod (ns ho Ivuew), wln^ had 
brothers and relative^*, and in the city there wore yen 
liirkmg certain of his croaturos, of whom there was not one 
wlio, dospisiJig death, would not shoot him willi an arrow ; 
thereforo he would beg him of his goodno.^s, in order to 
avoid these dlllVulties, to give orders tliat no person in 
Ormvi// should carry arms; ar.d since iho oliigatioii of 
giiiirding the city i)olouged to him, it was suHieicnt for its 
dofonce that the I’ortngiieso alone should go avo\ed ; by ihis 
means, too, all })ossil>ilil.y of a conflict between l,!)c natives 
and tlic Puvtngau‘se would be prc'/ontcd. Thu king, so 
dispirited l)y (lie cruel manner in which Keys iramod luid 
treated him, that wdien this proposal was made, lie ropliod 
that he fjnito approved of it, and ho would order it to bo 
proinnigak'd forth willi. A)id wlieii this conversation was 
over, ho took leave of Afonso l-)R)!) 0 (pi(rrque and made liis 
wny ).)ack. to his palace, v<.:ry much pleased with uini. 

On the following da}^, in the morning, the king sent 
orders irainediately to tho pctblic crier to proclaim, that no 
Moor, of whatever position ho might be, should bear how, 
arrow, or any otiior weapon, in the city, by day or by night, 
under penalty of doalli, except only tho archers of the royal 
body-guanl, whom Afonso .Dalbocpienpic had porniittcd 
to go armed. By these means it w’as tlial ho [>rocu(;do(l 
with his plan for obtaining the innst.ory littl(3 l*y !if tlo over 
tho land, while the king, for his part, imver ventured to «.!o 
anything without first of all sending to iiirpiiie whetlir r ho 
should act or not. And on that very day, in the evening, 
the king sent W’ord to inform Afonso Dalboqucrcpio. that 
one of tho native captains, Btatioued iri a fortress on the 
mainland, .had written to him of tlm arrival there in tho 
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woniiug of seven Portuguese and a negro in a small boat ; 
but when ho endeavoured to lay hands on thein^ they had 
set themselves in an attitude of self-defence with the 
matchlocks which they carried, and as they were Portugiioso 
lie hud forbidden his men to kill them. Afonso Dalbo- 
qiierquo made incjuiry respecting the flight of those men, 
and iearriud that a certain Antonio Fernandez, called Do 
Alvito, who liad lived a long time in Persia, being a Moor, 
had prevailed on them to accompany him, and was taking 
them to the Xeque Ismael. Having gained knowledge of 
this, h-' sent back word to the king, begging him of his 
goodness to lose no time in sending utf a party of men to 
sock them and to l>ritig them back to him, dead or alive, as 
well a.s the boat which they Imd tfikon with thorn. The 
king Bind out letters to all his captains ordering them to 
strain every nerve to capiiiro the fugitives, declaring that 
if they fliiled to do so ho would cut off their heads. And 
bcjsides this action of the king, ,A.fonso Dalboqnerqne fitted 
out Jortmymo do >Sou;'a in a galley with an armed force, 
and sent thorn to the mainland ; and also Nicolao Feneira 
in a p'C/no, for Ire know the native language, in order to 
got hold of the fagitiv<3S. 

The hinges captains, as soon as the royal message reached 
them, sent out a large body of searchers in ditforent direc- 
tions to look for them, and at length they fell in with thorn 
at: a distance of fourteen leagues up in the interior country, 
accompnnying a caravan wiiicb was travelling to Persia, 
and had taken- tho clothing of the fugitives from them ; so 
they were all taken, except one, a Galliciaii, whom they 
killed hccaiist} ho would not surrender himself. And just 
as tlmy had been captured, with tlie \veapons that had been 
taken from tlnmi, so i-hey were delivered up to Jeronymo 
de Sousa, who returned with them to the city. 

As soon as tliey arrived, Afonso Dalboquorquo gave 
notice to the ouvidor, to take . .pi*oper proceedings in this 
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business. And after the trial was over they were con- 
demned to be burned to deatli in tlio very boat iu which 
they had made their Ibghfc ; and Toro .DalpooTri, who was 
owddor-genoi'al of limlia, ordered iliai the boat i-ihonld be 
coiiveycd to tho principal stpiavo of tho city, r-nd there all 
the culprits were publicly burned alive, ex<‘e])t doao Alonso, 
and Antonio Fornaiuk.:«, n seaman, wJioso lives Afonso Dallx)- 
qnorquG sparvjd, bocauso it was declared that these two liad 
saved his liib in Hio sliiehb at Calicut, wliou that alfair 
with tho marshal took jdaoo'; so ho coiiiniutcd tlioir punish- 
ment to degradation in the giillevs. On iiecount of tho 
vapid manner in which this meting out. of justiec avms 
accouqdished )»y him, a niueii greater feur of Afois jo OalVio- 
querquo was experienced from that time forward.

Now, as tlio great Afonso .i)jilbo(juer.pio lirul I'C'CoivfMi 
iufovmaV.ioi tliai- theie was in the fori.K!SS of .Aiouej'jo, as 
oaj)iJrin, one of IJkj brothers of Keys I Fame- i, ami ;ds > in 
all tin) orher villages and ileots his {idhei-eiits :nji( his 
Cfq)iaitjia were iliritrliiuled ; and hemg flcsircus, as lie was, 
of rooting np all that inairs seed out of tiie kingdom, he 
sent word to tho king, througli tho .secretary, to order every 
one of those peojdo to quit tlio country immodiaNdy, and ii 
they would not go away of llieir own free will, then he (tho 
king) must send those who avouIu put them out by force;

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'in<l ns for ail Mic captains and adherents of Reya Haraed, 
who were at present engaged in a Heet against the Nau- 
{'a(|nc;', and sentttred np and down throughout the towns 
liv.d villagos 01 the kingdom, bo must order them to. bo 
fuj ihwitli discliMvged and cast out of the country. 

The king replied that he would 'send out thither his 
Mvhid.'t, or religious inon, and if those could not prevail 
upon the persons objected to that they should quit the 
kingdom, then lie would do as Afonso Dalboipierquo de* 
sired, and he v/ould also take care fbi’ the frturo to have no 
dealings with them. Reys Ilamed s brother, on receiving 
the king’s message, replied that if the sum of twenty 
thousand {i tro/h/s w'erc paid to him, lic would yield up the 
fortress ; and after a long course of negotiation upon this 
pr.int; limilly lie declared that lie would accept four th.ousand 
ycrafiir to go away. The king, to save himself trouble, 
ordered that this sum should be ])ajd, and ilie c qitain «tir- 
remlerod the fortross nud went uway. 

VVdicn Afonso Daiboquerque found out tliMl tlio king had 
gfv«:T: thiis .•^um of tuon.oy to Rej’s liamcd’s brolhor for tho 
surj'cndor of the f*>rrross, he sent a mcss.-ige to Roys 
Tsordim to mako immedinte J’cprisals on two oi their sji.i}).s 
vdiidi iia<l ari ived )Voiti Indi.a iiidon with merchandise, so 
as In thereby ropay hiTn^7elf the money of which ho Imd 
thus been deprived, and Rey.s Kordim did so. And when 
tins luid been dune?, tho king i.ssucd loticrs throughout all 
Ins kingdom to his captains, to flic effect, that all the 
soldiery who were found in the fortress belonging to Re3's 
limned should be stripped and banished, and never more 
sot foot iv: (lie kingdom, under penalty of death: and ho 
ordered the fleet to be recalled from its cruise against the 
]SJaut.a(|iu:s, and dismissed the captains and men of Reya 
Mamed who wore sorving in it. By those aotive mefisurea 
it was that Afonso Dalboqncrquo caused tho country to be 
pad fled from the numerous uproars and robbories that used 
to lake place thcrciu. 
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And as, also, he had been informed that there was a public 
place of prostitution of men^ in the city, ho sent word to Boys 
Nordim to order that such persons should be irruuodiately 
banished throiu^hoat the hiu^^dom, for ho would not daro 
to remain in a land where a sin so lieluons aojaiiist (iod was 
so publicly practised ; and ho declared that if tVoiu hence- 
forth any pers('isa were fonnd guilty of sucli cru'ics h{>\yonld 
order every one of fliem to be burned alivo in Mie middle oF 
the market square. Rt^ys Nordim ordered those pcvMous to 
be driven out, rud none dared to return, with ihc tlrtad of 
this punishrnoiit liaj^ging over them. 

AVlum a)] theso matters had been arranged, Afonso 
Dfdlxiquovquo took in hand the affairs of the Tuevchaijii.q 
and graiiteil them a sare-coudiu't for their shipping, to 
nifdto tlio voyage to India to take in moridiatvli.n\. ami 
perniiUcd tt.io caravans to come fr(»m India to Ormu/, and 
gave them such piivilego.s and powers that friends and 
cnoiiiies alike were deliglitod to como to Ormiu' witli thoir 
)uorci\andi:;e, as in (V.imer timo^j, for they placed coniideime 
in his words, and ifanyotie had received any iiijnrv at the 
hands of the !?ortugiiese, the oif-nders were sevoroly 
nunisiiesl. 8nd on ac{'ouat of ihcse measnreri and others 
whii'li v/ero pul iis force, many merchants cann. from abrojul 
to settlo ill Orinu/., which now beguji to grow greal: on a 
noble sc?dc. But with the |KTson of tho king, aii^l in the 
govcrtimorit of the kingdom, Aforso .lkilboi.p;iorqn..^ Vvoiild 
not meddle ('leaving every thing to him and his p;ovoniovs), 
but ho treated tiio king always with tho greatest eon.sidora- 
tiou and deferciice, and this went a groat way towards 
effecting tin; paciiicatiou of tho couTitry. 

Wlien ail these mottoi’s had been sot at re.st, Abraham 
Bequo, captain of the Xeque .Iranacl, who was m Ormuz, as 
I have already Tuentloncd, perceiving all his plana wor-- 
defeated by the death of Keys Hainod, begged permission 
‘ \fanct'(nn ffUhlU'a fk hnnf.HS. 
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of A fonso Dfilboquerque to retire to his own lands, which 
wore situated upon the borders of the Persian Sea, and 
this vras jr ignited. And as Af<*nso I)^dboC[llorqae always 
disseinbied his ulTairs, for ho did not Avish to be at variance 
with tho nuiii, becaueo ho was the principal captain 
of tliu Xoqta; Ismael, and a neighbour to the fcorritory of 
Ormuz, he showed him much kindness in the name of the 
king, Avlieroai lie wa..? greatly pleased, aiid when he reached 
liis own lamis ho wrote an account of the. greatness of 
Afonso inalboquorfiue, ami specially a relatinu of the affair, 
of lieys Hamcd, l:o the Xeque Isuiael. 

As soon as Abraiiam Ih'qao hod set out, yVfonso Dalbo- 
querque ordered that reprosentations of Ids needs should be 
made to the king and Uoys Norilim, his governor, and also 
that the pretests ^diould b<‘ shown to them which had 
formerly been made to Xing Ccifadim and to Oogcatar, 
respecting the fortress wldch had been comuicoiced, but 
tak'en from Iiirri by them when ho visited Ormuz for the 
first time— Mild iu this enterprise he had laid out; a largo 
sum of money on i lost much property, not to moution other 
losses occasioned l -y th'*. rebellion of their officials ou laiul — 
theroiorc it was that lie begged iliem earnestly to look woU 
into this inati.or, and g'VO orders that payiiieiit should bo 
made in naidv money of all ihat was found to bo duo to 
him, for he was iu need of money for tlio cojupletiou of the 
fortress and for the expenses of hia fleet. 

After some time Lad been ^peiit in several messages 
from one to the oiJior on this matter, the king at length 
sent word tiiat lie would be very happy to pay evciything 
that was due, provided that a set-off was iqado in tho 
account for five thousand xcrajinti which tlio Viceroy D. 
Francisco Dalmeida had received from hisbrotlior; and that 
as for the property, which, it was alleged, hod been taken 
from him. Keys Norriim had already restored a great part 
of it to Pero Dalboquerque when that feomraander visited 
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Ormuz iu the past year, and he had the papers to verify 
tlje fact ; and as for the balance of the account, let them 
discuss it with Keys Nordim, imd all that was due should 
be* paid. On the following day, in order to lose no time, 
Afonso Dalboquerquo sent Pero Dalpocni, Ale?;audre do 
Ataide, tho ijiterprotor, and Alanuel da Costa, the factor,^ 
to Keys Novdim’s liouso, arid after oxanjinmg tlie accounts, 
it was found that then? was a Muni ^)f one hniidreii uud 
twenty thousand xifrajuta due, and th*.s Lho king ordoiMo. to 
be paid by days, whorowith tbo labric of tho foi tress was 
inado, and the othov e.vj^onscs solth;d. Thus was at length 
terminated the pTumbling of tho captains at tho time when 
Afonso .Dalboqiiorque ordered this claim to be made upon 
Cogeatar, as I have already related.

luuv, aft';- having ohiaiiied posscaaiou of i'\, lio paid the king a 
visit in his hoiisf' 

The affairs of Ormuz beirig now in tho state and quiet 
which 1 have described, and the fortress being alivsidy 
advanced to a considerablo heighr, tliero arrived a iVfuor 
from Calayate with now'^s for the great .A fonso ])albor|Uoi'quc, 
informing him that when he left that ]mrt, nows had jn.s?: 
como in from Adem that tho Kunies were making t‘rcm- 
selves ready in Suez with a large licet, to ccnio up egainst 
Ormuz; and although it seemed to him that this news 
had been circulated by tlie brothers of Keys liamcd, out ot 
a desire to set the country iu an uproar, .Alonso Dalbo- 
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quorque tiirfiod it to a ^^ood advantage in making it sorvo 
tlio purpose wliich ho had for days past been desirous of 
cflhctiTig, whioh was to got the wholo of the king^s artillery 
into his hands by some moans whicJi should not cause any 
k;c?indal. And, in ordoi* to give a better air of importaiioG 
to tlio matter, he ordered IJom Garcia do Koronha, his 
iKqdiew, to go ■‘.viih a message to the king, accompanied by 
ccM'tain of the captains and an escort of men-at-arms -for 
tlii.s was the fashion at Ormuz — and give him an account of 
the lle^v^s which had ari’ivcd concerning the coming of the 
Uumes, and to acquaint him with the doteiMnination of the 
rortiigutse to attac’k them on the sean, and tlifirefore lie 
beggt.'d the ki»^g of his kindness to sanction t)ie lending of 
all his artille**}-, in order to nioant it in the foi'trcs.s for his 
own was required for furnishifjg his Jit'ct, a)jd was not 
Kufhcieiit for ])oth of these requireraenU, 

When 1). Garcio. reached the ptihico with tin’s meseago, 
he found tin: king in company Avith ilcys Xordim and other 
])r]nf.ipal Moors ; and ns Afonso Ikilhoqucrquo Ijad in- 
si ructod him lo take up a doniiuaut position iu the palace 
iminediatoly upon entering it— for if the artillery were not 
delivered up to liin. lio must take it by force — as so'^rj ns he 
liad gone iu ho stationed a captain with some soldiers on 
guai*d at cacli portal, making show of doing R(j out of 
politeness, to avoid bringing armed men to the place where 
the king vas; and wliou ho camo up Avith tbo king, D. 
Garcia delivered him the message with wliieh Afonso 
Dalboqnerquc had entrusted him. 

Ih.ys Nordim replied to the effect that the king looked 
upon the J^orlugucso coininander as a father, and would do 
everything tlu-it was required of him, and that there was no 
need of so great a personage as B. Garcia coming upon 
sucli a business, when the least person of his household 
would have sufficed to convey the message, and the king 
Avoiild send him all the artillery for the fortress. Now, 
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whereas D. Garcia had been instructed by his uncle not to 
return without first biMiiging the artillery before him, ho 
replied to Keys Nordim, that seeing that the king would 
willingly grant that service to Afonso Dalboqtierciue, h^t 
him. therefore bo so good ns to order the immediate do- 
livory of it. for Afonso Dart)0(|iier(|uo had made arrango- 
ment for getting ready tho licet that very night, so that if 
the Riioics were to come, they should not bo taken un- 
prepared. 

Now Hoys Nordim regretted that ho had fessmitcil to 
tho roque.st of I). Garcia, and became anxious to see b.iui 
return and take aw.ny with him from the palaeo the armed 
escort, .so that when they had goim Ik.! might have tmii; to 
retleet and consider '.■lird to do ; ihereforo Iks beg.-m to tem- 
porise, and declared that tho man who kept iuo keys of the 
niagasine liad gone out. lint Dorn Garcia, who was de.tor- 
iniuod not to (iiiit the palaoc without takiiig the nrtilkny 
with him, told him that in nmttors which were likely to bo 
impariiled by ocing put off it was not right that there 
sboidd be any ikiay, for he did not intend to go away 
without tho artillery. Heys Nordim, therefore, perceiving 
that he would gain nolliing by his in'(>tendod ;u'ti!i:;o.s, muile 
a vivtno of ncccssitv, ami gave onlors for laiimg tho 
ffistenings iVom tho doors of the storcln.aiaes whoi'o it was, 
and tho°bombardiers, with their ginmors, tbrshwil.l) beg.-in 

to set up tho guns on earriago.s ; fimi it wivs about three- 
hours after nightfall when at length all bad liecn put mit on 
the shore (and a beautiful sight it made;, ; and on the next 
day Keys Nordim wrote tho imptains of Maacai:? amt (.‘alu- 
yate to send him all that they had m their charge; so tli.at 
by Juno a galley and a brigantiuo arrived witli it ou board, 
tmdAfonso Dalboqunrqae ordered that all should be gathered 
together and mounlod on tho walls of the fortress, and tlnis 
he secured for him-self ail tho artillery of Ormu/.. In this 
way it turned out that if tho news brought by the iloor of 
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the coming of the Ruraes was pretended; at any rate it cost 
him dear. * 

Two days after the conclusion of this affair, Afotiso Dal- 
boquerqiie thought it well to go and see the king, to pot 
him into a good liu;noiiv; and when ho reached tho palace, 
Roys Nordim came forward to receive him on a largo 
terrace, from which they both proceeded to an audience 
with the king; and on arriving at the door of the chamber, 
Roys Xarafo, chief officer of tho king’s guard, cauio np to 
speak with him, and declared that it was, Afonso Dalbo- 
qnerquo to wJiom he owed tho enjoyment of that office, and 
that he was thoro as a slave to serve him; and while this 
talk was going cn tho king came to the door. 

As soon as Afonso Dalhoquorquo caught sight of him, he 
wont up to him, cap in hand, and desired to kiss his hand 
The king would not give him his hand, but embraced him and 
kis.sed his head — an honour customarily reserved for person- 
ages of such dignity— and having thus ombrac(?d one another, 
they went into a chamber built with a carved ceiling, and 
fitted up with a dais, on which were two oliairs, one covered 
with china silk stuff, for the king, tho other, of crim.sori 
velvet, for Afonso Dalhoquorquo, and two cushions of the 
same suite, on which they placed their feet. And as soon as 
they ficated themselves, they talked for a while upon 
friendly business, and the king declared that it vras the 
happiest day of his life; and Afonso Dalboquorque replied 
that it would give him tho greatest pleasure and happiness 
to do any service to those whom bo could benefit, and he 
begged tho king to send for tho sons of King Ceifadim 
that lie might see them, for they were two youths, each 
about eight or nine years old, to whom he showed great 
respect, remembering w'hose sons they wore, and begged 
the king and Keys Nordim to bring them up very carefully. 
When tho conversation was over, Afonso Balboqaerqne 
took bis leave of the kwg/and Keys Nordim accompatiied 
him as far as the gate of\the fortress, and then returned. 
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CHAPTER XL. 

How ifreat Afonso Dalboquef^jue dospatoheil the Ambassador of the 
Xoqno Ismael, aiwl sent Fernao Gomoz de Loams to go in bis com- 
pany ; and the preaeut which was sent to that princij through Iiira. 

At this jun(3turo, the anibasaador of tho Xoquo Ismael, 
porceiving that Afonso Dalbo(pJci’qriG was tnakiiig prepara- 
tions to fight tho Bumes, bcggcci that ho might veeeive 
permission to return, for ho had boon waiting there for 
several days; so Afonso Dalboquerqtio lost no tiino in 
despatching him, and caused Jfernao Gomez de 1.(muos, 
brother of Duarte de Lemos da Trofa, to got ready, for ho 
intended to send him in the party as lunbassador to tlio 
Xeqno Ismael ; and Gil SiinOes, page of the King f). Manuel, 
as scrivener of t)io embassy, and fitted him out with eight 
saddle horses to accompany him, all of them enparisoned 
with silk afiGi* onr fashion; and also made ready to send to 
the Xeque, as a present, several things, miurdy, two cuirass- 
bodies, one of crimson velvet, rho other of broeado ; a. head- 
piece and chin-piocc, ornamented with gold ; a .suit; of har- 
ness embroidered with a!l its parts ; (bur bracelids of gold 
and rubies; very nch rings and other very rich jovVi.'llery of 
gold and prodoiis stones ; and a sliort cannon (/a »vu), and 
a gun g-'Xn) of metal ; and half a dozen matchlocks, and as 
many cross-bows; and sctit him copper, tin, and u small 
quantity of all the spices of India. And it was to lie inti- 
mated to tho Xc(juo that he could make u>e of all flint kind 
of thing whenever he desired, but as he (Afonso Dal bo- 
querque) was always at sea, and brought nothing with him 
except arms and provisions, therefore ho had not sent him 
a specimen of many other things which there were in Por- 
tugal, but of the products of India he had sent that collec- 
tion, with which he hoped he would be pleased. 

And tho instructions which wore sent were to the effect

that, he was to declare to the Xeque Ismae], that if be 
desired to maintain useful and friendly relations with tlie 
King of Portugal his lord, he must send his ambassadors' 
to Portugal, for by means of tho Portuguese he would bo 
enabled to destroy the Grrand Sultan and the house of . 
M^ca; and if the King of Portugars sanction were givciL 
to tlie fleet, he (Afonso Dalboquerquo) would be very well ^ 
able to help him, for he liad now settled himself in Ormna. 
But if the Xoquo Ismael should bo unwilling to send his 
ambassadors, ou the pretext of the great distance (as he 
had said to Miguel Ferreira), tho Portuguese ambassador 
was instructed to point out, that if the Xoque had need of 
the friendship of the King of Portugal, ho ought not to 
fear the trouble whioh tho journey would cost one man, who 
would bo taken great care of and well entertained in the 
vessels going to Portugal. He was also to describe to the 
Xeque the grandeur of tho King and Queen of Portugal, 
and the incessant wars which they waged against the Moors 
of Afi’ica and of India, as well as against tho Turk and 
Sultan of Cairo. 

When Formlo Gomez was quite prepared to start, Afonso 
Dalboquerquo caused tho ambassador to be summoned 
before him, and told him that in respect of tho four things 
demanded of tho Portuguese on behalf of tho Xequo Ismael 
ho had looked to them. 

As for the first, demanding tho dues upon merchandise 
coming from Persia, payable at Ormuz, they must be his ; 
for tho expenses that the King of Ormuz was compelled to 
spend upon his army and fleet, for the maintenance of his • 
kingdom, were so groat (besides the tribute-money paid to 
the King of Portugal his lord), that were it not for the 
dues upon the merchandise coming from Persia and other 
parts, the King of Ormuz could not support himself/ for 
all the remainder of the revenue of his kingdom was but 
little (as the Xeque knew very well), therefore ho could not 
surrender this part of the revenue to the Xeque. . 
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: is a demand of a water- 

passago for tho convey anoo of his people to the land of 
Arabia,* ho would be very much pleased to accede to this, 
anid giv^ him all the vessels ho stood in need of, provided 
that the Xeque Ismael would give sufficient security to th(‘ 
King of Ormuz that no untoward event should be perpe- 
trated in hia lauds nor in the island of Burmn.’ 

As for the third article of the demands, that, namely, of 
help by means of men and fleet against the King of Ma^a- 
ram (who was his vassal, and had revolted against him in 
tho city of Giinrdar<^), he would help tho Xeqne with '•all tho 
fleet and forces of tho King of Portugal (who li:id ordered 
him thus to act), but this would have to be associated witli 
one condition, that the morcliaiuliso coming from l^ersia to 
Ormuz bo not conveyed away thence. 

As for tho fourth, which consisted in the request of a 
port in India w'hero tho inerchants of Persia might carry 
on their trade, ami have ponnissiori to establish a factory- 
house in Ormuz, to this' ro(picst Afonso Diilboqucvqiie would 
be exceedingly ploa.scd to assimt, but tho selected port of 
India innst bo Goa, and the entry at Ormuz; for in every 
other district of India wherein niercliaiits from Persia should 
bo found, tiny sliould lose tlioir merchandise and bo raado 
subject to the greatCsSt penalties which ho could inflict. 

And having thus rcplietl to the demands of tho ambas - 
sador, Afonso Dalboqtiorquo desired him to declare to tho 
Xoque Ismael that he ought to look upon tho lands whildi 
were thus offered for him to accept as a valuable gift, and 
to gladly receive the desire of the Portuguese to make him 
a great lord in his country, on condition tliat he would pre- 
serve it and defend it against its enemies, for he (Afonso) 
had gained many territories in those parts for the King of 
Portugal his lord, and hoped yet to subject many others to 
Portnguese, power, and all for the sake pf doing tho Xeque 
^ / ‘Seep. Uf

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a good turn ; and for the friendship and good assistance 
which Afonso Dalboquerque desired to proffer him, he waa . 
glad to do so to so groat a prince; and also he would be 
highly pleased to order all the soldiers qf the Xequo's own 
faith, who were to he found in India; to be sent Jo him to 
enter his service, in accordance with his express desire ; 
and lie hoped in God very soon to return to Ormuz, wherein 
he looked to have leisure to meet him in fiome one or other 
of his towns ou the coast of the Persian Sea ; and to this 
end he had sent in his company a Fkialgo, one of the chief 
personages of the household of the king hia lord, as ambas- 
sador to the Xoqiio Isruael, and begged ho might be well 
received there. 

When these interviews were over, Alonso Dalboquerquo 
made him a present of jewels, and drosses, and pepper, for 
which he nsked, and wherewith ho was vovy much pleased. 
And now, having everything in readiness, tlie party set out 
together on the tenth of August in the year fifteen hundred 
and fifteen. But I do uot make any relation of what 
happened to Fcnifto Gomez in hia embassy, for he did not 
return until after the death of Afonso Dalboquerque. 


CHAPTKR XLL 

lloviT the kings of nil parts mit their aiubaBiuKlorK to visit the great 
Afonso Dalboquerque : and bow D. Garcia de Noronha begged per- 
mission to return to t!)e kingdom of Portugal, and Ute rest that 
happened. 

After the setting out of tliese ambassadors to the Xequo 
Ismael, D. Garcia de Noronha, perceiving that there was 
but little work yet remaining to be done upon the fortress, 
begged permission of the great Afonso Dalboquerqae, hik 
ancle, to go to Portugal, but as Afonso Dalboquerque found 
himself indisposed with a , very weary illness, and also 
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booatise he felt the groat value of his personal assiafauGo 
and seryioe, he was unwilling to accede to tho requortt; 
nevertheless, D, Garcia, being very greatly desirous of 
retaming, urged his suit so strongly that at length it was 
granted, but very unwillingly. So ho dispatched him on 
tho twottty-uinth day of August of the said year [1515], 
furnishing him with all authority to load his vessel, and 
with him ho sent to tho king D. Mannel a basin, cup, and 
drinking vessel, and a belt and dagger of solid gold, which 
had formed part of the present sent to him by the Xequo 
Ismael, and some .caparisons for a horse, made of crimson 
plates, with tho head-piece ornamented wnih gold inlaying- 
work, and a saddle ornamented with silver, and a skirt of 
mail, and a piece of felting cut out and coloured, which 
although of little price was a fine thing to look at ; and in 
his company ho sent fifteen blind kings who were in Ormuz 
with their wives, chiidren, and servants, with orders to 
deliver them up at Goa to the captain, who was to keep 
them under siifo guard, giving them everythirig they re- 
quired for their maInt(Hiance. Afonso Dalboqiicrquo did 
this with intention of putting an end to the line of kings 
of Ormuz, and preventing, them from being scattered over 
many parts and so in future times causing troubles to tho 
kingdom. 

And ho dispatched Antonie de Afonseca, with ten thou- 
sand xcrajliu, as factor, and Aires do Magalliaes for his 
scrivener, to raako r» 3 ad;y for him in Goa a largo quantity 
of provisions and munitions of war, and to repair tho ves- 
sels that might bo in India, and complete the fitting out 
of tho galleys Avhich had been begun when ho lett Goa, 
and he wrote to Duarte Barbosa to take care that the two 
galleys of Calicut should be ready finished for his use, for 
he had made up his mind that in tho following spring ho 
would fit out a large fleet to take Adem and fortify himself 

<n2 
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lu that place, and force the ohtr^ of th*e Red Sea Stmite, 
and make a a(?ttlordont in the land of the Preste Joao. 

But God ordered all this according to. his own wish, for, 
when Afonso Dalboqnerquo reached Goa, lie died (as I shall ; 
proceed to relate); and if ho had not died, Lopo Soaro'ii was 
on his way ti> be Governor of India, so that these bis wishes 
could not have been accomplished. And 1). Gai*cia sailed 
away in the ship Bdhi, nnd reached Coohim, where, as be 
was getting ready to sail to f'ortugal, liopo Searez arrived, 
and some dilforeiices arose between them. 

As soon as D. Garcia liad sot out, Afonso Dalboqaerque 
began to feel a little better of his illness; and just at this 
moment there arrived certain tombassadors from the kings 
neighbouring upon the kingdom of Ormuz, to visit hiim 
namely, the King of Lara, bribging him a librse for a pre- 
sent, and a letter making a great show of otlering him 
everything that there might bo in his country. Lara is 
three longues from Onnuz ; it is a very largo city, situated 
in Persia, and uudor the sovereignty of the Xequo IsmaoL 
Alonso Dalboqu(jrque replied to tho letter, and caused a . 
visit to bo made to him by Fcrmlo ACartinz* Kvangolho, 
whom lie cliargeu wdth tho purchase of horses, for there 
aro many in that land. 

After this ambassador there came another from Afirbuzaca, 
captain of the Xoquo Ismael, who lived at llaxel, on 
the Per.siaii shore of tho sea, as I have already related, 
and ho also brought for Afonso Dalboqnerqno a horse, . 
and u lett«3r of grand offers, begging liim to bo so kind 
as to help him by sea to capture the ports and islands 
lying in the straits of the Persian Sea, then he would bo 
a futthful adherent of the King of Portugal, and pay him 
tribute for these conquests, nnd give him all the horses 
and supplies that he required. 

Afonso Dalboquerquo would have nothing to do with this 
request of Mirbuzaca, for he intended to write to tho king 
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api account of ity .and to act in the matter in HOcoiHj/iucft 
with his wi^es, but he vvroto in -reply a groat many thanka 
Ibr these offers, pitting off any movement in tho business 
until his return to Ormuz. And of all the kings and lords 
of. that Persian coast, ambassadors wore in waiting, whom 
Afonso Dalboquerquo dispatched’ with copious expressions 
of thanks, and presents, which ho sent M) them, as also to 
, tlie Moors of Persia and Tiirtary ; and from all the parts of 
tho interior country so many Avero they who came daily 
into the fortress in order to .look upon Afonso Diilboquerque, 
that our people could not keep thorn back ; and although 
Jiis illness prevented him from going out very often, tlioy 
be»'*ged those who wore on guard at tho doevw''ay of the 
fortress to a-t least permit them to gei- sight of him, fur 
they had come from their own country for this solo purpose. 
And if at any titrje ho rode cm horseback, so largo a crowd 
of people ful]()wed after liiin along the strcet.s, that be 
could hardly make his way through them ; and as the farno 
of his person, and his greatness, was tho topic of all those 
p'arts, and in oonso<pj<;:i»:.’0 of the news v\’hicii the .'1.1111)118- 
.sudors whonj the Xoqiic Ism.ael hud scut to hito had civcu- 
latod, they sent tin ir .servants to him with ordeis iv draw* 
hi.s portrait to the liie.

lluw a Captain Of tho Xvfjuo lsir.:iel came to Ormuz io si.c (ho groat 
Aforiiso Dalh'Miiii-riiiio, aiul the newrH which lu; !iim, and tho 
rest that took place. 

A few days affcei\D. (lurcia du Nuvoiiha had set out oi*. . 
hia voyage, there tirrivod from Por.sia a caravan with many 
I0erchant.s from Tartary, and Russia, and all that part oi 
the world, with their merchandise, whoreby tho city began 
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to grow very nuicb ennobled; and in company with theia 
came a captain from the Xeqae lsmaol| who had set ont ; 
from the Court with the object of seeing the great Afonso 
Dalboquerque, on account of the great reputation which he 
Inid there, whereat ho was highly delighted. 

And because it was but a little time past since the Xeque 
Isinaol had had a fierce battle with tho Turk, in which, this ^ 
capfcnln had taken part, he asked him all about the engage- 
ment; and he told him that the Turks came 
thirty thousand horse, and a large force of i 
attack a pass in the mountain range, so as to bo enabled 
to, pass through it to Tauriz,^ autl the captains of the Xeque 
Ismael who wore in the van first reached the mountain, 
and took up a commanding position on it and withstood 
tho passage of tho enemy. But when the Xeque himself 
came up ho was angry that they had not allowed the Turk 
to pass, through, and ordered his captains to abandon the 
pa.ss. When the Turk saw that the pass was no lg|ger 
threatened, he crossed the mountain and, resting Kis/rear 
upon it, fortified himself there with a large number of gnu 
carriages chained togfitbor, by which means he had encircled 
the wliolo of his camp and fifteen thousand musketeers all 
drawn up in bati,lo array, with determination of there await- 
ing the attack of the Xeque Ismael, for he had not ven- 
tured to go and attack him where lie was; and tho Turks- 
kept so good a look out in their camp that the Xeque 
Ismael could nf3VC3r learn in what condition it was ; so, like 
a man who made no account of tho Turks, ho fell upon 
them with twenty thousand cavalry. The Turks divided 
their army into two battalions and came out of the fbrt 
that they had constructed, to wait for the onset. When the 
Xeque Ismael fell upon the Turks, he put them at once to 
fiight, and followed up hotly the pursuit after them until 
he entered into tho camp itself ; but as /he did not know 
‘ See p. 86. . 
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anythiug al?out tbo artillery, nor how it was niouuted, nor 
in what poaitiem it commanded, ho strove very gallantly 
to get in, along with his adversaries. When tho Turk per- 
ceived that tho Persians were in confusion, he gave the 
word for firing the artillery, whicli on tho one flank, and 
tho musketeers on the other, made so groat a havoc that the 
Xequo Ismael aooing that he was beaten and a largo part 
of his army killed, retreated rapidly to Tauriz, which lies 
distant about twenty leagues ; and the Turks followed him 
up rapidly, and, meeting with no resistance, entered the city 
of Tanri/i, and took all the treasure of the Xo(|uo Ismael 
that there was in it. And while lie lay there with tho deter- 
mination of forti rying himself in tlie citj', uows was brought 
to him that the Christians wore already on thoir w^ay to 
besiege (Jonstantinople, and on this account ho abandoned 
tlvo undertaking and returned in great haste, and. the 
Xoque Ismael reorganised liis forces and rotarnod to Tauriz. 
But certain captains whom the Turk had left beliind in the 
city, as soon as they were apprised of his return, deserted 
tho city and fled away, and when tlio Xoquo Ismael arrived 
there, ho ordei’cd puuishiuont to be inflicted upon all tho 
chiei men of the land, because they had allowed the Turks 
to enter the city w’ithoiit a straggle. 

Wlion Afonso Dalboquerqne hoard all tliis news h(3 declared 
(one day when the captains wore conversing with him about 
the enmity which the Xoquo Ismael hud towards the 'I’urk and 
the Grand Sultan, conceruiug difleroncos of tlieir law) that 
the Xequo l.smael had been a thunderbolt senr down by God 
upon the sect of Mahomet for tho p^roscrvatiuii of India, 
although the Xeque lumself was nut aware of it ; for when 
he was but a youth of eight years of age, and not holding 
any influential position, or having any distinction in the 
kingdom, he had risen up in rebellion, in tho year that tiio 
admiraP discovered India, and being favoured by the assist- 
‘ voJ. i, Pref., pp. xv ft seq. 
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ance of his uaylo had gaiued possession of Tar60inaitua> ■ 
Persia, the kingdoni of Khorassaw, Cainarcand, a oity <?f 
the Tartars, the kiiigcloiu of Af^uilam,* and all Lowet* 
Araieuin, and laany other provinces of the Turks ^d 
Tartars, buniing all the Moorish inosquos, but sparing 
Christian churches; and doing all this vyheh only eight 
years old, what would he not hare effected when now 
twenty- four yt^ars old, if God had not ordained that he 
should have two such powerful onomies as the Turks and 
the Grand Sultan of Cairo ? 

And as Afonso Dalboquerqne was a great* conqueror, and 
very successful in his method of pcj’fonniug great deeds, ^ 
he wrote many times to tha King- I). Manuel to concert 
with all the Christian Powers that they should be on torma 
of friendship with the Xeqne Ismael, for if ho w’ero on their 
side^ tliey would have no difficulty in ruining (ho power of the 
Turk and the Grand Bui tan ; and to ask the perunssion of 
tho Pope to send him inastor workers to make guns fn’ him, 
for this was the only thing wanting to enable the Xoquo 
to desti’cy his enemies. The captain of the Xeque Ismael, 
who had now spent several days in Orrnuz, having come 
simply for the sake of seeing Afonso Dalboquevque, begged 
permission to return, and Afonso Dalboquerque made him 
a present of many very valuab|o luirips of gold, and com- 
maiidcd \m people to show 1dm all the artillery that there 
WHS in Ordiuz, and told him to declare to the Xcque Ismacd 
that* by means of that, and much more in Portagul, ho would 
servo him in the name of tho King of Portugal agjj^nst his . 
enoniics in any way most convenioiit to him.

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CHAPTEB XLIIl. 

Of the situation of the city of Onnuz and of its coiiiinercc. 

. There are tlirce places in indhi which servo as marts of 
all the commerce of merchaiftable wares in that part of the 
world, and the principal keys of it. 

The first is MalacA,^ which lies in three d(^grees [N. hit.] at 
the entry and exit of the Straits of Singapara, of which 1 have 
already made niontion.® Tlie second is Adorn, which is 
situate in the twenty -first dejgreoof[N.] latitude, in the entry 
.and exit of the Straits of the Hod Sou, and of this place I 
have related all that has coino to my knowlodgo.® Tim 
third is Ormuz, which is in fifteen degixjos [N. lat], and at the 
entry and exit of the S ‘jraits of the Persian Sea. I’his city ot 
Ormuz is, according to niy idea, the most important of 
thorn all And; if the King of J/ortugal had made himaeif 
master of Adorn, with a good fortress, such, as those of 
Ormuz and Malaca, and so hold (lie away over those three 
Straits which 1 have specified, he inighl well have Ixjon 
called the lord of nil the world— as ;]id Alexander whmi he 
penetrated to the Oraiig(?s-*for with these three keys in hia 
hands he might shut the doors against all comora. Aiul 
well do 1 believe that if ileath hud not cal ofi Afonso Dalho- 
qnorque, all these would have boon in his liands. d’IiG.re i.s 
much which 1 (amid write upon this point, but as it is yot 
Jtiiy intention to point out iiio mistakes ot others, I must 
revert to tlie thread of my narration. 

Ormuz is a very ancient; place, and l?y reason of its 
commerce and navigable position is very much renowned 
throughoat the whole w'orld ; but .1 could not learn the 
history of its foundation, fur it i.s impossible to believe that 
it sprang from a hand of robbers who scoured the seas tor

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their prey (just as Coriuth began its history), for it is an 
island of three leagues, all consisting of roc)c salt, very 
deficient of water, and dependent on the mainland for all its 
water-supply. If, on the other hand, it is considered that ,, 
it was built in the first instance by fishermen who resortpi 
thither in pursuit of their occupation (as was tho case with 
Malica)/ this also cannot bo-tsho fact, on account of the 
want of water ; which I have just shown. But be this as it 
may, and let each one attribute to its foundation whatever 
origin ho pleases, nevertheless, the Moors hold Ormuz to 
j bo such an important place that they say, I'he world is 
1 a ring, and the jewel in it is Ormuy/^j and so it may well 
bo, for thither pour in all the merchantable coni modi ties of 
Tartary, Turcomania, the kingdom of Gilain,- of Bagada,® 
and Cairo, and of nil the })arts of India ; and in Ormuz can 
be obtained every desired kind of merchandise. 

/ There is no country in that part of tlie world bettor sup- 
' plied with provisions, although none whatever are produced 
' in it, lu the miirkot of Ormuz may bo found every kind 
of fruit, dried or fresh, just as in Spain. Ormuz, indeed, 
is 80 exacting in these things, that at the time when 
Afonso Dalboquerque was there, the people used to bring 
snow for sale from a distance of tliirty leagues into tho 
interior of Persia. From Ormuz are carried many horses to 
India, of great price, for they are of the best breed of all. 
The vStraits of the Persian Sea arc thickly populated with 
villages and islands on both sides, clriefly on the Arabian 
side, where stands the city of Bar;ora,'* at which a river 
rising at the distance of two days’ journey from Mcca de* 
bouohes, and divides tho whole of tho land ; and on the 
Persian side is the Province of Baxel,® which contains many

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villager and fortresses along the sea^ engaged in a floarishing 
trade> and accustomed to import all kinds of Persian mer- 
chandise; and at the head of all this strait lies the city of 
Bagada/ which used to belong to the lords of Armenia, but 
the Xeque- Ismael took it from him, and now the Turk is 
lord of it. Three great rivers^ unite into one there ; one is 
called Euphrates, the other Tigris, and the third Fizara ; aud 
it is said that they come from a great lake lying in tho 
interior of Persia, and at the spot where this enters tho 
sea the Moors call it Xordobaudil, and the water has an 
immense force. ^ 

From this city of Bagada, there used in tho ancient days 
to come various morchantnblo wares to Ormuz, but this trade 
is now forbidden by the King of Portugal. The Straits 
also contain an island called Barem,® noted for ;it8 large 
breeding of horses, its barley crops, and the variety of its 
fruits. And all around it aro tho fishing grounds of seed 
pearls, and of pearls, which aro sent to these realms of Por- 
tugal, for they ai^e better and more lasting than any that are 
found in any other of these parts. Besides these principal 
places the whole shore on tho Persian side of tho sea is 
filled with numerous little villages having a small trade, and, , 
indeed, the whole sea is overrun with small ve8.sels of light 
draught on account of tho frequent shallows : aud all these 
jilaces supply Ormuz with a great quantity of silk, which 
is exported to India. The greater number of the inhabit- 
ants of this island aro Persians, and the language which is 
most commonly employed there is tho Persian. Thi.s island,

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too, contnina many sulphar mines, and in tho summer, on. 
account of the sun’s groat heat, it is somewliat unhealthy, 
its dominion extends as far as Goador,^ a large city which 
lies in tlio land of the Noutaques. 


CHArTER XLIV. 

How tho gre-U Af(.)nso Dal]vMjuerque, oa account of his illness, held a 
co^'iV(;rsatioj) with the cajitains with regard to tAio snccosBion iu case 
»>f*his death ; and what vm agn:cd upon on this behalf, and liow he 
sailed away to India, 

Now, inasmuch a« the groat Afonso DaU)0(|norque never 
wont away from work, by day or by night, in the hopes of 
inukingan end of tho building of the fortress witli rapidity, 
and as the beat was groat, and lie himself old and iu a bad 
Htal 0 of health, tlio illness he suffered from .began again to 
attack him greater vehemence, and for eleven days 
Ik) had not gone out of do<^r.s, nor hud any one seen him 
except his own intiuiato friends. Rut, as it was thought 
slrango that tho people had not semi him, it began to be 
I’umourod ihrough the city that he was dead ; so that he was 
comijolled, in order to allay the apprehensions of the Moers 
and ori!' ov/n people, to shovv liimself in public ; and from 
that time forward lie permitted some of tlie captains to see 
liim, although his illness was sn great that it would scarcely 
allow it. Every day ho became wense, atid f(?It so weak 
that at length, on tho twenty-sixth day of tho month of 
Si'ptembor, he summoned all the captains to his houso, and 
in tho preseu('e of Revo Dalpoerii, the secretary, declared to 
thorn that he was ivo old man, and attacked with an illness 
whicli might prove fatal at any moment. Nevertheless,.

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because, if it were our Lord’s will that his career should 
bo finished, he was desirous of leaving tho alfuirs of tho 
kiugdom in proper ordei*, and the fortress that ho was 
engaged upon finished, to tho advantage of t he king, his 
bird's service, therolbro he desired thorn of his goodness to 
give him their oaths of fealty that they would obt 3 y that 
person to whom ho, before his di'uth, should delegate Ids 
powers, until tho king D. Manuel could make piovision in 
this case in aocordaiico with his own desires. 

Tho captains answered him with many tear:?, hoping that 
our Lord would grant Inm that good h(.ali;li which ovory 
one desired him to enjoy, and that it was proper fov the 
pvoservaiion of tlie King ot Poflngal’s eslato in tljuT part 
of the. world that ho sliovdd do vvliat he pleasrvl, for they 
would all bo very happy to do his bidding, and to obey him 
to whom ho should eutrust hjs authority. .Mouso Jhdbo- 
quorquo, with many kindly words gave tliem irKiny thanks tor 
ihoir good wishes fur hi.s lu alth, and rccyivod from ovory 
0110 an r'afcl’ allogianoc, which thc^y i?\ado at his ]''inds, 
that they would submit thoinsclvcs iu the king s naTiie to 
him whom ho should nominate j and of this ])rocotMhng ho 
tjnh'rcd Poro Dalpoem tljc seevei-uy to draw up a rfjcord, 
wlueh was signed by every one 

When this was over, Afbns.o Daiboqiierriue iiuding him- 
self daily growing more seriously ill, made his will, ajid 
turned his attention to religious matters. And after having 
thus put lnms(}lf right in the sight of Clod, confessed, and 
comrnnnioatod, and porfoimod all tlio acts of a Christian, 
on tho twentieth day of the uionth o 1 October ho called 
Pero Dalboqucrque his nephew, son ol Jurge Oalboquorquii 
his cousin -germ an, and told him that as he was of such a 
character that tho men would bo glad to remain in tho fortress 
with him ; and also becau.se tho King of Ormuz had always 
‘ evinced a great regard Ibr him, and expressed a wish that 
he should always remain there ; and, further, as he deserved 
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it by reason of his knightly prowess and nobility of birth > ; 
he would appoint him to the charge over the fortress in the 
name of the King of Portugal, with four hundred thousand • 
reis and two hundred quintals of pepper as well, for salary 
every yoiir; and from that time forward he must give hia atteiij^-" 
tion to the construction of the fortress, for he had no longer 
any desire, either of body or mind, to interest himself in any 
other thing except only tho account Which he must render to 
God for the bad services that he had rendered ; let him 
tliorefore order the artillery to be mounted in the appointed 
places, for tlio fortress had already reached a height suf- 
ficient to enable its defence to be maintained, and call.it 
Nossa Senhora da Concoi(;ao, Our Lady of the Concep- 
tion,” and give orders for the collection of all tho supplies 
that were outside in the house of the A.lmoxarifo, or receiver 
of customs. And ho told him that ho would leave Nicol^io 
Ferreira as chief guard of tho King of Oimuz, and would 
strongly recommend him to a favourable reception ; and 
then ho ordered the two sons of King Geifadim to be 
brought before him, and delivered them up into the care 
of Pero Dulboquerqne, tolling him that he begged liim 
earnestly to look to their care, and keep thorn with him as 
a curb upon the king, whom indeed lie was leaving in 
Ormuz against his will, for he had killed his brother, King 
Coifadim, and risen up and usurped his kingdom, but ho * 
(Afonso Dalboquerque) had dissembled with him thus far 
because these two youths were not sufficiently old to 
conduct tho government. 

Pero Dalboquerque, after kissing his hands in token of 
thanks for the gift he had made to him of the fortress, told 
him that lie would rather that he would select from among 
30 many captains, fidalgoes, and cavaliers, some other one 
for that position (for everyone of them deserved it more 
tfaaij^e did), but whatever benefit could arise to him from 
being the commander of the fortress, in all things he would 
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act in obedience to hie commands. As soon as it was known 
that' Pero Dalboquerque was appointed captain of the 
fortress^ many became discontented, (for each one of tho cap- 
tains thought himsolf would be chosen); but they woro un- 
reasonable, for he was a man of rare qualities and sliowcd 
hi^ spirit well in tho account ho gave of himself during 
the time that ho hold that position. And from that time 
forward he busied him. self oivtho erection of the fortress 
and preparation of all that w^as required. Afonso Dalbo- 
querque then appointed as factor, Manuel da- Oosta, son 
of Master Afonso/ chief physician of the king D. Manuel*’ 
and as sorivenors of tho factory, Manuel do Sequeira, page 
of tho Duchess of Braganza, and Diogo Dandrade, pago of 
the Iloy/il Chamlwu’. 

And when all this had been arranged ho coased to trouble 
himself with any other business, and would not bo consul- 
ted upon any other allkirs ; and ordered Diogo Fernand oz 
de B(Sja to got the ship hlor da limiy of which he was 
the captain, ready for him, that ho might sail away to India, 
with all the ships wliich ivere to go in his company. And 
thus having settled the inannor of his departure, he scut 
word to the King of Ormuz by Fero Dalpoom and Alexiindor 
do Ataide, that ho was desirous of going away, for it was 
ab.solutely necessary for him (dead or alive) to go and set 
the affairs of India in -order ; therefore he begged him 
earnestly to forgive his not having taken a personal fare- 
well, for his illness had increased to so great a degree that 
it gave him no opportunity of doing so, but ho trusted in 
God that he would bo able very soon to return aft visit 
himj and that be would leave Fero Dalboquerqbe Ttia 
nephew as captain of the fortress, and he was assured that 
that commander would serve him very well. The king 
replied to Fero Dalpoem that he must declare to his father 
how grieved he was at his departure, but he would be Sup- 
ported by the hope of speedily seeing him again. 
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Tlioreupou Afonao j)alboquefque, being so eagerly de- 
sirous of sotting out on the way to India, took his leave 
of Pero Dalboquorqiie, and the captains who were to ro? 
main bohiiid, and went on board on Thursday the eighth 
day of the month of November of the same year [1516],* 
about six o’clock, that no one might take notice of him, and 
immediately set sail and brought up again at anchor about 
a league’s distance from the city, and there lie romainod 
waiting for the two great galleys and the caravela of JoSLo 
Gomez, and the brigantine Sunctiago which were to accom- 
pany him in the passage. And on f?aturday morning Hacem 
Ali arrived with two native war-boats (f err a das) laden with 
rofreshmculs sent to him by the king; so ho ordered him 
to be brought into the chamber whore he was. And after 
Hacem Ali had delivered the king^s mes8ag(3, Afonso Halbo- 
qaerquo replied, fhankiug him very much for his visit, and 
.saying that lie had felt, better after bo had got out to sea ; 
and that now ho w'as no longer present in Ormuz, he begged 
the king would pay bettor attontion to the work of the 
f()rtros.s, for it was tho best thing he could have in the 
kingdom for the preservation of his state; and then he bade 
him farewell, giving liim thirty xerafins, and to the Moors 
w'ho navigatod tho terradas forty, and a good supply of 
wine to drink, which pleased them nioi*e than the money 
(lijl. And as soon as they w^ere gone he set sail and steered 
away direct to India. 
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CHAPTER XLV, 

How the great Afonso Dalbocjucrqtte, by means of a war-boat wbieh he 
captiirod on the way coming from J)iu, leHrno<l that Lopo Scare/, 
,j.ha(J come aa Govonmr of Tudia ; and how he died on resehing the 
' bar of (loa. 

3)irectly that Hacem AU had taken his leave, the fjreat 
Afonso Dulboquerquo bade T)io*/o Fevtiandoz do Beja to 
elftp on ail sail, and having now got clear* out of tho throut 
of the Straits of Ormn/^, as far advanced as Galayate/ one 
day in .the morning a Moorish ierratia or native war-boat 
hove in sight, under full sail ; and as Afonso Dalboqiierqno 
was very desirous of knowing some news from Indio., ho 
told Diogo Fernandez, c.aptain of tho ship, to send tho bri- 
gantine ^(mduf(/o after her, who chased her so close that 
she struck s/iil. And after he had gone on board, Diogo Per- 
naiKh'z eiKpiired of them whence they oamo f Tho Moors 
replied that they camo from .Din. Afonso Dalhoquerqne 
tboreupon ordered tiiat tho captain, master, and pilot 
should 1)6 brought before him ; and when they wore thero, 
he commanded Alexandre do Ataide, the Interpreter, upon 
his oath, to conceal nothing from him that these Moors 
should reveal, uor any of tho news of India that they might 
give. The Moors craved pardon of Afonso Dalboquerquo 
because they had not struck sail immediately the brigantine 
bore down upon them, alleging as an excuse that they 
did not know that hoj hiin.self was in the ship. But as the 
disease with which he was suffering was hastening him to 
his end, and the mere act of conversation wearied him, he 
desired Alexandre do Atafdo to make very searching in- 
quiries of thorn concerning Indian news, and to what port 
they were bound.

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an ambassador of the Xeqne Ismael who was at Diuijhad ■ 
dispatched him with letters for his lordship (Afopso Dalbd^ 
qnerquo), and in these they might, see for themselves the 
news of Imlia. Then Afonso Dal boquerque ordered Alex-, 
andro do Atafde to read the fetters at once. That written 
by Oide Ale stated that twelve' ships Inul come from Por- 
tagal, aTid with them Lr^po Soarez as captain major of 
India, and Diogo Mendez, as captain of the fortress of 
Cochi m, and other captains for all the other fortresses, as 
they were therein named, and that Mlliqueaz had hot 
written to him because he was very much offended at the 
king having ordered him to leave India. 

And in the letter sent by the ambassador of the Xeque 
Ismael to Afonso Dalboquerqiio it was written, that inas-

From this latter paragraph it appears that the number of ships, 
according to Barros, was thirteen. Correa says twelve naos and three 
and gives his own list of captains; etc.— ii, 483, ' 
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tnuph as the King of PoHugal so badly recognised his 
knightly .deeds and his services, lie advised him to take 
service with the Xeque Ismael, for ho was sure the Xeqiie 
would appreciate his services by making him one of the 
greatest lords of his land; and he dosired a. safe-conduct 
to bring his mercliandise to Oi muz and so take it to Persia, 
When Afonso Dalboquerque learned that another governor 
had corno out in his stead, and saw how his enemies were 
in favour with tho king, lie lifted up Ins hands, and gave 
thanks to Our Lord, and cried: ''In bnd reymfce with men 
because of tho king, and in bad repute with tho king , 
because of the men. It were well that I were gone.'' And 
having said so he ordered that all the letters which the 
Moors were carrying to Ormuz should be taken from them, 
wherein it was advised that if a fortress had not already 
been given to Afonso Dalboqaorqae, that it should not be 
now granted, for another governor hud been appointed who 
would do anything they wished. Arnl in order that those 
letters should do no harm to the building of the fofti‘033 
he caused them all to be burned, and bade tho Moors 
btjgono, and remained alone with his secretary; and having 
already made his tostamont, wherein ho expressed a desire 
to be interred in his chapel that he had built in Gon, which 
he had tak(?n from tiu; Moors, he added a codicil whereby 
he ordered that liis bones, after tho Ilesh had boon con- 
aumod, should be carried to Portugal ; and other matfeoi’S 
’not necessary to be writbui here. 

And when this was done he wrote a letter to tho king 
D, Manuel after the following words : — Sire, I am writing 
this letter to Your Highness while I am suffering from a 
spasm which is a signal of my dissolution. In the kingdom 
of Portugal I have a son, and 1 beg Your Highness to 
ennoble him for my sake, as a reward for tho services 
which I have performed for Your Highness iu accordance 
with my condition of being your servant ; for I command 

o2 
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him on pain of forfeifcin/^ ray blessing to ask this at yotir 
hands. And as for the ajflairs of India I say nothing, for 
they will speak for themselves and for me.^’ 

At this time lio had become so weak that he could not 
stand, ever desiring Our Lord to take him to Ooa, and 
there do with him ns should be best for his service; a^^d 
wlien the ship was yet distant three or four leagues from 
tho bar, ho ordered them to summon Fr. Domingos, the 
Vicfir-Goiieral, and Masicr Afonso, the physician. And as ho 
was so weak that he could not- eat auytliing, ho ordered his 
attendauts to give him a lillle of tho rod wine wdilch hud 
boon sent that your from Portugal. And when the brigantine 
had sailed away in advance to Groa, the vessel proceeded to 
cast anchor on tho bar, on Saturday night, the llfteontli day 
of the month of Dccernbor. When they told Afonso Dalbo- 
querquo that ho was at the end of his voyage, ho lifted up 
his hands and gave many thunks to Our .Lord because', he 
had vouchsafed to grant him that mercy which he had so 
earij{‘st jy desin^d.and thus he reinained all through that night 
('with the Vicar-Oenernl, who luid already cotne off from tlio 
shore to tho ship, and Pero Dalpoein, Secretary of India, 
whom he constituted liis executor), embracing the crucifix 
and continually talking; and he desired the V^ioar-Gonoral, 
who w’as his confessor, to I’ecite the Passion of Our Lord, 
written by Sfc. John, to wdiich he w’os always devoted, for in 
it, and in that Cross which was made in the likeness of 
that whereon Our Lord had sutfored, and on hi^, Wounds, lio 
rested ail the hope of Jiis sidvation : and he commanded 
them to attire him in the habit of Sanctiago, whereof he 
was a'‘CommendadoP*, that he might die in it; and on the 
Huuday, one hour before the morning, he rendered up his 
soul to God ; and there finished all his troubles without 
seeing any satisfaction of them. And we may well believe 
that one who thus finished his life could not have so many 
errors of commission laid to his charge that the king whom 
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he Lad served very loyally should command him to return 
to Portugal without rewarding Kis services ; but whereas 
Afonso Dalboquerque had enemies in the King's Council 
who were envious of his greatness and of the glorious 
victories Which Onr Lord had granted him in those countries, 
ttfey prevailed upon the king D. Manuel to command his 
return, and they did not fail to allege reasons for this 
according to their intent, and to send Lopo Soaroz as 
Governor of Irnlia. But when the king perceived liis 
mistake, ami the need he had of Afonso Dalbnipiortpio's 
p(?rs(»ual presence in India, he wrote a letter to Lopo Sourez, 
which I have given further on in my work, having ordoi*ed 
it to bo transcribed fi*orn the original which I Ibund among 
luy papers. 


CHArTER XLVL 

How the body of the Aiotiflo Dalbocpierque amw curried to burial 
in bin cbai>ei, and ihe great Tnouruing which was made for him ; 
and of his life and manners. 

Now that tlio great Afonso Dalboquerque had expired, 
before any one eaino from the city he was iimnodiatcly en- 
shrouded and clothed in the habit of Sanctiago, with soine 
buskins on his legs, and s{)urs on the boots, and a sword in 
his belt — after the customary manner of burying the 

Oornmendadors -and on his head was placed a velvet cap, 

and at his neck a stole of the same. And when the body 
liad been thus attired, Pero Dalpoeni gave ordov.s to Jay 
down carpets on the quarterdeck of the .ship, and there 
they set out the body upon a bier covered- with a pall oi 
black velvet, with a cushion of the same materittl at the 
head. And Diogo Fernandez do Bt^a, who was the captain, 
ordered a boat to bo made ready wherein the body was to 
) JO conveyed to land; and when morning came, the people 
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of the city began to assemble in boats with a great buio^ 
to accompany him/but when they heard that h^ was dead^ so 
great was the crying and weeping on all sides that it seemed 
os if the very river of Ooa was being poured out^ and becaiise 
the people were in a great throng he was immediately pfirti 
into the boat and so carried to the city. ^ 

And when the quay was reached where D. Goterres/ 
captain of the city, and all the Fidaigocs and Cava- 
liers, and all the populace and clerks and friars were 
waiting, ilie body was taken out of the boat to the 
land on the biers, on which it had rested, and there- 
upon uprose another fresh outbreak of lamentations. And 
after praying for him, which the dorks and inars could 
not do without weeping, the Fidalgoos who were standing 
by took up thfj bier on their shoulders and beneath the pall 
bore him to his chapel bf“ Our Lady of the Conceptioir', 
where he was interred, while there accomp mied the pro- 
cession all the people of the city, not only Christians but 
Hindoos and Moors, who filled the* streets, demonstrating 
by the profusion of their tears the groat sorrow they felt 
at his death. As for the Hindoos, when they beheld his 
body stretched upon the bier, with his long beard reaching 
down to his waist and his eyes half open, they declar(?d, 
after their heathen notions, that it could not be that he was 
dead, but that God had need of him for some war and had 
therefore sent for him. And thus, after this order and with 
these lamentations and outcries, ail arrived with the body 
at the chapel which ho had founded over against the city 
gate, whore ho entert?d when he took the city from the Moors, 
and there were performed thelast rites of the Church over him 
with a sermon of which I could gladly say much. And for 
the support of this chapel, he loft in Goa an ample revenue in 
groond rents of houses to be paid for the performance of daily 
Services, and the remainder to be given avray for alms every 
^ 1). Goterre (le Jlonroy ; Qrrrfn. 
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Friday to orphan boys, sons of Portngueae parents. And when 
Lis son Afonso Dalboquerque desired to remove liis bones 
to Portugal he obtained permission by a Papal iiull to sell 
the property, and built a hospital for pilgrims in Azeitao 
and a churcL adjoining it with the money, leaving in Goa 
property which retiders forty thousand rein for a daily mass 
ill the so.id chapel, in accordance with the express provision 
of the Pope^s Bull. 

When the funeral ceremonies were over, Pero Daljioem 
caused a monument of three steps covered over with black 
velvet to bo placed over the grave, and the chnpel to bo 
hung with black cloth ; and ho ordered to be. suspended over 
tlio grave the royal flag which Afonso Dalboquerque always 
carried before hint to battle, for it had been sent to him by 
the king D. Manuel from Ahrantes (for the plague w is ripe 
ati Lisbon) to the p<ii‘t of Belem, when ho was on the point 
of de{>arture. ,T!ii8 is now preserved in the principal chapel 
of Our Taidy of Grace where his bones are interred. | 

This great captain tvas a man of middle stature, with a 
long face, fresh coloiiied, the nose 'somewhat large. He 
was a prudent man, and a Latin scholar, and spoke in ele- 
gant phrases; his conversation and writings showed his 
excellent education. He w.u8 of ready words, vejry autho- 
ritative in his commands, very circumspect, in his dealings 
Avith the M.oors, and greatly feared yet greatly loved by all, 
ii quality rarely found united in one captain. Ho wa.s very 
valiant and favoured by fortune. The king D, Fernaiido 
[H], King of Castile, sa.id to Pero Correa, when he was 
Portuguese amba.ssador to the couj*t, that it was a very 
astonishing thing that the king D. Manuel his son should 
have ordered Afonso Dalboquerque to return from India, 
seeing that he was so great a captain and so fortunate in 
liis wars. He always gained the victory in his battles, both 
at sea and on land, against the Moors, sometimes indeed 
being wounded, for the places where he was posted were 



not very secure. He was very promptin tlij 
pf any undertaking when be had once determined 
; and his name and liis snccessos are so celebrated amoDg-^ 
all the kings and princes of Europe ^and Asia, that thnj 
Grand Turk when conversing with D, Alvaro* de Sande, 
captain of the Emperor Charles V, whom he held in cap- 
• tivity, concerning the state of India, laid his hand on his ; 
breast and said that Afonso Dalboquerque had been a very -i 
remarkable captain. He was a man of the strictest veracity, t ■ 
and so pure in the justice he administered that the Hindoos < 
and Moors after Lis death, whenever they received any * 
afiront from the Governors of India used to go to Goa to 
his tomb, and make offerings of choice flowers, and of oil ; 
for his lamp, praying him to do them justice. He was very 
charitable to tlie poor, and settled many women in marriage 
in Goa. For he was of such a generous disposition that 
all the prefseiits and gifts which the kings of India be- 
stowed on him — and they wore numorous and of great 
valuc—he divided among the captains and Fidalgoes who 
had assisted him in obtaining them. He was very honour- 
fihle in his manner of life, and so careful ovor his language, 
that the greatest oath which he over took when he was vory 
mmdi enraged was this : 'M abhor the life that I live.” lie 
! died lit the age of seventy-three years, having governed 
j India for ten years. 


CHAPTEll XLYir. 

How the kiug 1). Mfiuuel repented of liaeiiig ordered the return of 
‘ Afonso i)a)bo<«uerque from India and stmt wowi that he wjw not 
to eprae hack; and of tho letter which he wrote thereupon to 
lx)ix) Soaroz’the Governor of India, 

Lopo Soarez having set sail for India in thio capacity bf 
‘Governor during the month of March in the year 15 ^ 
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ill king 1). Manuel 
>by "of y«mde^^(^^ received news from that 

city of the movements of the Grand Sultjin and from his 
ftin^iSBador at Bomo)^ that the Grand Sultan of Cairo, 
ahnoyed at the Portuguese having entered the Straits of 
the Bed Sea, had caused a large fleet of galleys and galloons 
to be made ready at Suez, ivith a large body of fighting 
men and artillery to proceed to India, principally to the 
kingdom of Ormuz, to prevent Afonso Dalboquerque from 
getting possession of it. The king, disappointed at this 
intelligence,, and sorry at having recalled him, made up his 
mind to act vigorously in the way of supporting his Tndian 
forces as quickly as he could, and order»^d the immediate 
preparation of a fleet, so as to bo able in March of the yotir 
151fl to dral't a largo body of them to India; and ho wrote 
to Lopo Soaro/ithe following letter, tolling him all this nowi 
,\v Inch, had come to hand of the projected fleet of the Sultan, 
and telling him wliat to do to confine himself to his proper 
sphere of ‘duly if he had already entered upon his ofiico in 
Judin: — 

“ Lopo Soarez, friemd, avc, the king, send you our hearty 
greeting. Because not many days past news has reached 
us that the Grand Sultan is preparing a fleet in Suez for 
his service in Iiidia, we hereby acquaint you of tlio manner 
in which you must proceed in case the fleet of the Sultan 
shall have passed into Indian waters, though we trust in 
Our Lord that this is not the case; fur we ought to pro- 
vide against and counttyact a thing so prejudicial to our 
service, and one calculated, as we fear, to bring about the 
complete subversion of Bortugucso influence in that part of 
the world. And in consideration of that which should reauft 
in the greatest security, and give the best grouncls of suc- 
cess, it has seemed best for our service, in case tho said 
fleet, of the Sultan shall have entered into Indian seas and 
Afonso Dalboquerquo still bo there, to order him not ‘to 
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mako any now artangements^for hia retttrn to/tlioga^kjin^* 
doms as we had ordered hhn, but to remain ^^^itK yon iii oaf 
service, and Xhat you — bocauso Cochim and Oaliciit are places 
of such great and manifest importance, and inseparably 
bound up with the preservation of our estate in India— 
remain therein (iir India) as captain major and governor, 
Malaca being also subject to your command j and that you 
take, command of four hundred pf the men who went out 
with’ you, choosiag those whom you prefer, to keep them 
with you, over and above those going on ^rvice in the said 
fortresses, and all the .fleet on duty at Mtilaca and Cochim, and 
that you take up residence in whichovor of the said for- 
tresses of Cochim and Calicut that you prefer, and in which 
you perceive it most advantageous to tho security and good, 
of our service. And we hold it good that tho lading of the 
■ vessels going to India every year, and returning with spices, 
be under your control without the intervenyon of any ono 
therein except only the factor and ofiicors of tho factory. 

“ And wo will that all the other fortresses, soldiers, fleets, 
and forces, ns well of sea as of laud, romaiu under the com- 
niaiid. of Afonso Dalboqiierque for our service and in expec- 
tation of eventualities, and in order to render aid by rein- 
forconrients when required at any place where difiiculties may 
arise in respect of the said fleet of the Sultan ; and he is 
to labour to destroy it (as we timst iin the Lord he will 
.destroy it); and we have written to him at length, to this 

And although. we repose entire confidence in you, that 
you will serve us in this business with thC- great -bravery and * 
with the knightly deeds whieh you^ are accustomed to. per- 
ibrm, yet in an affair so new and untried, and of so great a 
need, it does not appear to us that yon would be able to 
cope with it unassisted, if the Sultan’s fleet were once tb . 
i*gaiti an entiy into liidia; for it is impossible that' you 
should be endowed with xjualities ’ sttch as we know $r^ " 
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sess^d by Afonso Balbcquerque, for the advancement and “ 
security of our state in those parts x>f the world, because 
of Ins experience during’ many years, and H'cuuBe of his 
acquaintance with the kings and lords wlio are our true 
friends and servants, and also because of his knowledge 
(jf those who ai'e not so, but opposed to us, and of his 
knowing the heart and disposition of each one, having been 
so long among them, and had dealings wiili them and made 
trial of them, and also because of the matters in vhich he 
can exorcise his care,- and his ability to destroy those com- 
binalions in which he daro not hopo to tind poifect fidelity 
of action towards our soitj'co, so- As thereby to prevent tho 
enemy from combining with one auother against us. AikI 
for all those reasons and others which may arise, it is ex- 
pedient tlmt wc take ad/antngo of tho especial us well as of 
the general cxperionco which he possesses not only in luival 
but also ill military matters ; and principally wo ri?gavd tl>o 
great victories with which Our Lord has ever favoured him 
ill those parts, in all the things to which he has set his liaiid 
and which ho has undertaken : for wo trust in His mercy 
that He will give him the victory even in this enterprise; 
for albeit that many then are available for many things, 
and iu him we ought to have entire confidence, as we have 
in you, not only for this. matter but even greater matters, 
(although it may turn out to be nothing after all but an 
idle rumour), by making use of his services, whom Our Loi’d 
has already assisted in these very enterprises, it seems likely 
that the business may thereby be better carried and com- 
pleted, especially when one knows the method of carrying 
them on as Afonso Dalboquerque does. 

“And because this is a matter which so closely appertains 
to, and is involved in, our service, honour, and estate, a.s you 
will easily perceive, we recommend you and command you 
by especial orders in no wise to resist this which we 
desire you to do, but to assist us in tho mannor . herein 
de^mrih^. 
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“And because the military operations which ensue, 
entry of the Saltan's fleet into India will andbuKl^^^^ eiit^ 
upon us considerable expenditure, we command the of 

Cochim, Calicut, and Malaca, in case Afonso Dslboquerqne 
requires any money or supplies from our stores/to send them 
to him immediately without the least deky in accordahee 
with the provision which we have on this behalf dispatched 
to the said Afonso Dalboquerque. AVe do also notify this to 
you that you may know in what way we order it, and that 
yon may not prevent it, but rather we desire you heartily to 
exercise in this matter all the attention possible, in order 
that all that Afonso Dalboquerque may require in respect of 
this matter may bo thoroughly performed. 

Done at Almcirira, the twentieth day of March, in the 
year 1510.” 


CHAPTER XLVllI. 

Tlie state in which the great Afonso llalboqueniue left India at the 
time of his death. 

The great Afonso Dalboquerquo perceiving the desires of 
the king D. Manuel for universal peace in India, which he 
had indeed frequently expressed in his letters, for if a 
perpetual warfare wore maintained it could not bo well 
prosecuted because of the great expenses which it produced, 
laboured earnestly as long as he lived to maintain peace with 
all the kings and Hindoo lords of those- parts, maintaining 
with them a constant intercourse, sending bis messengers 
to them and. offering to place at their disposal tho fleets of 
the King of Portugal for tho destruction of the Moors, and 
the casting them out of the country, which indeed they had 
wrested from the native rulers, especially the King of 
Narsinga, to whom not once but many times he sent Portu- 
guese ambassadors, desirous of pi*ocui*ing his fnondshtp and 
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to operaiioDR calculated 

to cjru^ King of Decam; and with all 

the other Hindoo kings from the Cape of Comorim up into 
the interior country, not only alon^* the soa-shore, but also 
into the midland tracts, he also held friendly relations with 
a view of attracting them to be on peaceablo terms with tho 
King of Portugal, sending ambassadors to them in that 
king's name, and offering them his fleets and his forces. 

'fhis policy was carried out so consistently, that evijryone 
endeavoured to be on terras of the greatest friendship with 
Afonso Dalboqiierq’ue ; some showed it by thoir obedioiiee, 
which they sent to assure him of by their messengers; 
others by the tribute which they reiidorcd to him out of 
their revenues; others listened to the kind and peaceable 
expressions which, lie employed wdion he negotiated vrith 
them ; and others again wunxi attracted by tlie jewels and 
presents which ho sent to them on the part of the king D. 
Manuel; others also offerod him sites in their harbours for 
the erection of fortresses, actuated by a desire to maintain 
trade and friendship with the .Portuguese, for they looked 
upon 'them at this time like Indian neighbours. And if 
death had not carried him oft’ the rnugnanirnity of his spirit 
was such, that the King of Portugal would have become, by 
Ilia assistanco, lord of the whole of India ; for, putting aside ' 
all thought of the Hindoos (whom he knew very well how 
to manage), tho Moors feared him so greatly (bocause iu his - 
manner of conducting wars he wa« so fiorco and daslifinr)^ 
that the Ilidalcao, great lord as he was, ami at the head of 
a large force, occupying a commanding position over against 
Goa which Afonso Dalboquerquo had forcibly dispossessed 
him of, frequently made overtures of friendship to him, 
fearing lost he should invade his territories. And indeed it 
woiild not have been very difficult to carry out such aii 
invasion, if the King of Narslnga had operated in conjunc- 
tion with him on the interior border, as he had often sent 
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word he would do if required, and sent him many messengers : 
and presents j and even his mother, whoso influence Was . 
paramount in that country, interposed as a mediator towards - 
the settlement of this friendship, offering him all her forces 
against anyone whom he wished to attack. 

At; the lime of Afonso Dalhoquorquo's death p^ce was 
universal from Ormuz to Ceylon; and all the kingdom of 
CaTvibay, Chaul, Dabul, Goa, Onor, Baticala to Mount Be 
Deli, Caimnor, Cochim, Caicoulfto to the Cape' of Cdmoriin,— 
all the kings, lords, and marine merchants,— and the interior 
lands he left so quiet and well-ordered that there was nevtJr 
a nation left so completely conquered and subdued by force 
of aril] s ns this was. And the land had by this time become 
^80 pMcifiod, (hilt the Portuguese used to cany on their mer- 
chant business in every place, without being robbed of 
anything, or being taken captive ; and they used to navi- 
gate the, whole of the Indian sea in their ships, vossolsi 
small and large zanibncos^ and used to cross tlie sea in 
safety from one ])art to tlie other; and the natives on theii* 
part used to visit Goa with their wares without any rnoles- 
taiion b( 3 ing offered to them. And from the Capo of 
Comorirn eastward A fuiiso Dallioquerque loft the kings of 
those coniUrios in perfect peace and friendship with the 
King of Portugul, sending to them ambassadors bearing 
presents- in his name, and tiny sent similarly to him. 
Among these 1 may numo the King of Pegii, the King of 
Ben^mla, the King of Pedir, the King of Siam, thr 3 King of 
Pac(?, and the fortress of Malaca in repose,. He remained 
also iiii the closest terms of peace with the King of China, 
and the King of Java, the King of Maluco, with the Gores, 
itiid all the. other neighbouring princes were kept by him in 
H state of Submission and tranquillity. 

. The principal means by which India was tranquillized, hnd 
the spirit of its kings and lords tamed, was that they 
perceiv'ed the intimate relations which the great Afonso 
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fialbcquerque feold with tlie Xoquo Ismaol, with intentipn of 
overoomiilg the house of M^ca and dostroying the Grand 
Bultaw, and all the Moors, sending his firnbassadors to them 
with presents ; and also with the Preste Joao, desiring him 
to ont through a i*ange of hills and divert the conrae of tho 
Nile into another bed ^o as to vain Cairo ; and that they 
saw him also erecting pow'orfnl fortresses in India; they 
saw him provided with plenty of artilic?ry, plenty of shipping 
vessels and galleys ; they saw him surrounded with nume- 
rous Portuguese households, youths aud girls born in thoiv 
land; they saw houses of stone and mortar erected; orchards 
planted; arable lauds cultivated, and tho increase of all 
kinds of stock ; they saw his commerce nourishing both on 
sea and on laud< they saw every wliora around fcliem order 
and justice and good government prcvaihng, and many other 
luattors of civilization belonging to tho people who were 
settling in tho land and intended to establish their progress 
thoroin. • 

I'lie fame of this rjvi tlirough 'all the lands of India, 
Persia, Cairo, and Turkey, The Grand Sultan used to 
enquire if tliero were many families established in India, 
!Uid tlio llidalciio how many young men and girls there wero 
in Goa, for they were not oiVaid of any hurt tho P»;)i'tugiieso 
could do them on tho sea, but only of the colonizai ion which 
this people desired to elfect in the land, Aud when the 
Moors beheld the [ap})/iretttly] limited power of licets and 
fighting men belonging Ui the King of Portugal in India, 
they looked upon all these conquests and successes as 
nothing less than miracles. Afonso Dulboquerque, with that 
greatness of spirit which always charactorisod him, fre- 
quently used to say, that lie trusted in Our Lord for taking 
. Adorn and establishing- the Portugueso therein, so as to be 
thereby enabled to close the Straits with a powerful fortress, 
to the end that the Grand Sultan should finally abandon his 
hope of becomiBg chief lord of India ; and when this had 
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heen successfully carried out then only to return agairt ^ 
Portugal for a short rest, to lean a little while on the handle 
of the hoe.* But Our Lord in his divine providence cut 
all this short when he took him to himself. 

At the time of Afonso Dalboquerqiie's death ho left in 
Malaca — twice captured by his arms from the Moors-»r-a 
very strongly fortified fortress, with ample supplies of artil- 
lery and plenty of men to keep it. Ho left another in Ormuz, 
completed, and furnished with a large body of soldiers and 
great qu.antity of guns, amd all that kingdom under the 
obedience of the King of Portugal — ‘iliia, too, he had 
captured on two occasions from the Moors, lie loft a 
fortress in Calicut, of great defensive strength, provided 
with men and guns. He left the fortress of Cochim finished 
and in the. same condition as it now stands — he had com- 
monced to build it on the occasion of his first visit to India — 
furnished with seven very laige elephants employed in the 
ship- yard on the beach. .He rebuilt tire fortress of Cananor 
with stone and mortar, for up to that time it w'us built with 
mud.’* He left fleets attached to all those? fortresses for their 
protection and mainteuanco, left the City of Goa forti- 
fied with many castles set around the island for its safety 
this too had been taken twice under his assault from the 
Moors. Ho left therein many I’ovtugueso families, many 
Hindoos converted to Christianity, .and a largo body of 
mounted men. Ho lotY» many armourers, and officers em- 
ployed in the setting of jewels and precious stones, saddle- 
makers, buckler- makers, blacksiniths, stone-masons, gnn- 
founders, master-workmen skilled in the manufacture of 
matclilocks, ships’ caiq)euters, caulkers; and the greater 
pjtrt of these Portuguese, the rest native Christians, as true 
vassals and subjects of the King of Portugal as though they 
were natives of Portugal.

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l[e ioft the magazines of Goa supplied with large quanti-, 
ties of weapons, many caparisons for horses, many saddles, 
much store of gunpowder, cannon balls, and all other kinds 
of necessary munitions of war. He left in the harbour a 
fleet of fifty sail, counting vessels, ships, and galleys, and 
fustics — a large assembly for those days — besides the pardon 
and merchant vessels not taken into consideration in this 
estimate. He ordered money to bo struck at Goa and 
Malaca in the name of the King of I^ortugal ; and this was 
current throughout tlio wliolo of India, Ho was the first 
captain of the King Of Portugal who penetrated the Straits 
of the Red Sea. ** V quien mas hhiere pasne a tt.danf.o\ 

And let him who does more than all this take precedence 
of him,” wdiioli is the inscription that the Count Keruiio Oon- 
(•alvez ordercal to bo sot up on his sopnlehre, which stands 
at the entry of the door of tho monastery clinrch wliore lie 
lies buric<l. 


CHAPTmi XLIX. 

How the bones of tlie ^reat xVfonso Dalbo'jnrrune wen* conveyed 
PortUi^Ml: and how they were cainjd to [the r.huich of] Our Lady 
of Grace. 

The groat Afonso Dalboqueivjuc having made and ratified 
hia tostanient, wherein bo left orders that ho should* be 
iiitorred in his chapel of Our L.ady which he had built iu 
Goa, on the occasion of returning from tho conquest of the 
Kingdom of Ormuz, and leaving behind a fortress built in 
that city, as has been already related, he added a codicil to> 
it, in these words ; “ I declare, that in case of tny death in 

these parts of India — which may Our Lord of His mercy not 
permit — for certain just causes which move me to this end, 
and for tho rest of my soul, I command that after tho flesh

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m consumed^ my bones be conveyed tq^ Portugal and ; 
interred [in the church of] Oar Lady of Grace, of the Order 
of St. Augustine, where tny ancestors lie.” A matter thus 
earnestly desired by Afonso Dalboquerque, the conveying of 
his bones to Portugal (as is shown by these words in the 
codicil), it would have been carelessness on the part of, his 
son to let fifty-one years pass away without fulfiltnent ; but 
as this duty was incumbent upon Poro Correa, and being 
executor he was bound to perform it, the son remains 
excused, for this very Pero Correa frequently desired the 
king D. Manuel to give him permission to get them con- 
veyed away, but the king never would consent, declaring 
that as long as ho had the bones of Afonso Dalboquerque 
safe in Goa, India was secure. But, on the death of Pero 
Correa, thi^ duty devolved upon his son as his heir, who 
strove hard with King John the ITiird to obtain this per- 
mission; nevertheless it was always denied him, by reason 
of the constant representations made to the king by the 
inhabitants of Goa,, and, indeed, of all India, not to yield 
in the matter. When this king died, however, and Queen 
Dona Ciiilmrina^ our Lady was ruling these kingdoms for 
the king I). Sebastitlo her grandson,’^ he renewed liis 
endeavours to obtain his desire, but several years passed 
without attaining his wishes, for it was nocessary to obtain 
a Papal bull, couched in terras of greater excommunication 
against the inhabitants of Goa, to prevent their hindering 
him. It seemed, indeed, that the fitting opportunity had 
not even then arrived. At length, having succeeded in 
getting the nc^cessary permission f^om the Queen onr 
Lady — for there was now ^io longer any one there to 
prevent their canying out the design, — and on the timeljr 
arrival of D. Antao de Noronha® in India as Viceroy, who

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did all in his power to expedite the business, the removal 
to Lisbon was carried out, and tho romains reached the 
port on «the sixth day of the month of April 15()6. They 
were then taken out of the ship in which they had been 
l)rought, and carried to the Casa da Mmricordia, or House 
of 1 Mercy, under the directions of Ray Loarea(jo do 
Tavora; Proved^, or chief officer, accompanied by a lar^o 
body of Fidalgoes ; and there they remained for several 
days, tho funeral car being draped with cloth of crimson 
velvet, in charge of many of the edergy, who accompanied 
the body, and these ‘sang mass ckily for his soul, while the 
order was being drawn up for tho removal to tho principal 
chapel of Our Lady of Grace, which his son oiidowed with 
a comjjetent rontal for tho interment of tho rornains. 

Whou all matters had been put in readiness, on a Sunday, 
the nineteenth day of tho month of May, all the lords and 
ildalgoes in the or)urt assotnl)Icd in the Cfya da Miml- 
cohlui to Hcctnupany the remains ; and from that place they 
set out in procos.-iioii, preceded by tho (lag of tho Misori- 
cordia, and all the hnichorhood behind this, the Franciscan 
friars and the Austin tViars, and all tho-c!(3rgy of the city, 
each one with a torch in his hand ; and at the close of the 
procosaion tho Chapter of tho Sec on the one side, and I). 
Afonso Auriques, Adaiw/ of the king, and all the staff of 
the chapel on the othei* side, and behind these tho bier 
on which were tho bones, carried by the brethren, covered 
over with a largo pall of cloth of gold ; and in front of 
tho coffin wont the provedor, with his wand in hand, 
and Afonso Dalboquerque, son of tho departed Viceroy, 
on tho one side, clad in a mourning cloak, with bare 
head, and on the other side Andre Dalboquerque, his" 
nephew, in- similar guise; and behind the bier tho Duke 
. of Aveiro and his sons and brothers, and all the rest

And over this coffin were hung three flags of the colours 
and devices of the three kingdoms which the great Afonso 
l)albo([uerque h«|id gained from the Moors in India. Over 
those flags floated tho royal flag which the king I). Manuel 
had sent to him, as I have already narrated, now very much 
torn and ragged, for it had been delivered to him on tho 
sixth day of the month of i^pril, in the year 1506. And thus, 
sixty years after ho had set out on his journey, his bones 
were at length brought back to the monastery of Our Lady 
of Grace, of tho order of St. Augustine, replete with many 
victories which he had gained in India under that very 
symbol of the Cross, in the reign of tho king D. Sebasti^o 
our lord. And when all was quiet Master Fr. 8ebasti3o 
Toscano* began his preaching, of which i say nothing in 
these common taries, not only so as not to increase the bulk 
of my volume, but also because it is already printed.

Of the pedigree of tliia excellent Captain Afonso Dttlboquer<iue, hia 

^ origin, and parentage, and an account of the way in which ho spent 
his youth, until his first voyage to India. 

Inasmuch as I have written an ample discourse, collected 
from the Chronicles and gouealogical works of Portugal 
and Castile, concerning the gonoalogy of the Alboqiierquca, 
thoir antiquity, and' the origin and derivation of the name, « 
which descends by the dire(;t lino of the kings of Portugal, 
Leon, and Castile, for the information of thoso who urr3 
desoended from the family, I will not say here more than 
is necessary for the undorstauding briefly whence this 
great Afouso Dalboquerque is descended, and whoso son 
he was. 

It is iu this way that the pedigree stands.^ The King 1). 
Dinis,*^ King of Portugal, had by Dona Aldonsa de Sou.sa, a 
court lady of high quality/* native of Galicia, a natural son, 
who was called D. Afonso 8aiiches, aiui married Dona 
Tareja Martiuz, granddaughter of the kir>g D. Sancho 
of Castilo,* suruamod the Brave, and had with her ibr Jier 
dowry the town CJilled Villa de Conde, iu Poriugal, ainl 
many lands in Castilo, and Castle Dalboquorque, which ho 
rebuilt, aqd laid the foundation of the town bolow it, sur- 
rounding it witli a wall, towor, barbican, and moat, and 
peopled it with Portuguese and Castilian families ; and thou 
‘ he took up his abode, and over the principal gateway qf the 
town ho placed a shield of his arms, which are hero ligured,

Count of Atouguia and of the Countess Dona Guiomar de 
Castro, his wife. When ho was quite a lad, ho was brought 
up in tho household of D. Afonso tJie Fifth, ^ and when this 
king died, he went to Arzila * and after a few years returned 
to tho service of tho king Dorn Joilo the Second, his son, 
and held the oflice of Bdribeiro chief equerry to tho 
king. When King Jofio died,** Afonso Dalboquerc|ue re- 
turned to Arzila, accompanied by his brother, wdio fell 
fighting against tho Moors; and in consequonco of this 
beveavcinont he returned to Portugal to the sevvico of the 
kijig Dorn Miinuol,*^ and entered tho royal body-guard, 
^fhen he accoojpanied the fleet that operated at I’aranto, 
and took part in the capture of Graciosa,^ and in fact was 
present in all the military actions that happened in his day 
in these kingdoms, up to the time of his first voyage to 
India.
